| author of theſe Memoirs, and eldeſt child 
of Charles Adlerfeld, Treaſurer or Con- 

troller of the Accounts to the Court of Sweden, 
was born in the year 1671; at a ſeat of his father's 
near Stockholm: (Hit grandfather had been Oo 
vernor or Stadtholder of Revel in Livonia :) And; 
as he manifeſted an extraordinary genius in his 
earlieft infancy, great care was taken to give it all

Nor did our young Guſtavus deceive the expecs 
tations that bad been formed of bim; but, on the 
contrary, made it appear they were perfettly well 
founded: the progreſs, whith be made in learning, 

ng ſo rapid; that he was ſoon qualified to be ſent 
to the Univ 
ſelf with equal ardour and ſucceſs to all the ſciences 
that could adorn a Gentleman. Hiſtory and Lan- 

ges, both ancient and modern, were bis chief 
delight, the laſt of which he learned with great 
afſiduity. To theſe he joined the ſtudy of Heraldry 
and Genealogy, as thinking the knowledge of them 
abſolutely neceſſary. He Itkewiſe judged, with 
great reaſon, that the Law of Nature and Na- 
tions was another principal accompliſpment ; and

erfiry of Upſal; where he applied him- © 
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therefore apply'd, with a very uncommon ſolicitude, 
to render himſelf a maſter of both: In all which 
elegant ſtudies be became ſo early a proficient, that, 
in his twenty-ſecond year, be gave the public the 
moſt convincing proofs of his great capacity, and 
the improvements it had received from letters, by a 
. Latin harangue * on the birth-day of Charles XII. 
then but heir apparent; which did him great ho- 

nour, and was thought worthy of being printed ®. 


In the year 1693, he likewiſe maintained, with 
abundance of * 5 e, the Rational Theſes on the 
Orders of Knighthood ©, according to the manner of 
the North; a little work, ſcarce, and much in re- 
queſt among the learned, becauſe tis there only that 
a deſcription of the ancient Military Orders of 
Sweden are to be found; it affords, beſide, a grand 
Callect ion of Examples, to which is added the Plate, 
engraved by the famous antiquary Re Brenner. 


Guſtavus Adlerfeld, having now finiſhed his 
academic ſtudies at home, began to think of extend- 
ing his knowledge by travel; for which end be ſet 
out from — Auguſt 1. 1696, ne, after 
having ſeen the Court of Denmark at en, 
and that of Gottorp, then refiding at Kiel, be re- 
paired to Hamburgh, from thence to the ' ſhining 
Court of Berlin, which be wvifited en paſſant, and 
proceeded on to Hall i Saxony, to ſtudy under the

by Mr. Adlerfeld, now in the bands of his ſon, 


Our author, having now viſited the principal cities 
in the Seven Provinces, and obſerved every thing 
that could excite the curiofity of a traveller, ſet out 
for Paris, where he arrived June 28, 1698, and 
continued till the 18th of October, from which time 
he paſſed through Orleans, Blois, and Tours, in 
his way to Angers, there to go through his exer- 
ciſes; and from whence he did not return to Paris 
till the 15th of February, 1699. | 


Being now deferous to make a viſit to England, 


be left Paris a ſecond time, July 3, to embark at 
Havre, and arrived at London the 20th, where 
having ſtaid little more than a month, be returned, 
by the way of Oftend, 40 Paris the firſt of Septem- 
ber following; where he refided till July the 12th, 
1700, and. then took leave of that capital, in order 
to repair to Aix la Chapelle. 


Here. having reſolved on returning io his own 


country, he took the rout of Cologne, Hamburg, 
and Wiſmar, and arrived, at laſt, at Strahlſund, 
where be embarked on board the ſame yatcht with

the 4th of October. 


The 10th, the Duke being arrived at Carlſhaven, 
wwhen the Ning was on the point of marching 
through that place with his army into Livonia, 
Mr. Adlerfeld had leave to wait upon his Serene 
Highneſs, who introduced him himſelf to bis Ma- 
jefty. The King honoured him with a moſt gracious 
reception, declared him immediately to be Ji Gen- 
tleman, and ordered him, at the ſame time, to fol- 
low the Court: But, as be had many affairs to ad- 
juſt, and the King's departure was too precipitate, 
he obtained his Majeſty's permiſſion to repair firſt to 
Stockholm, where he arrived the 26th, after an 
abſence of four years and ſome months. 


It was eafy to obſerve how greatly he was im- 
proved by his travels ; which he had undertaken 
with no other view, but to enlarge his mind, and 
poliſh bis manners, as well in the converſe of the 
great world, as in the ſociety of men of genius. 


In the Journal be has left of his Travels, he bas 


'not forgot to make mention of the favours be re- 
ceived at Paris from the Morſhal-Duke of Berwick, 
who, not content with inviting him frequently into 


Bis parties of pleaſure, introduced bim likewiſe to 


the moſt illuſtrious families both of the Court and 
City. He never ſpoke of that Nobleman, but with 
the higheſt praiſes and acknowledgments ; who was, 
in truth, one of the moſt meritorious perſons of his 
age. He ſet likewife a due value on the advant ages

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Theſe circumſtances of his life do contribute 
greatly to the honour of his character: For to be 
intimate with perſons of the firſt rank, both for 
merit and genius, argues the perſon ſo honoured to 
Poſſeſs a large ſhare-of bis own. 


Having now adjuſted his affairs, he prepared to 
follow the army, but was prevented by ſickneſs till 
the following year 1701, a little after the battle of 
Duna. In which interval, as he was, at all times, 
an enemy to floth and idleneſs, he thought be could 
not employ himſelf better than in returning to his. 
favourite ſtudies, of Hiſtory and Genealogies. It 
was then, likewiſe, that he formed his deſign of 
writing an exact Fournal of the Campaigns of 
Charles XII. the firſt of which had been attended 
with ſuch fortunate and illuſtrious ſucceſs. This 
undertaking, though ſufficiently laborious, did not, 
however, interfere with the reſearches he bad al. 
ready begun into the Hiſtory of the antient and emi- 
nent Families of Sweden; of which his ſon has 
fill preſerved very ample collections, drawn from 
the originals themſelves, and the maſt authentick 
authorities: and tis to be wiſhd they may fall into 
the hands of ſome perſon, equally curious and capa- 
ble, who would give bimſelf the trouble of making 
à proper uſe of them, which would afford great 
lights into that part of the Hiſtory of the North, 
hitherto very little known, 


In Courland, our author joined the army of the 
King, who immediately received him into his good 
gow ; and afterwards, when he was apprized of 

's deſign to compile the Fournal above mentioned, 
and which he had already begun, his Majeſty bad 
the goodneſs not only to honour the plan of the work

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with bis approbation, and encourage the author to 
proceed with it, but likewiſe t6 order his Council to 
furniſh Mr. Adlerfeld with all the neceſſary Me- 
moirs, State- Papers, &c. and his commanding 
Officers to communicate to him all their relations 
of Combats, Marches, Sieges, and Attacks by ſta 
and land, that the ſeries of his undertaking might be 
preſerved, and the whole rendered as perfect as 


poſſible, 


In return for all which fignal inſtances of bit 
Majeſty's goodneſs, he endeavoured to diſtinguiſh,” 
with the utmoſt exatineſs, whatever was worthy 
to be tranſmitted io poſterity, either of his own 
knowledge, or of what could be ſelefed from the 
moſt faithful and confiſtent accounts of others. 


In the year 1704, the King, having for a while 
ſuſpended the rapid progreſs of his victories, and 
being inclined to indulge his army with an interval 
of repoſe, gave leave to bis Miniſters and Generals 
fo invite their Ladies to Hielſherg in Pruſſia; o 

_ evhich our author likewiſe took advantage, ” 
during his refidente at that city, married Madamoi. 
ſelle de Steben, who came there to meet him, and 
to whom he was contratted at Wiſmar in the year 


1700. 


During his Majeſty's continuance in Saxony, 
Madam Adlerfeld repaired thither to viſit ber bu. 
band; and, as ſbe was a Lady of great wit, and 
writ well in ſeveral languages, undertook to 
mate an Abridgment of his Journal, in German,

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to the King's Entrance into Saxony: This ſhe 
finiſhed under the inſpection of the author, and, at 
ber return to Wiſmar, publiſhed it at ber own ex- 


vii 


pence. But, though that performance "was greatiy 


efteemed*, and was really worthy the approbation 
of the public, it met with the fate commonly at- 
tendant on works publiſhed by the author, which 
almoſt always meet with a bad ſale, whatever their 
deſerts may be: Beſide, a great number of copies, that 


were deſtined for Sweden, were loſt at ſea, and 


contributed not a little to render it exceeding ſcarce 
in a very ſhort time. 


When the King left Saxony, in order to return 
into Poland, Mr. Adlerfeld never 


quitted his Ma- 


jeſty, whoſe favour he bad now the honour to poſſeſs 


entirely; all which time he continued his Journal on 
the ſame plan he firſt began with; and with ſo rigid 


an exatineſs, that it appears from the manuſcript 


he even worked upon it the very night before the 
fatal battle of Pultowa, where be was killed with 
a canuon-ball by the fide of his Majeſty's litter. 


As the illuſtrious family of our author was re- 
markably diſtinguiſbed in the reign of Charles XII. 
and ſtill enjoys honourable employments, we believe 
the public will receive with pleaſure certain circum- 

ftances regarding his brothers. 


»The learned Mr. Si- and exceedingly, 


mans, in the Preface to the 
ſecond tome of his Hiſtory 
of Charles XII. r in 
German at Hall in Saxony, 
1719 and 1720, in two vo- 
lumes, Oavy, acknowledges 
the great uſe he made of it, 


that it came to his know- 
ledge ſo late ; a circumſtance 
greatly in favour of the Jour- 
nal we now publiſh entire, 
with all the circumſtantial 
relations of the Generals 
themſelves. 
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Charles Adlerfeld, 4orn in 1676, having firf 
finiſhed bis ſtudies, repaired to the army, where he. 
was made Gentleman of the Court; after which be 
attached hiinſelf ſolely to the ſervice of King Stani- 
ſlaus, upon the coronation of that Prince at War- 
ſaw in the year 1709; who firſt made bim bis 
Chamberlain, then Marſpal, and laftly Grand- 
Marſhal of his Court: in acknowledgment of which 
favours he rendered his Royal Maſter ſeveral im- 
portant ſervices, in ſundry negotiations, in which 
he was emplcyed, eſpecially in France, till the year 
1720, when he was recalled by the preſent King of 
Sweden, who had alſo honoured him with the office 
of Grand-Marjhal of bis Court. He died in Swe- 
den in December 1922, greatly regretted by all 
thoſe who were acquamied with bis fine accompliſh. 
ments. But no body was more ſenſible of bis loſs 


than King Staniſlaus, who bad ever given bim ſuch 


teſtimonies of bis friendſhip and confidence, knowing 
bow well he dejerved them, as are alone ſufficient 

to eternize his memory; though it had not been ſo 
notoricus, that be peſſeſſed in a very eminent degree 
every advantage both of mind and body, and that, 
beyond all, he was well grounded in Religion, and 
hat high notions of Honour. and Probity. 7” 


The ſecand of our author*s brothers was. Peter | 
Adlerfeld, born in 1680, who, c a martial 
life, followed Charles XII. in all bis 2 ties from 
the year 1700, when the Swedes invaded Zealand. 
In the year 1712 he was made a Colonel, the night 
before the battle of Gadebuſch, in which he be- 
haved with ſo much bravery, at the bead 0 hi 
regiment, that even Count Stenbock himſe 
Enowleadged be contributed not a little to the x en 
ing the victory. After the death of Charles XII. 
#%e Veen of Sweden, now "IE made bim a 

Major- 
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Major-General and Baron, and ſent bim into Den- 
mark, where the peace was concluded in 1721. 
He was then ordered to Strahlſund, to take poſ- 
ſeſfion of Pomerania, which Mr. de Wiche ceded 
to him in behalf of his Daniſh Majeſty. Being re- 
turned to Copenhagen, he refided there in quality 
of Envoy till the year 1726, when he took leave of 
the Court of Denmark to return to Sweden, As 
he was Governor of Malmo, he made it the place 
of his abode, together with his family, till the laſt 
Diet of 1739, when be was elevated to the dignity 
of a Senator of the Kingdom, and a Member of the 
Chancery-Royal. 


The third brother of our author called Charles- 
Albrecht Adlerfeld, likewiſe took to arms, in 
which he appeared with diſtinction, having follow- 
ed Charles XII. in all his campaigns, and even into 
Turkey; who held him in great efteem, and rank- 
ed bim among the braveſt Foot-Officers in his ſer- 
vice. He was killed in 1715, in the affair of 
Streſau, in the iſie of Rugen, being hen one of 
the oldeſt Captains of the Guards, 


We are bere ftrongly tempted to do Juſtice to the 
fon of our autbor ; the obligation be has conferred 
upon the public, by the pains be bas taken to 
tranſlate this book of his father's, and render it fit 
for the preſs, deſerves, at leaſt, ſome acknowledg- 
ment: But, as his modeſty will not permit us to ex- 
patiate on bis merit and 3 we ſhall

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Charles Maximilian Emanuel Adlerfeld wa: 
born at Wiſmar in 1706, and in 1714 was ſent 
to Deux-Ponts, where King Staniſlaus then made 
his refidence, Here his uncle Charles Adlerfeld 
bad him educated with abundance of care, and in 
1717 took bim along with bim to Paris: After 
whoſe death, in 1722, he entered into the ſervice 
of Holftem. In 1725 he repaired to Vienna, ts 
officiate as Secretary to the Embaſſy ;, and for theſe 
eight years has waited on the Hereditary Prince, 
wow Duke of Holſtein, in quality of Gentleman of 
bis Bedchamber, &c. | 


Believing all theſe particulars deſerved a place in 
this Preface, we could not excuſe our ſelves from 
making known to the reader, by ſome hiſtorical fea- 
tures, the illuſtrious family of Mr. Adlerteld, 
author of the work wwe are now to give an account of. 


Never work run a greater riſque of being lf 
than this, it being preſerved by little leſs than a 
miracle, in the manner following, In the month of 
March, 1703, Prince Maximilian Emanuel de 


Wirtemberg repaired to Charles XII. at Warſaw, 


in order to enter into his ſervice. He was accom- 
panied by the Baron de Voit, Privy Counſellor to 
the Margrave of Anſpach, and, after the depar- 
inre of that Miniſter, the King conferred the care 
of the perſon and affairs of this young Hero on our 


Mr. Adlerfeld was ftill in the ſervice of the 
Prinee of Wirtemberg, when he was killed at the 
battle of Pultowa, The Prince himſelf had the 
misfortune to be taken priſoner that fatal day; all 
bis baggage? likewiſe fell into the hands of the enemy,

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together with à part of Mr. Adlerfeld's; among 
which was this very manuſcript, from that time 
believed to be loſt , but, happily, the Prince of Wir- 
temberg was ſet at liberty by order of the Czar, 
and all bis baggage reſtored, to which was added 
what belonged to our author. Upon the death of 
that Prince the manuſcript was ſent to Stutgard, 


and, ſome time after, put into the cuſtody of My. 
Charles Adlerfeld, who dying in 1722, it was.

Nor could the work fall into better hands 3 


Mr. Adlerfeld gladly undertaking to tranſlate it 
into French from the Swediſh original; and it may 
be ſafely affirmed, he has acquitted himſelf with all 
Poſſible fidelity and exattneſs. Without doubt be 
might have rendered it more entertaining to the 
reader, if he had contented himſelf with ſelefting 
the moſt curious and alarming paſſages, according 
to the example of Mr. de Voltaire, in the hiftory 
of bis Hero : But then be had forfeited bis charac- 


ter of a Tranſlator, and conſequently omitted a great 


number of inſtructive narrations and intereſting par- 
ticulars, which abundance of perſons will always 
read with pleaſure. 


As to the ſtyle, the editor has made but à very 
few alterations, and thoſe of very little importance, 


This Hero, worthy of a 
longer life, died of a burn- 
ing fever in the flower of his 
age at Dubno in Poland, ann, 
1709, upon his return from 
Ruſfia. Mr. Bardili, who 
had followed that Prince 
through all his perils, and 
who is at preſent an eminent 


Prelate at Herberflieg in the 


Dutchy of Wirtemberg, has 
publiſhed his Memoirs at 
Stutgard in 1730.

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as being perſuaded, that a work of this nature, 
which is purely inſtruftive, and wholly in the man- 
ner of 4 Fournal, had no need of the uſual or- 
naments beſtowed on more florid diſcourſes, It 


was at firſt propoſed to retrench a great number. 


of the terms and expreſſions; but, in conſulting 
Mr. Adlerfeld, it was determined to follow his 
advice, and leave the tranſlation in a manner as we 
found it; it being his defire, that even the word 
Valoches ſhould be uniformly preſerved inſtead of 
Valaques, which it was propoſed to ſubſtitute in its 
fead ; and for this he gave ſuch convincing reaſons, 
that we could not avoid coming over to bis opinion. 


We ought not to omit repeating here, that this 
work, abounding with anecdotes and curious parti- 


ctelars, was compoſed only from the authentick re- 


lations of Generals and other Officers; and that our 


author was himſelf an eye-witneſs of moſt of the 
events be recounts. 


Of Jo many writers which have treated of the 
campaigns of Charles XII. and undertook to give 
ug a biftory of that Hero of the North, there is 
none to be ſo much depended upon as this. Charles, 
who knew the great abilities of our author, and 
Bis zeal for his ſervice, ſetting a very particular 
value upon it. How much is it to be regretted, 
that Mr. de Voltaire has not proceeded on ſuch 
faithful and exact memoirs as theſe! His Hiſtory 
of Charles XII. which is with great reaſon efteem- 
ed a maſter-piece, had then been complete. As to the 
Sieur de la Motraye, who bufies himſelf to criticiſe 
on Mr. de Voltaire, his Memoirs only ſerve to con- 
found the reader, and point out his own miſtakes, 
which are to be met with in greater abundance, 
than thoſe be attributes to bis antagoniſt.

Charles XI. King of Sweden, married, in 1680, 
Ulric Eleonora, da hter of Frederick II. King 
of Denmark. Of marriage, on the ſeven- 
teenth of June, 1682, our Hero, to whom they 
gave the name of Charles, was born. He was 
immediately placed under the care of the Coun- 
teſs of Bielke, widow of the Treaſurer of Sweden. 
When he was taken out of her hands, the Count 
of * Lind/biold was made his Governor, to whom 
ſucceeded the Count of Gylenſtalpe. Mr. de Nor- 
denbielm was fixed upon for his Preceptor. Ba- 
ron Stuart, who was afterwards made a Lieute- 


nant General, had the charge affigned him of

= form her council, amongſt whom the regulation 
of foreign affairs was allotted to Count Benedict 
Oxenſtierna, firſt Miniſter and Chancellor; Count 
= Gyllenſtierna had the charge of the land army; 
=_ the conduct of the marine affairs was given to 
= . Count de Freed ; the adminiſtration of juſtice to 
Count Gyllenſtolpe; and Count Wallenſtedt was 
made ſuperintendant of the finances and of com- 
merce. a N 
The firſt cares of the Regency were employ- 
ed about the making of a peace in Europe. At 
the beginning of the year all the contending 
powers had offered to make the late King medi- 
ator. After this Prince's death, Denmark would 
have ſtoln this honour from Sweden. It was 
apparently with this view, that Chriſtian V. ſent 
Meſſieurs de Pleſſen and de Lente to the Hague in 
quality of his Plenipotentiaries. This endeavour 
was ineffectual. The late King had already de- 
puted thither Count de Lillieroth with the cha- 
rater of Ambaſſador, who knew ſo well how to 
conduct affairs, that theſe miniſters only ſpent 
their money, without having any ſhare in the

Io aſſiſt Mr. de Lillieroth, the Regency thought 
proper to aſſociate with him the Coast de Bond, 
Senator of the King, who was not able to ſet out 
till the end of Auguſt. At his arrival at Ham- 
burgh he learnt, that the peace had been con- 
cluded at Ryſwick between France, England, and 
Holland, the 26th of September, 1697. The con- 
clufion of this peace was owing to the induſtry 
of Mr. de Lillierotbz. 

The peace between the Emperor, France, and 
Spain was not yet perfected. As this was to be 
labour'd by the Count de Bond, he haſtened his 
journey, and at his arrival at the Hague ſet all 

is engines at work, in conjunction with Mr. de 
Lillierotb, to bring this affair to a conclufion; 
The peace was ſoon after made between theſe 
powers, but not to the ſatisfaction of the medi- 
ators; who, far from ſigning it, proteſted againſt 
all that had paſſed, aſſerting, that the King their 
maſter could not be guarantee of a peace ſo little 
conformable to that of Weſtphalia, which ſhould 
have been its bafis. Beſides which, other diffi- 
culties aroſe to obſtruct the ſigning it. The Im- 
perial Miniſters diſputed the precedence with the 
mediators, who would not conſent to give up a 
right which they imagined to belong to them. 

Whilſt Sweden was fo warmly employed con- 
cerning the pacification of Europe, the King of 
Denmark was willing to take an advantage of the 
minority of Charles XII. to oppreſs Frederick 
Duke of Schlefwieh- Holſtein, who bad enter d in- 
to ſtrict ements with the crown of Sweden.

But this grew much worſe, when Frederick IV. 


Duke of Hoſſein ſucceeded his father in 1694 ; 

the affair then began to blaze forth again more

the rights. of ſovereignty, 
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the execution of the treaty of Altena, took the 
weaker part, and prevented the King of Denmark 
from coming to hoſtilities. They propoſed to 
him the method of negotiation, to which this 
Prince conſented with reluctance. Pinnenberg, a 
ſmall town near Hamborough, was fixed on for 
the conference, whither repair d on each part the 
Miniſters of Denmark and of Holſtern. 


Theſe conferences were held in 1696, and all 


that year paſſed without their bringing any 
to a concluſion. Charles XII. having ſucceed 


the King his father the next year, furniſhed the 


Duke with ſome troops, which he wanted, to 
finiſh certain forts that he had cauſed to be built 


to cover his eſtates againſt an invaſion, which 


ſooner or later he expected. | FS 
Here was the foundation of this war. 

Chriſtian V. unwilling to ſuffer theſe barriers, 
ordered ſome troops to march and attack theſe 
forts, which were juſt perfected. He made him- 
ſelf maſter of them, and immediately raſed them. 
All this paſſed during the conferences of Pinnen- 
berg, which were howeyer continued, tho? in a 

thing manner. The Duke was too weak 
to oppoſe his enemy: he reſolved therefore to 
diſſemble his reſentment, until Sweden, finding 
herſelf difencumber'd of the mediation, wherein 


ſhe was engaged for the peace of Ryſwick, was 


in a better condition to ſupport his intereſts; As 
he was to marry the fiſter of Charles XII. he 
flatter'd himſelf, that this Prince would not fail 
to act in his favour. 

During theſe tranſactions the Regency ſum- 
moned the diet at Stockholm,” as well to aſſiſt at 
the funeral of the late' King, which was to be

After 
ſome deliberation, the Counſellors of the Re- 
gency gave their conſent. The matter - being 
thus ſettled, the Eſtates addreſſed the young 
Monarch by their Deputies to take into his hands 
the reins of the government, at a time when the 


ſtorm which threatened at a diſtance demanded 


that he himſelf ſhould govern his kingdom. This 


propofition was agreeable to the King; he an- 
ſwer'd, that be was defirous to reign*. |

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Affairs were in this fituation, when the fune- 


ral pomp of the late King was ordained. This 
was rmed the twenty fourth of November, 
with the ufual ceremonies. We will not here 
amuſe the reader with a detail of what paſſed at 
this funeral, nor will we fay any thing of the 
medals which were ftruck on that occafion. The 
end which we propoſe in this work being only 
to make known the military exploits of this . 
we will content ourſelves with obſerving, that 
two days after the funeral of the late King, the 
Queen Dowager with the Counſellors of the 


Regency reſigned the government to the young 


Prince; firſt in full Senate, and afterwards in 
the great hall of the royal in the preſence 
of the Eſtates of the kingdom. The King was 
crown'd at Stockbolm with much ſolemnity, but 
without any magniſicence .

The Alt fler with which the King began his 
adminiſtration was a renewal of the alliances con- 
tracted with thoſe powers, who were friends or 
allies with the Crown.

The Count de Bond, 
who was then at the Hague, was diſpatched to 
London, to reſtore to his Britannict Majeſty the 
Order of the Garter, which the late 0 les 
his father had worn.

Mr. Fuel, the Daniſh Ambaſſador, did all he 
could to obſtruct it; he even offerd a Prin- 
ceſs of Denmark to the young Monarch in the 
name of the King his maſter. When he found 
all 2 he took leave of his 
Swedi jeſty, who received him very coldly.

Stockholm after his i but ſoon 
with the Princeſs his ſpouls, after the King had 
made him General in chief of his armies in Ger- 
many. The King, with the Queen Dowager and. 
all the Court, accompany'd them to Carel/croon.. 
The Duke paſſed the ſea under the eſcort of 
many men of war, commanded by the Count 
de Wachtmeifter, Great Admiral, and landed ſafe- 
ly in his own dominions. 

Count Guiſcard arrived this year at Stoctholm, 
where he was to reſide in the quality of Am- 

| baſſador 
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baſſador from the moſt Chriſtian King. He came 
in the place of the Count 4 Avaux, who was re- 
called into France, but did not make his entry 
till the cloſe of the year. He knew immediately 
how to infinuate himſelf into the King's favour, 
who never failed to make him one of all his par- 
ties of pleaſure : he had the ſecret of diverting 
the King by a thouſand ſallies of vivacity. This 
favour was however of no. long duration for 
having taken upon him to make remonſtrances 
to the King, whoſe real character he was not 
perhaps ſufficiently acquainted with, his Majeſty 
was offended with him, and complained of him 
to the Court of France, who highly blamed the 
conduct of the Ambaſſador. He quitted Sweden 
ſome years after, not being able to obtain his 
audience of leave. ; N 
In the mean while the King of Denmark did 
not ceaſe to work under hand to oppreſs the 
Duke of Ho/ftein. Jealous of the alliance which 
the Duke had contracted with Sweden, and not 
doubting but that Charles XII. would take part 
with his brother-in-law, he being moreover gua- 
rantee of the treaty of Altena, he conſpired at 
once the ruin of this young King, — ſought 
all opportunities to raiſe him enemies. He ad- 
dreſſed himſelf to Auguſtus King of Poland, who 
appeared diſpoſed to enter into his meaſures, 
Auguſtus * had brought his Saxon troops into 
Poland; and as they were become chargeable to 
the Republick, which would bear them no longer, 
he was charmed with finding an o ity of 
employing them in the _— of 5 — he 
unfortunate Patkul firſt inſpired him with the 
thought, which his Generals could not fail to 
approve.

This Prince heſitated at firſt, becauſe 
he was then at war with the Turks ; but pre- 
ſently having made peace with the Porte, he re- 
ſolved to join his arms to thoſe of the two allied 
Kings, 'This league was formed between the 
three Princes with all poſſible ſecrecy. 


The King of Sweden, ignorant of all theſe pre- 


parations, ſent an embaſſy into Muſcovy to com- 
municate to the- Czar his acceſſion to the throne, 
and to renew the ancient treaties of peace and 
alliance. This embaſſy was compoſed of Baron 
de Bergenbieim, Chancellor of the Court, of the 
Baron de Lindhielm, and Mr. de Gothe, brother 
of Count de Lillierotb. They did not arrive at 
Moſcow till the month of Fuly, where they met 
with many-rubs on diverſe occafions. © 

The Czar was yet employed in the war a- 
gainſt the Turks, from whom he had taken the 
city of Aſopb. He return'd not to Moſcow till 
the month of September. The embaſly from the 
King of Sweden gave him great perplexity; for

the Duke. But what drew moſt the attention 7 
of the King of Sweden, was the ſtep taken 1 
Auguſtus King of Poland, This Prince had 
well diſſembled his true ſentiments, that the 
Court of Sweden thought ſhe had nothing to fear 
from him. But on the contrary Mr. de Welling 
had been fcarce ſooner aſſured of the reſolution 
which he had taken to make a more ſtrict alli- 
ance with the King his maſter, than we were 
informed of Flemming's expedition, whereof Pat. 
tu had formed the project. His defign was to 
ſurprize Riga, the capital of Livonia. In order 
to this enterprize, he had marched from Po- 
langen in Samogitia (having put ſome Saxon 
oy into winter quarters in the neighbour- 

) towards Jau, a little town in the con- 
fines of Courland. The Count of Dallerg, Velt- 
Marſhal and Governor of Livonia, fail'd not to 
get an early information. On the firſt news 
which he received, he writ to the Court to ad- 
viſe them of what had paſſed; and to prevent 
all ſurprize, he reinforced the garriſon of Riga, 
mounted the ramparts with cannon,- and armed 
the frontiers with. advanced guards. In the 
mean time Flemming, to juſtify the conduct of 
King Auguſtus, ſent letters of protection from 
Janiſti to all the ſubjects of Livonia, in which 
he ſuppoſed that the Swedes had attempted to 
ſurprize the Poliſh: troops in Lithuania, which

No | Preventing, and of entring Livonia with an 
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armed force. After this declaration he marched 
directly to Riga.

Flemming, 
much ſurprized to find the place in a condition 
to make a vigorous reſiſtance, and being more- 
over unable to advance or retreat without loſs of

na, he commanded 2000 men to attack it, 
who carried-it ſword in hand, and made Captain 
Bilaſtein the Governor priſoner, with fifty men. 
After Flemming had taken this fort, he gave it 
the name of Oranienbaum, inſtead of Cobrun, 
by which it had been formerly known. He 
then writ to the King of Poland to inform him 
of this firſt conqueſt. 

While this was doing, Auguſtus had forbid 
Baron Welling the Court, and given orders at the 
ſame tume-to freſh troops to: march and join the 
body under Flemming, having obtained from the 
Hector of Brandenburg permiſfion for theſe troops 
to paſs through his territories. ;

The King of Sweden was diverting himſelf 1700.

He 
alledged I know not how many pretended in- 
fringements of the peace of Oliva, committed on 
the part of Sweden. He faid, he could not dif- 


penſe with the oath which he had taken at his 


acceſſion to the throne, to regain Livonia for 
the Republick, to which it had formerly be- 


longed. He pretended at laft, that he was bound 


to aſſiſt the King of Denmark againſt the Duke 
of Hofftein, whom Sweden determined to ſupport 
againſt all reaſon and juſtice *. 

It was not difficult for the Court of Sweden to 
refute ſuch weak reaſons, nor did ſhe fail to an- 
ſwer them, and to demonſtrate in an evident 
manner, that intereſt, envy, and the right of 
conveniency had had a greater ſhare in this vio- 
lence, than all the other motives which were al- 
ledged without any foundation. 

That we might be able to oppoſe the enemy, 
all the diſpoſitions which were thought neceſſary 
were continued to be carried on on the Duna. 
Patkul had taken all meaſures to gain the No- 
bility, and bring them over to a revolt. . All 
that he did to this purpoſe was without ſucceſs. 
The Nobility . preſented a writing to 
the King on this occaſion, by which they af- 
ſured his Majeſty of an inviolable fidelity. f 

Flemming undertook to make new conqueſts : 


He formed a defign of attacking fort Dunamund, - 


which is ſituated on the mouth of the Duns, 
and ſurrounded on one fide by the Buldoraa, 
which renders the acceſs difficult enough. He 
contented himſelf at firſt with cannonading it

timidate the garriſon. This firſt attempt pro- 
duced not the expected effect. As Colonel Bud- 
berg, who commanded in that fortreſs, did not 
appear diſpoſed to ſurrender it ſo ſoon, Flemming 


judged, that he had nothing to do but to give 


an aſſault. Every thing a favourable to 
the execution of this 2 Bulderaa was 
frozen over, and there was a courtin intirely de- 
ſtroyed and very weakly covered with palliſades, 
for they were on the point of building cazerns. 
Major General Carlowii (the ſame as had been 
ſo much employed in the negotiations) com- 
manded the attack on the night of the 12th of 
March, having under his command a body of 
2000 men: WH: was repulſed, after a briſk and 
bloody fight, which laſted ſome hours. 

This attack coſt the enemy dear, whoſe loſs 
was very conſiderable : General Carlowitz him- 
ſelf loſt his life therein. The garriſon, tho? not 
numerous, and tho? it had fix baſtions to defend, 
made a very vigorous reſiſtance. The women 
diftinguiſhed themſelves in fighting on this occa- 
fion, one of whom was wounded in her ſhoul- 
der. As the fire on both fides ceaſed all at once, 
it was believed at Riga that the enemy had car- 
ried the fort. Old General Dalberg, who conti- 
nued on the ramparts of the town during the 
attack, cauſed a fignal to be given by the diſ- 
charge of two cannons, to inform the Governor 
of the ſucceſs of the enterprize, which Budber 
anſwered by a return of the ſame number, anc 
thereby ſpread an univerſal joy through that city. 

This joy was of no long duration. In effect,

for the future) this Commandant, who wanted 
both men and proviſions, ſaw himſelf under a 
neceſſity of capitulating. They allowed him four 
field-pieces, and he marched out with all the 
honours of war, taking his rout to Reval. 
Lieutenant-General Flemming, who was very de- 
firous of making his court to the King of Po- 
land, gave the name of Auguſt-burgh to the fort 
which he had conquered. 

In Holſtein the Danes, who were maſters of 
the country, endeavoured to ſeize on all the 
towns and fortreſſes. Major-General Carmaillon 
took the town of Skfwick ; the town of Huſum 
and the fort of Holmer, with that likewiſe of 
Huſum, which was not yet quite finiſhed, ſurren- 
dered themſelves without delay; and Frederick- 


Fadt was carried ſword in hand. The fort of 


Ramſtedt had the ſame fate; ſo that there re- 
mained only the fortreſs of Tonningen, which was 
ſoon inveſted by an army of 8,000 men, under 
the command of the Duke of Furtenberg. The 
caſtle. of Gottorp ſurrendered at. the ſame time, 
by compoſi.ion, to Colonel Xo 

Baron Bannier threw himſelf into Tonningen 


with 4000 men, and defended it with great 


yalour and conduct. The Duke of MWurtenberg 
ſummoned it in vain to ſurrender, to fave the 
blood which would be ſpilt on both fides. The 
Baron rejected this propoſition with ſcorn, and 
made at the ſame time all the neceſſary diſpoſi- 
tions to ſuſtain a vigorous ſiege. The enemy threw 
more than 5000 bombs into the place in eight days, 


and ſtill continued to e a it; till a reſolu- 


tion was taken of beſieging it in form. The 
trenches were . e and they attacked the

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riſon defended very gallantly, and repulſed the 
Danes, who, without being diſmayed, renewed 
the attack the ſecond time, and carried it. 
Affairs were in this ſituation, when the gua- 
rantees of the treaty of Altena began to ſet about 
executing their promiſes. England and Holland 
equipt out fleets, which were to enter the Sound. 
12000 men held themſelves ready to march at 


his Majeſty's firſt orders. Two camps were 


formed on the fide of Norway, in order to enter 
it in caſe of neceſſity : The one was command- 
ed by Major-General Fagerſtiold, the other by 
Monſieur Schaar, who was likewiſe a Major- 
General and Governour of the province of Femp- 
terland. They drew together likewiſe another 
body near Gothenburg under General Rebbinder, 
which was ordered to join the others in caſe of need. 


In the midſt of all theſe preparations, the 


King of Sweden went with the Duke of Holſtein 
from ® $tockholm to Carlſcroon, to preſs the equip- 
ment of the fleet. He left the management of 
affairs to the Senators, and formed a Council of 
Defence“, which was to have the care of the 
militia during his abſence. He took with him 
only two Senators, Count Piper and Count Polus; 
the latter was intruſted with foreign affairs, thoſe 
of the kingdom being committed to the care of 
the former. | 

The King of Sweden, after a ſtay of ſome days 
at Carlſeroon, proceeded to Malmoe, where was 
the rendezvous of the body of 12000 men, From 
Malmoe the King went to Gothenburg, accompa- 
nied by the Duke of Holſtein, who embarked

ready to enter into his eſtates in order to drive 
out the enemy. Baron Gyllenſtern, a Swediſh Ge- 
neral, was already arrived with ſeveral regiments 
of the country of Bremen. General Leven, 
who was then at PR had alſo taken care to 
ſend ſome troops; theſe g e joined thoſe of 
Lunenburg near Tollenſpicker, ab leagues from 
Hamborough, where they were all to join. The 
Elector of Hanover, who commanded in chief, 
was there in perſon with the old Duke of Zell. 

Before they paſſed the EA, oo ſent the King 
of Denmark new fitions of peace, which 
were all rejected. He flattered himſelf that he 
ſhould carry Tomingen in a few days. He ar- 
rived in the camp before it, and was often pre- 
ſent at the approaches, in order to encourage 
the ſoldiers; all which, far from intimidating the 
befieged, animated them the more, and drove 
them to make a vigorous reſiſtance: but nothi 
raifed their courage more than the news whic 
they received at this time of the birth of the 
hereditary Prince Charles- Frederick, of whom the 
Dutcheſs of Holſtein was now delivered at Szock- 
bolm the goth of April. The befieged celebrated 
the birth-day with a general diſcharge of the 
cannon from their ramparts. 

Every thing appeared diſpoſed to produce 
ſome action of importance. The King of Den- 
mark having refuſed to hearken to thoſe propoſi- 
tions that had been made him of peace, the 
army of the allies paſſed the £16 in order to raiſe 
the fiege of Tonningen, and deliver the Duke of 
Holſtein from an enemy, who was fo obſtinately 
bent to oppreſs him. The army advanced to- 
wards Rheinbeck, a Ducal caftle, where the ene-

dertook to diſpute this paſs, but were ſoon re- 
pulſed by two Swediſh battalions under Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Beyor, and ſome horſe of Zell com- 
manded by Monſieur de Bois- David. The army 
advanced from Rheinbeck towards Vanſbect and 
Altena. All the royal country of Halſtein was 
laid under contribution. General Dopp, at the 
head of the troops of the States-General, join'd 
the army of the allies near Pinnenberg ; after 
which conjunction the army was 14,000 ſtrong, 
The Duke of Wurtenberg then judged it proper 
to raiſe the ſi which had laſted fix weeks, 
and marched directly to the allies. 
As a bloody battle, which might draw on 
very miſchievous conſequences, ſeemed now juſt 
ready to be fought, the allies were deſirous to 
renew the negotiations. The Elector of Hanover 
wiſhed nothing ſo much as a ſpeedy end of this 
war. The Elector of Brandenburg, who was of 
the ſame ſentiments, offered to enter into the 
affair in the quality of a mediator. This Prince 
neglected no means to perſuade the allies to re- 
turn home; and to give more weight to his 
propoſitions, he cauſed an army to advance to 
the frontiers. As to the Duke of Hoſftein, he 
was inflamed with the defire of coming to blows 
with the enemy, and at laſt obtained a promiſe 
from the allies, that they would determine the 
quarrel, at what price ſoever it might coſt. 

As the preſence of the army of the allies 
might contribute to bring the enemy to reaſon, 
they advanced towards Oldęſſabe to follow the 
Danes. At the fame time Major-General Dom- 
pre 3 with 700 horſe ola fide of 
Segeberg, to levy contnbutions. Theſe meeting 
with a ep £6 300 Daniſh horſe under the com- 
mand of Major-General Labatt, attacked them, 
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overthrew them, and took 712 priſoners. The 
army of the allies encamped at Segeberg, in the 
fight of that of Denmark ; yet, tho' there was 
only a little rivulet between them, they never- 
theleſs remained quiet enough, and contented 
themſelves with diſputing the forage and the 
ground, till the peace was at length concluded at 
Travendah, as we ſhall ſee a little afterwards. 
Jo force the 1 Denmark into more paci- 
fick meaſures, the King of Sweden at his return 
from Gothenberg to Cariſcroon, had ſo preſt the 
equipment of the fleet, that it was ready to fail 
about the month of June. His Majeſty imme- 
diately embarked the two regiments of Ulpland 
and Calmar, and then on the next day the fleet 
failed out of the port, after having firſt cele- 
brated divine ſervice on board the ſhips, This 
fleet conſiſted of 38 men of war, without reckon- 
ing the frigats, five fire-ſhips, and a bomb-ketch. 
They failed the 16th, not being able before, on 
account of contrary winds. 

The King was on board this fleet, with Count 
Guiſcard, Count Piper, and Lieutenant-General 
Rhenſchild: there were likewiſe a t man 
men of quality and officers of the firſt rank. It 
was generally ed, that the King would at- 
tack the Daniſh fleet, which would have effectu- 
ally happened, if the wind had favoured. 

After the Swediſh fleet, by means of traverſe

failing, was arrived in the latitude of Meat, the 


King went on ſhore, and took the road of Mal- 
moe, He now heard of the arrival of the Zzphſb 
and Dutch fleets in the Sound; theſe conſiſted of 
30 ſhips, commanded by the Admirals Rook and 
Amond, who waited only the orders of his Ma- 
jeſty to act. This Prince preſently ſent the

that dangerous coaſt. Here they ranged them- || © 
ſelves in order of battle, to wait for the Swedes, 
having firſt planted ſeveral batteries of cannon on 
the lands on both fides. 

The King, not knowing what ſtep to take, 
ſent for Admiral Taube and Rear- Admiral Sparre 
to Malmoe to aſk their opinions, and to know of 
them in what manner the fleet might paſs, to go 
and join thoſe of the allies : He expreſſed to 
them at the ſame time a very eager deſire to at- 
tack the Danes; but theſe being ſo advantage- 
ouſly poſted, 1t was thought a matter of too 
much riſk ; and happily another paſſage was diſ- 
covered, named Flint- renan, hitherto little uſed. 

Count Wachtmeiſter, Great Admiral, thought 
this paſlage too dangerous for the ſhips to at- 
tempt 3 however, the contrary advice having 
prevailed, the fleet hazarded the paſſage, 
which they very happily executed the 4th of Fu. 

This fleet confified of forty ſail, without rec- 
koning ſome large veſſels which returned to 
Carlſcroon. The King immediately ſent Meſſieurs 
Taube and Sparre to the Admirals of the allies, 
who had approached the iſland of Yen, between 
Hel/mngburg and Landſcron, to inform them of 
what had happened. Theſe Gentlemen returned 
with the news, that the King of Denmark had 
requeſted: a ſuſpenſion. of arms for fix 145 ry 
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which the King would not conſent ; and as he 
wiſhed for the conjunction of the two fleets, it was 
reſolved to attack that of Denmark, if this durſt 
oppoſe itſelf to them. | 

At this time four Saxon regiments took the 
road of Holſtein to join the Danes : Count d Able- 
feld, whom the King of Denmark had made 
Stadtholder, or Governor of the Dutchy of 
Schlefwick, went to meet them, to conduct them 
to his maſter's army. As they committed ſome 
waſte in the Dutchy of Zell, through which they 
paſſed, that Duke marched ſome troops againft 
them under the command of Lieutenant-General 
Goor, who obliged them to return back. Nor 
were they better received in the territories of 
Brunſwick, where the militia of the country pur- 


ſued them ſo briſkly, that they diſperſed them- - 


ſelves, and were obliged to abandon their bag- 
gage, and their Major-General Nei7ch and many 
other Officers, who were made priſoners, 

The conjunction of the Sediſb fleet with that 
of England and Holland was happily accompliſh- 
ed on the 7th of Zuly; that of Swedex took the 
right; they remained together two days at an- 
chor, and failed on the 10th to go and look after 
the Danes. Theſe alſo weighed anchor at the 

roach of the fleet of the allies, and were re- 
tired to the road of Copenhagen. The Daniſh Ad- 
miral then demanded by an Officer of the Eng-

This motion having taken from the allies ali 
hope of drawing them to a battle, they reſolved tu 
bombard the enemy.

The fires which appear- 
ed from time to time at Copenhagen, and on the 
veſſels, were immediately extinguiſh'd ; however, 
the bombardment was continued reciprocally for 
ſome days.

This manner of making war did not ſuit with 
the King's taſte ; his Majeſty being deſirous of 
conveying a letter to Mr. Leyonclo, the Swediſh 
Ambaſſador at Copenbagen, found a pretence to 
ſend a Captain thither with it. This Ga in was 
attended with a ſea officer diſguiſed in a failor's 
dreſs, and was charged to obſerve the diſpoſi- 


was informed, that he tormented himſelf to no 
purpoſe, and that it was impoſſible to attack the 
enemy with any advantage : this news changed 
the King's reſolution, he then thought of mak- 
ing a deſcent into Seland; and to hinder the 
King of Denmark from n they ſhut 
up his paſſage with many veſſels which were then 
in the Baltick. 

Whilſt Charles XII. was buſy in the execution 
of this project, and the taking neceſſary meaſures 
to vile the-war with vigour, King Auguſtus at 
length obtained of the Republick of Polaud, that

On the 20th of July, Auguſtus advanced with 
all his army and a great train of artillery to at- 
tempt the paſſage, with which view he fixed on 
a place near Riga, called Proboſtinghoff. Here 
was ſome hilly ground, commodious for planting 


his cannon; Mr. Welling haſtened hither, but 


could hot hinder a great part of the enemy's 
foot, which had alrcady taken the poſt, from 
intrenching themſelves in a manner impoſſible to 
be forced. 
King Auguſtus, who had in great haſte made a 
bridge of boats, paſſed the river with the reſt of 
his army, and made a feint of attacking Mr. 
Welling, who, after amuſing the enemy with ſome 
ſkirmiſhes, made a very Pie retreat, and poſted 
himſelf under the cannon of Riga, into which 
town he puſhed all his foot, and retired with his 
horſe farther into the country, to cover it againſt 
the Saxon parties. | 
Auguſtus thought not proper to purſue Mr. 
Welling ; he inveſted Riga, which he contented 
himſelf with blocking up, not having a ſufficient 
force to attack it in form; for the garriſon was 
very numerous, and commanded by old Count 
Dalberg, a very able Engineer, and one of the 
moſt experienced Generals of his age. Auguſtus 
threw ſome bombs into it with little effect, and 
put all the country round under contribution. 
Vo. I. D Colonel 
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acquitted himſelf very handſomly of this com- 
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Colonel Braus was detached with 600 Saxon 
horſe to inveſt Kokenhuſen on the Duna, two 
leagues ahove Riga. The enemy took theſe mea- 
ſures to ſhut up the town on all ſides, and con- 
ſequently to prevent its receiving any proviſions 
or troops for its defence. 

This firſt progreſs of the King of Poland ren- 
dered the King of Denmark yet leſs tractable than 
he was before. This Prince was ſo far from 
hearkening to any mention of peace, or negotia- 
tion, that he haughtily rejected the propoſition 
of the allies, of a ſhort ſuſpenſion of arms. The 
King of Sweden therefore found himſelf under a 
neceſſity of executing the project he had form'd 
to make a deſcent on Seeland. 

This Prince cauſed 12000 men, which were in 

cania, to march without delay towards Land- 
ſcroon, and himſelf took the poſt of Malmoe. At 
the ſame time he embarked his foot upon a great 
number of ſhallops and other ſmall veſſels. As 
the paſſage was ſhort, his Majeſty order'd it to 
be cover'd by a ſquadron under the command of 
Admiral Anckerſtierna, As ſoon as the neceſſary 

reparations were made, Baron Stuart, Camp- 
Marſhal, and the King's chief Engineer, failed 
before with a yacht to reconnoitre the moſt pro- 
per place for a deſcent. He ſoon returned, and 
on the advice which he brought they weighed 
anchor at four in the afternoon, and ſtood for 
Humblebeck, the place deſigned for the diſem- 
barkation, being ſituated between Copenhagen and 
Helſingobr. 

They obſerved the following order in their

boats laden with ſhovels and faſeines. Next fol- 1700, 
lowed forty- four ſmall veſſels, in which were 500 | 
men, to. ſupport the Van-guard. Theſe were 
again followed by many — 4 ſhips, containing 
the corps of battle. The King was on the right, 
with Count Vacbimeiſter Great Admiral, Baron 
Knut Poſſe Major-General, Baron Stuart, Count 
Gharles Wrangle Lieutenant of Drabans, Cham- 
berlain Hord, and ſeveral perſons of diſtinction. 

General Rhenſcbild commanded on the left : 
He had with him the Prince Palatine of Stege- 
borg, Baron Arwid Horn, Captain-Lieutenant of 
Drabans, and Major-General and Colonel Otto 
Wrangle, Lieutenant of Drabans. Ten men of 
war full of foot covered the attack, which was 
to be made in the following manner. 

A battalion of guards, commanded by Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Palmquiſt, was on the extent of the 
right wing, with orders to attack a wind-mill 
which ſtood on a riſing ground. The ſecond 
battalion of guards, commanded by Major Ha- 
mers, formed the extent of the left wing, and 
were to attack the intrenchment of the enemy in 
flank. The third battalion of guards, under the 
command of Captain Ebrenſtein, were to hold 
themſelves near the firſt on the right wing, to 
ſupport the attack of the mill, and then to make 
themſelyes maſters of a houſe which ſtood on 
another piece of riſing ground. A battalion of 
the regiment of Fal;/bourg, commanded by Liey- 
tenant-Colonel Buchwalat, joined the ſecond bat- 
talion on the left wing. In this manner theVan- 
guard and the four battalions immediately diſ- 
embarked, while the reſt of the troops held 
themſelves on board the men of war. 

As ſoon as the King had made this diſpoſition, 
| the ſignal was given — the diſcharge of eight

cannon, 
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1700, cannon, and by hoiſting a red 
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flag on the main- 
maft head of the Great Admiral's ſhip. It was 
now ſix in the evening. The men of war im- 
mediately ſaluted the Danes with a broad-fide, 
who were ranged in order of battel behind their 
intrenchments on the ſhore. The Danes return'd 
a very weak fire from ſome field- pieces. As the 
water was very low, the ſhallops were aground 
an hundred paces from the ſhore. 

The King threw himſelf firſt into the water 
up to his arm-pits, with his ſword in his hand *. 
All the troops followed his example. The Danes 
then came out of their intrenchments, and ap- 
proached the banks of the ſea, whence they 
charged the Swedes very vigorouſly ; but theſe 
having minſenfibly gained ground, after a ſhort 
fight obliged the Danes to retire, which they did 
with precipitation, abandoning their intrench- 
ments and cannon, of which the Swedes took in- 
ſtant poſſeſſion. 

The King had alſo cauſed the regiment of 
Upland, commanded by Baron Loewen, and that 
of Calmar, under the command of Colonel 
Diurklo, to diſembark during the action. After 
it was over, all the troops to intrench 
themſelves, which work they carried on till the 
arrival of the horſe. As to the Danes, they 
retreated under the cannon of Copenhagen, and 
abandoned the flat country, which was now ex-

Szwedes, Theſe menaces made little impreſſion 
on the people's minds, ſeeing that the Swedes 
were every where maſters, could force them 
to deliver whatever they wanted. 

The Swediſh troops, as well horſe as foot, 
had then paſs'd the ſea, and form'd a body of 
about 12000 men. While they were gathering 
together, Admiral Rook arrived at the beginning 
of Auguſt at the King's camp, to congratulate 
him on the ſucceſs of his enterprize. All the 
Miniſters of the foreign Powers, who had fol- 
lowed his Majeſty in this expedition, emulated 
each other in teſtifying to this Prince the. plea- 
ſure they had in his good fortune. 

The news of this expedition of the King of 
Sweden entirely changed the face of affairs in 
Holſtein. The Daniſb Miniſters, who till then 
had formed a thouſand "difficulties on the preli- 
minaries of the peace, became more tractable, 
and defired themſelves, by order of the Ki 
their maſter, to enter into negotiation with thoſe 
of the Duke at Travendabl in Holſtein. The 
inſtantly deſired, on the behalf of his Dani 
Majeſty, that above all things there might be 
a 2 — of arms in Seeland. The mediators 
immediately diſpatched a courier to the King of 
Sweden to adviſe him of this, aſſuring him, that 
his Daniſb Majeſty had engaged to give the Duke

This news was not agreeable to the King ;

he might obtain more advantageous conditions,

liberty to. build fortreſſes, and to keep on foot a 
certain number of troops. 

Charles, who knew nothing of the concluſion 
of this peace, was then employed in making the 

_ neceſſary preparations for the ſiege of Copenha- 
gen. The fleets already blockt up the town to- 

wards the ſea, and he was upon the point of ap- 
proaching it nearer, when the news arrived of 
the peace concluded at Holſtein. This news was 
brought him on the 11th of Auguſt by a Daniſh 
Captain, who arrived in his Majeſty's camp with 
a Swediſh Enſign, and ſeveral priſoners of war, 
who had been taken by the Danes. 

The Count of Neventlau, a Daniſh Major- 
General, arrived likewiſe the day following : He 
was charged on the behalf of the King his maſ- 
ter, to deſire his Swed;ſp Majeſty to cauſe a ceſ- 
fation of hoſtilities, not to advance farther into 
the country, and to re-eſtabliſh the antient friend- 
ſhip and good underſtanding, which had reigned 
between the two courts, the Duke of Holſtein 
having had all the ſatisfaction he required. The 
ſame was farther confirmed the fame day by 
Meſſieurs de Blobm and Dabldorff, who came to 
his Swediſh Majeſty on the part of the Duke of 
Hoſſtein, The King received Count Revent- 
lau very graciouſly, giving him the place of all 
his Generals, and the honour to eat at his table. 

The peace being thus happily concluded, the 
troops of the mediatorial powers returned inta 
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1700. their own country. Admiral Rook, before his 


departure with his fleet and that of the Dutch, 
had often the honour to ſalute his Majeſty at his 
camp at Runſtad!l., A great number of Engl 
and Dutch Officers obtained likewiſe the fame 
favour. His Swediſb Majeſty cauſed all his army 
to make the evolutions in their preſence, which 
drew a great crowd from C gen to the Swe» 
diſb camp. The deſire, which all had of ſeeing 
the King, brought this great number of people 
together. 

The eighteenth of Auguſt his Swediſh Majeſty 
drew near to Copenhagen, accompanied by all his 
Generals, and rode round it, in order to make 
his obſervation on the out-works. The day fol- 
lowing, all the regiments of horſe as well as foot 
were put in motion to be tranſported into Scania. 
Before their departure, the inhabitants of Seeland 
and Copenhagen furniſhed them with neceſſary 

roviſions and a great number of boats. The 
— impatient to find himſelf in, Livonia, paſſed 
the Sound at Helfingburg, well pleaſed to have fa 
happily and in fo Feels time put an'end to a war 
ſo much to his glory, and which replaced his 
brother-in-Jaw in the full enjoyment of all his 
rights and prerogatives. 

Whilſt the negotiations of peace were carry- 
ing on, the Czar prepared to attack Ingria, a 
frontier province of Sweden, His defign was to 
act in concert with King Auguſtus, in conſe- 

ence of the ſecret alliance which he had con- 
cluded” with that Prince. The Czar's. conduct 
with regard to Sweden had long given reaſon to 
believe, that he meditated ſomething to the dif- 
advantage of that Court, in ſpite of all thoſe 
aſſurances to the contrary, which Mateweof, his 
Ambaſſador at the Hague, continually gave to 
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the Swediſh Miniſter ; whilſt that Prince made 1700. 


the ſame proteſtations to the Reſident of his 
Swediſh Majeſty at Moſcow. 

The better to deceive the Court of Sweden, 
and diſſipate, if poſſible, all her ſuſpicions, the 
Czar ſent an Ambaſſador to Charles XII. named 
Knees Andrew-Facobowiz,Chilkow, who arrived in 
Seeland the 29th, and tranſmitted to the King a 
letter from the Czar, by which he affured his 
Swediſh Majefty of an inviolable friendſhip. This 
Envoy, whs had travelled in Itah, harangued 
the King in 1tahan, and aſſured him, that the 
Czar his mafter would take the firſt op 2 
of ſending a ſolemn Embaſſy, to give En | 
proofs of his friendſhip. A | 

The King gave this Ambaſſador a very 
cious reception; and as he faid, that he had 
orders from the Czar to attend the Court every 
where, he accompanied the King to Chriſtian- 
ſtadt, where this Prince was come to preſs the 
tranſportation into Zivonia. But affairs ſoon be- 
gan to change their complexion. As ſoon as 
the Czar's troops were ready, he cauſed them ta

Charles, who wiſhed nothing more than to 
come to blows with the enemy, ſtay'd not lo 
at Reval, The Count de Guiſcard, the Frans 
Ambaſſador, was arrived from Stoctbolm to make 
the campaign; he endeavoured to perſuade the 
King to wait for the reſt of his army, that he 
might be more on an equal foot with the enemy :

| Lieutenant-Colonel Romanowitz was detached 
on that fide with 400 men, both foot and horſe, 
to diſlodge them. As he had no cannon, he 
endeavoured to draw them into the open field, 
and there give them battle.

_Saxons had appeared near Volmar; on which 
General Spens had orders to detach four compa- 
nies of the horſe-guards to attack them: He 
followed himſelf with the reſt of the regiment, 
and paſſed the river Aa; but the Saxons were 
gone before his arrival. On the 23d the army de- 
camped from Walk, and went (3 + leagues) to 
Strenitz. The 24th they arrived at Volmar, 
(3 leagues) where they halted two da 

The 27th they marched to Lindenbof, a Gen- 
tleman's ſeat, (2+ leagues), and arrived the next 
day at Arrachs, or Old Venden (2 + leagues.)

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Neumublen with all his army, which marched 
that day two leagues and an half, and encam 
under the cannon of the town. The 8th Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Meyerfeldt returned from his ex- 
pedition, having taken near Kokenhbuſen an ad- 
vanced guard of 22 men, with a Lieutenant. 

Fhe Saxons had no ſooner notice of the King's 
march, than they quitted their camp at Koken-

As General Steinau could not directly know

The 
old Veldt-Marſhal Count Dahlberg, who ſaw the 
works'of the Saxons advancing daily, placed ſome 
prames over the Duna, mounted with 'a great 
number of cannons, which they fired inceflantly 
on their redoubts and breaſtworks, as well on the 
ile of Dablboim, as on the other ſide of the river. 
Whatever miſchief the Saxons received from 
hence, it did not hinder them from continuin 
their works, which it was their intereſt to finiſh 
with the utmoſt itt | 

The Swedzſh army was ſoon in a condition to 
pals the river. This was owing to the indefati- 
gable care of Count Dablberg, an old experienced 
General, with whom the King had many confe- 
rences on this ſubje& at Riga, whither he often 
ame from Hodenpors.

The 8th, at nine in the evening, all the in- 
fantry filed off with profound filence towards the 
river to the place of embarkation, called Faſen- 
Bolm; and, under favour of the night, they em- 
barked as many as they had veſſels to carry over, 
without giving the leaſt ſuſpicion to the enemy, 
As to the horſe, for want of boats, no more than 
the Drabans, 100 of the horſe, and as many of 
the dragoon guards could be got over.

In their reſerve were twenty-four battalions of 
Ruffians, but theſe ran away on the firſt repulſe 
The King caufed his troops inſtantly to diſ- 
embark oppoſite to where the enemy were drawn 
up, himſelf leaping on the land one of the firſt, 
with his ſword drawn.

As our right wing was too much expoſed, the 
enemy, who were a third time returned to the

When the King came to Cobrun, he found the

Upon this the King ordered ſome troops to 
advance immediately under the command of Ba- 
ron Poſs, Major-General. The march of theſe 
troops produced the effect which the King ex- 
peed. Mr. Chalcouſti, Governor of the Poljf 
Livonia, repaired in à hurry to his 'Majeſty's 
camp with the Governor's ſon, whom he left 
there as an hoſtage, promiſing inſtantly to deli- 
ver the cannons, which were afterwards con- 
vey'd to-Bauſt, and thence to Riga, with ſome 
of the pontons, the reſt being left with the ar- 
my, to be made uſe of upon occaſion. 

In the mean while Colonel Abechbl ſent two 
officers. to ſummon the fort of Dunamund to ſur- 
render; but Colonel Caniiz, who commanded 
there, having fiercely anſwered, that he would

Here 
the chief of the Deputies, named Poabereſti, 
had at laſt an audience of the King, whom he 
complimented on the victories he had gained, 
and beſought him, in conformity with the peace 
of Oliva, that he would not touch the frontiers 
of Lithuania, and that he would take pity on 
Courland, which was entirely ruined by the 
Saxons, and the large contributions they had 
miſed. But as his ee apprized, that 
this deputation came only from one party of the 
Nobility of Lithuania, aflembled at Wilna, which 
had confederated under the name of Republi-

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1701. cans; and moreover, as the Envoy could not

produce full powers from the Republick, he 
gave them an anſwer agreeable to the ſituation 
of affairs, and the * departed without ob- 
taining an audience of leave. 

From Dobeln the armyymarched the 17th to 
Birſten or Berſenhoff (24 leagues.) The Staroſt 
Potecki, fon of the Great General of the Crown, 
arrived here from Varſouia, with the Cardinal 
Primate's anſwer to the King's letters to his 
Eminence and the Republick. He had immedi- 
ate audience of the King, who having opened 
his letter, found it full pf politeneſs 3 Vat as to

the article which concerned the depoſition of 


King Auguſtus, the Cardinal teſtified in very re- 
ſpectful terms, that the Poles could never con- 


ſent to it, In the mean while his Eminence of- 


fered the King the good offices of the Repub- | 
lick to ſecure his Majeſty a ſure and ſolid peace, 
and all the ſatisfaction imaginable, 

Theſe fine promiſes engaged the King to ſtay 
at Courlaud, and not to paſs the frontiers. As 
ſoon as Mr. Potocki had received his audience of 
leave, the army renewed their march the 21ſt, 
and arrived at Bliden (24 leagues,) coaſting along 
the frontiers of Samogitia. The 22d of ark 
they arrived at Frauenburg (2 leagues,) where 
they halted one day. The 24th "es marched 
to Knochenkrug (2 leagues,) where the Colonels 
Pulbuſch and Leyonhufwud, with their battalions, 
were ſent to Mittau. 

The 25th the army arrived at Sebrunden (13 
league). an old caſtle belonging to the Duke of 


Courland, where they paſſed the river I indau on 


thoſe pontons which they had had from Birſen. 
Here the King ſtay'd till the 29th, when he

where he reſted two days. The 31ſt the army 
marched (2 leagues) to Haſenpotb; the firſt of 
September to Rauen (2 leagues,) and the 2d to 
Crubin, a ſmall town, part of the dowry of the

a caſtle, fortified by the Swedes during the war 
of Charles Guſtavus, but now entirely demoliſh- 
ed 


Whilſt the King continued to penetrate into 


Courland, the Czar, who had applied himſelf 
with great induſtry ſince the defeat of Marva to 
the re-eſtabliſhment of his army, had drawn to- 
gether a ſtrong party near Pl:ſcow, in order to 
make three different inroads into Livonia, on 
that ſide where Colonel Schlippenbach command- 
ed; viz. with 3000 men near Rapin, where 
Major Roos was poſted with 200 foot, 300 dra- 
goons, and 2 field-pieces z with 4000 at Caſa- 


- ritz, whither a detachment had been ſent under 


the command of Mr. Berend Rebbinder, Captain 
of horſe ; and with 6000 at Rauk, where Cap- 


tain Nolt, at the head of go horſe and 100 foot, 
was Jodged in a church- yard. 


As ſoon as Mr. Schlippenbach had received ad- 
vice from Caſaritx, which was but one league 


diſtant from his camp, of the enemy's arrival, 


he haſtened with ſome horſe to the ſupport of 
Rebbinder; but having learnt at his coming thi- 


ther, that the enemy had made an irruption with 
greater forces near Rauk, at three leagues diſ- 


tance from Caſaritæ, he detached thither Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Liewen with 200 foot, 300 horſe, 
and -2 field-pieces, to reinforce the Captain poſt- 
ed in the church-yard. He attacked the enemy 
at Caſaritx himſelf, and after having received 2 
ield-pieces more, obliged them to retire, But

Aecamped and came to Neubauſen ( 3 leagues,) 1701. 
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1701, as it might be feared, that this detachment of 


continued fighting from the morning to three in 


the enemy would join that at Rank, Lieute. 
nant-Colonel Stake/bers, with ſome horſe and 
two field-pieces, was ordered to join Mr. Lie. 
wen without delay. He met them on the road 
with his foot, having ſent his 300 horſe before 
to attack the enemy, and aſſiſt Captain Nolk. It 
was not at firſt poſſible to come up with him, 
nor to ſtop the enemy; but as ſoon as Meflieurs 
Liewen and Stakelberg were arrived with the foot 
and cannon, they charged them ſo briſkly, that, 
after ſome reſiſtance, they forced them to retreat 
through great moraſſes, over which they had 
built a bridge. In this manner we opened a free 
communication with the Captain, who had de- 
fended himſelf with great bravery in the church- 
ard. | 
: Our horſe having purſued the enemy even to 
the end of the bridge on the moraſs, could pro- 
ceed no farther; all the enemy's dragoons, 
which had now diſmounted, attacked them in 
the flank, and endeavoured to put them in diſ- 
order; but the foot and cannon being come up, 
theſe Dragoons were puſhed fo vigorouſly, that 
they at laſt gave ground, and were driven fighting 
beyond the frontiers; near 2000 of them were 


killed and wounded, and a great number of of- 


ficers. | | 
Matters went not fo well at Rapin, whence 
Schlippenbachs camp was 6 leagues diſtant, as 
well on account of the difficulty of haſtily ſuc- 
couring ſo advanced a poſt, as becauſe the ene- 
my had brought hither the greateſt number of 
his forces; add to theſe, that Major Roos had 
engaged too imprudently, and was preſently ſur- 
rounded by the enemy, with whom however he 


the 
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the afternoon, at which time he broke through, 1 


after having left almoſt all his people ſlain on the 
field of battle, and joined Mr. Sthlippenbach, 
| who was — Ho his aſſiſtance, with 30 men 
only. Notwithſtanding this advantage which 
the enemy had gained, they had no ftomach to 
wait the arrival of Schlippenbach at Rapin; but 
after having plundered and carried away all that 
they could find, they haſtily repaſſed the fron- 
ders. | 
This action reflected great honour on Mr. 
Schlippenbach, whom the King made a Major- 
General, and at the ſame time ſent him a rein- 
forcement of ſome regiments from Courland, 
which filed off towards Dorpt and Sagnitz, and 
at laſt obliged the enemy entirely to abandon the 
frontiers, and retreat to Pleſrow, 

While all this paſſed, the King remained en- 
camped with his army at Grubin, and placed a 
on in Lilaw, which is but half a league's 
iſtance, and where they began to build a citadel 
for the ſecurity of the port, and a free commu- 
nication with Sweden, The direction of this for- 
treſs was entruſted with Major-General Stuart, 
who had formed the plan of it. The work was 
at firſt carried on with diligence, tho? the ground 
is very ſandy; but they were at laft obliged 
to give it over, on account of the hurricanes, 
which are very frequent on theſe coaſts, and 
which overthrew in a few hours what they had 
been a whole week in raifing. As to Bauten- 
burg, we put the fortifications into ſo good a 
condition, that this little place ſerved us always 
for the future as a ſafe retreat, and kept a curb 

on the Poles and Lithuanians in theſe 
With regard to Mittau, we applied ourſelves 
only to fortifying the caſtle, where Mr. Avr. 
ner

the other Great Treaſurer of Lithuania, had 
given the Nobility ſome reaſon for their fears. 
But however that was, Auguſtus took part with 
the enemies of this family, who encreaſed con- 
ſiderably every day; nor did he negle& any 
means to encourage the hatred which they bore 
it. He was little pleaſed with the conduct of

height, that as the greateſt part of the friends

Though the campaign was ended, the King, 
who was always indefatigable and in action, em- 
ployed himſelf without relaxation in viſiting the 
lifferent 2 of his army, which were ſuffi- 
ciently diſperſed and diſtant one from the other, 
and chiefly ſituated along the frontiers, which

As his Majeſty had already in 
Livonia taken a reſolution to ſend back the fo- 
reign Miniſters to Stoctbolm, where their nego- 
tiations might be more cormmadiouſly carried on 
than in the army, he declared to theſe Mini- 
ſters, that he ſhould be pleaſed with their re- 
pairing to his capital. And his Majeſty was eyer 
afterwards inflexible on this article, tho? ſeveral 
Miniftets of different Powers had made the 
ſtrongeſt inſtances to obtain a permĩſſion to fol- 
low him, and be near his perſon. This he re- 
fuſed with great conſtancy, that he might create 
no odium or jealouſy in them, nor give them 
any room to think he had the intereſt of one 
more at heart than of another.

ficulty, the enemy had on that occaſion ſufficient 


time to retreat. For they could find in all places

The King was one of the firſt who went over, 
and though the enemy might have eaſily ob- 
ſtructed us, a pannick had 15 ſeized them, that, 
except ſome few, who were fuddled, and made 
priſoners, all the reſt ran away full ſpeed towards 
Wilna. The King ſufficiently convinced, that it was 
in vain to purſue an enemy farther, who would 
have gone to the end of the world rather than 
have fought, reſolved to leave all the detach- 
ments at Kauno, where they were quarter'd up- 
on the citizens. His Majefty himſelf, to pre- 
vent his being known, rmed the office of 
Quarter-maſter during the whole march, ſend- 
ing out at the ſame time ſeveral parties on all 
fides to raiſe contributions on the adjacent parts; 
and after having -put all things in order, and 

preſented a fum of money to the Lutheran 
Church of Kauno, he left the command of theſe 
troops to Colonel Hummerbiehn till farther orders. 

- Charles, notwithſtanding all the remonſtrances 
which could be made him of the danger which 
few perſons' muſt run in croſſing a country of 
more than 40 leagues extent, where the enemy 
made frequent excurſions, took the road of Cour- 
land with a few attendants; in which road tho 
Oginſti did not dare to appear, his parties how- 
ever continually ſcoured the country, as we ſhall 
ſee preſently. by the relation which Baron Nits 
Poſs ſent the King from Bauſtenburg the 18th of 
January, 1702.

Whilft all this paſt in Courland and Lithuania, 
the Ruſſians, who were aſſembled in great num- 
bers on the frentiers of Livonia, had made a new 
irruption, which the rigour , of the ſeaſon had 
rendered eaſy and advantageous, of which Mr.

I preſently gave orders to Baron Reinholdt 
von Liewen, who was a Lieutenant- Colonel, 
to go, during the night, and reconnoitre and 
divert the enemy with goo horſe of the regi- 
ment of Etbonia, till I could bring up the bat- 
« talions'of Styit, Liewen, Gardie, and Stakelberg, 
which I had ordered to march up to me the 
* ſame night. Mr. Lien falling in with the 
advanced guard of the enemy, on the 3oth, at 
break of day, which conſiſted of 10 or 12000 
men, attacked them with all poſſible bravery, 
but was at laſt obliged to yield to numbers, 
* almoſt all his men being ſlain on the field of 
battle, with two Captains named Mrangle and 
« himſelf made priſoner. 

»The enemy, finding now no more reſiſtance, 
* fell inſtantly on our moſt advanced quarters, and 
« firſt on that of Mr. Fritſch, Captain of horſe, 
This Captain did his utmoſt to ſtop the enemy, 
© but” loſt his life in the action. The greateſt 
part of his men having the happineſs to come 
and join me. Having then drawn together 
the battalions of Skytt, Liewen, and Stakelberg, 
© with "fix ſmall field-pieces, four of braſs, and 
two of iron, which I took with me, I went to

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and Aboleby, and then marched directly to the 170r, 


enemy. I came up with the van-guard, which 
had defeated Mr. Lieten, a league beyond 
« Eratfer, near the village of Camar ; and hav- 
ing encouraged all my officers and ſoldiers to 
do their duty, who all unanimouſly teſtified

« ſelf at the head of the horſe, with the Colonels

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© a long time firm with his ſquadron almoſt ſur- 
* rounded with the enemy. He was mortally 
* wounded in this action, which obliged him 8 
© be carried out of the field of battle, after he 
* was relieved. by Sage Liewen, with his ſqua- 
< dron. 

* As the enemy continued to preſs, us, - — 
giving us time to draw up, Lieutenant-Colonel 
* Liewen,. who was in the van guard with the 
© cannon, turned them readily againſt. the ene- 
my. Lieutenant - Colonel Stakelberg, with his 
battalion, poſted himſelf on a croſs-· way to ſtop 
the enemy, till the battalions of Lietven and 
Skytt had time to paſs and form a line toge- 
ther. The horſe were ranged on the two 
wings in the beſt manner we could. 

Ihe action became now very ſharp, and the 
fire continued on both ſides without ceaſing 
< with: terrible violence, eſpecially aftet the ene- 
my had teceived; their artillery and mortars, 
y which incommoded us extremely. As I per- 
© ceived their forces to encreaſe every minute, 
* and that by attacking gur two wings they en- 

deavoured to hem us in on both ſides; beſides 
that of the twenty-five cartridges, with which 
each of our cannon was furniſh'd, there remain- 
ed but four; I ſet myſelf on retreating, with 
: deſign, if neceſſary, to cut through the. wy 
* ſword. in hand. 

0 this purpoſe I ordered the foot to form 
\ the van · guard with the cannon, and the horſe 
to cover them, and to ſtop the enemy by fre- 

, diſcharges. This ſcheme had not the 

ucceſs I had flattered myſelf with. The horſe 
no ſooner perceived the foot to retreat, than 
they ran away without its being poſlible to ral- 


. r them. The regiments of Carelia and go

elm began to run firſt, then that of Efthonia, 
« and laſtly one ſquadron of Szenbock's dragoons. 
One battalion of this regiment, with Count 
« Lowenhaupt at their head, continued with the 
others to ſecond the battalion of Stakelberg. 

All theſe horſe running back on the foot 
put them in diſorder, notwithſtanding all my 
« efforts with the greater number of officers to 
rally thoſe that were flying, there was now no 
« poſſibility of ſtopping them, by reaſon” of the 
vaſt number of the enemy that purſued us; 
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« who ſeeing the foot without ſupport, and aban- 


« doned, broke them on all ſides, and cut them 
© almoſt all to pieces. It is true, they at firſt 
« attempted to defend themſelves with great 
© bravery, but were at length forced to yield to 
the prodigious multitudes of the enemy, and 
« yere totally defeated. | 

Of all the foot-officers who were preſent at 
the action, there remained with me no more 
than Lieutenant- Colonel Lieten with four of 
his officers, Lieutenant- Colonel Stakelberg with 
© a non-commiſſion officer, two ſoldiers, and 
* Major Meyer Krantz, who, after the battalions 
* were overthrown by our own horſe, had the 
* happineſs to find horſes, and fave themſelves 
through the enemy, under favour of the 
* ſmoke and the darkneſs of the night. The 
Captain- Lieutenant of Liewer's battalion ſaved 
the colours; all thoſe belonging to Stakelberg's 
* were ordered by him to be torn to pieces be- 
* fore the retreat z this was faithfully executed 
by all the Enfigns, as we learnt from a ſoldier 
© of :SkytPs battalion, who likewiſe aſſured us, 
< that ſeveral officers and foldiers had happily 
© preſerved themſelves in the woods.

I continued always with the horſe-officers, 
© exhorting thoſe that fled to rally; and Adju- 
© tant-General Freymann 3 _ who ed 
to obey, which example, together with ſome

Lieutenant-Colonel Siakelberg towards Sagnitz

for myſelf, I ſtaid ſome time at Noitul with the 
« reſt of the horſe, and towards break of day 
took the ſame road hither.

powers of Europe : But as he found every where 
an infinite number of obſtacles, and ſaw the King 
of Sweden inflexible againſt him, he thought pro- 
per to employ one of the fair ſes endeavours to 
work on her couſin. 

The Counteſs of Koningsmark, a Swede by birth, 
and a Lady of great beauty, aſſiſted by all the 


charms of a rich .and cultivated genius, was 
'choſe for this buſineſs; on which account ſhe 


repaired to Libaw, confiding in her charms, and 
believing ſhe ſhould have as great an aſcendant 
over the mind of the young Swediſh Monarch, as 
ſhe had gained over the King of Poland. | 
The Counteſs laid hold of certain pretenſions 


of her brother- in-law Count Charles Lowenbaupt, 


who was then in the Saxon ſervice,” to diſguiſe 
the true intentions of her journey.

This retreat 
was however performed in good order; and as 
the enemy feared an ambuſcade, or that the 
Major might receive ſome ſuccours, they durſt 
not attempt to purſue him.

As the affairs of King Auguſtus worſe 
every day, he now deen himſelf In fo dan- 
gerous a fituation, that he determin'd to con- 
vene a Diet at Warſovia. He then imparted 
the King of Sweden's reſolution to the afſem- 
bly, with the perplexity he was in on that 
account. A great number of mal-contents took 
this occaſion to exchaim againſt the preſent go- 
vernment, which they now ventured to do in 


the moſt publick manner. However, a reſolu- 


tion paſſed to ſend a ſolemn embaſly to the King 
of Sweden, and offer him the interceſſions of the 
Republick. 

Baron Sacken, the Chamberlain, was ſent to 
communicate to his Majeſty the Republick's re- 
ſolution to ſend an embaſſy to him. The Baron 
had been formerly ſent by the Cardinal Primate 
to Stockholm, to notify the death of the late King 
of Poland, He arrived the 12th at Bielowice, 
and had an immediate audience. He demanded 
of his Majeſty the time and place in which he 
would be pleaſed to give the Ambaſſador, who 
was on the road, the honour of attending him. 
He was told, that the King's intention was to 
ſpare him half his journey; and he departed 
thence without being able to obtain a more po- 
fitive anſwer. | 
Tt might have been imagined, that fince the 
King of Sweden was with his army in the heart 
of the enemy's country, they would not have 
dared to undertake any thing to moleſt our 
quarters: However, Oginſti and Prince Wiſnio- 
wiſki committed continual hoſtilities, ſcouring 
about daily with their little parties; in which at- 
tempts they were generally worſted, tho' the 
never attacked our Fall detachments unleſs wit 
three gr four times their number.

In this conjuncture Siegroth preſently faw, that

middle in water; however, they loſt not their 
courage, which when Mißnioiſti faw, and found 
with what reſolute troops he had to do, who 
had by a volley juſt repulſed his men as they 
were endeavouring to plant a cannon on tha 
brink of the river, he ordered a trumpet to be 
ſbunded, which was anſwered from Szegroth by 
a drum.

In this manner this brave officer extricated 
himſelf with honour out of ſo dangerous a fitua- 
ation; fix men only of his detachment were 
killed and nine wounded, and he returned with 
the reſt to Kauno. 

Lieutenant-General Liewen, who commanded 
at Kauno, no ſooner heard of this defeat, than 
he inſtantly recalled all the detached parties from 
the other fide of the river, that he might be in 
a condition to make head againſt Viſniotviſti, in 
caſe that Prince ſhould think proper to attack 
him. At the ſame time he encreaſed all his 
guards, and ſent advice to the King. But the

The enemy, who had no mind to fight, took 1 
the ſureſt method to ſave themſelves, which {| 
was to run away full ſpeed. This however they 
could not execute fo expeditiouſly, but that ſe- 
veral were made priſoners, and ſo many killed, 
that the ſtreets of the town were all coverd 
with dead bodies. 

Wiſniowiſki was in great danger himſelf of be- 
ing taken by a trooper, who purſued him fo 
cloſely, and preſſed him ſo ſharply, that, if the 
trooper had not been unluckily killed, that Ge- 
neral would have fallen into our hands. He loſt 
all his cannon, his horſes and his equipage. 
General Morner remained at Kauno, in confor- 
mity to the orders he had received ; and, as he

At laſt, finding 
the King reſolved to ſee them no more, they 
quitted the army, and repaired to King Augiſtus 
at Warſevia, giving that Prince an account of the 
ill ſucceſs of their negotiation, and aſſuring him 
that he had nothing to hope from the King of 
Sweden, whom they had found inflexible. 

Upon this Auguſtus ſet out inſtantly for Craco- 
vis, whither the army which he had brought 
from Saxom had orders to march, to oppoſe the 
enterprize of the King of Sweden. He was at- 
tended by ſeveral Senators, and particularly by 
thoſe who had conſented to his bringing his 
axon troops into Poland. In the number of his 
attendants in this journey were the Princes Lube 
mirsk ;, one of which was lately made Great Ge- 
neral of the Crown, in the place of Pototi, who 
had ſucceeded the brave Gadlonofski, and had 
been Great-General no longer than a fortnight, 
which gave room for a ſuſpicion, that the death 
of theſe two brave noblemen was not natural : as 
to the Cardinal-Primate, and the other Senators, 
they retired home, to wait the iſſue of an ad- 

venture which held all Europe in a ſuſpence *.

4 Tt is proper to remark 


here, that in the Senatus- 
Con ſultum held at Nas ſowia, 
and in which they deliberat- 
ed on the methods which 
King Auguſtus had to take, 
ſeveral Senators adviſed this 
Prince to remain here, and

ehe King lodged at Prague, and the army was 
diſtributed along the Viſtula, and in the neigh- 
bouring villages.

The King at the fame time was careful to give 
his troops ſome reſt after the laborious and ſevere 
marches they had made, - To furniſh them with 
ſubſiſtenee, he to the town to contri- 
bute 20000 crowns, beſides other things of which 
they were in want. The town at firft found this 
demand ſo much the more grievous, as the 
greater part of the merchants were retired with 
all therr effects.

Colonel Cruus, who had been employed in

Upon this news Baron Stuart detached Colonel 


Cruus with Count Adam Lowenhaupt and Baron 
Pudbuſch, each with his battalion, to give chace 
to the enemy.

Mr. Cruus was very ſucceſsful in his expedi- 
tion; he ſurprized a Lithuanian partizan, named 
Zaraneck, between Janiſti and Schaud, and took 


from him a ſtandard, three pair of kettle-drums, 


and all his e, having purſued him three 
leagues at Bey ho a 3 man of his own 
in this action.

One of the enemy's parties attacked, a few 
days after, a Captain of horſe, named Roxman, 
who had orders to go from Libaw to Janiſti.

The other hiftorians

back into Saxony, and pave 


Prince James's way to the 


throne, who, though for- 


merly the innocent object of 
the Pol; hatred, began to 
grow their darling, from the 
time that they caſt their ha- 
tred on Aug uſtus; but he him- 
ſelf could never conceive any | 
hopes of this great revolu- 
tion, of which the Cardinal 
was inſenſibly laying the 
foundation. He at fiſt 
ſeemed willing to reconcile 
the King and the Republic ; 
he ſent circulary letters, dic- 
tated, in appearance, by the 
ſpirit of unity and charity, 
which, though they are the 
common and known ſnares, 
do never fail to catch man- 
kind.

As the bridge on the Viſtula was finiſhed, the 
King ordered Mr. Gyllenkrok, Major of the 
Guards, to march before, with 500 horſe and 
300 foot, to gather up proviſions, and raiſe con- 
tributions for the army; and then, after giving 
an audience of leave to the Ambaſſadors from 
the Republic, who had remained at Warſovia, 
and a particular audience to the Marquiſs de Heron, 
the French Enyoy, his Majeſty departed the 16th 
of June, and encamped with his army at Tarczin, 
(five leagues) in the road of Cracovia, paſling

The King then ordered the right wing to paſs 
round the corner of the wood to the left, while

Erbe enemy now took the alarm, ſeeing all our

_— two cannon, the third not going off. 
The King, attended by the Duke of /Toffferm 
and the Generals, went inſtantly to reconnotire 
the ground in perſon, and found the attack very 
difficalt, not to fay impracticable, on account of 
the moraſfies with which the enemy's camp was 
almoſt furraunded. The head of the camp was 
fixe# on a rifing ground, which commands all 
the country round it, and whence the - cannon 
which was there mounted, played on all the a- 
venues, and hindered our approach. Before 
this place, there were two moraſſes, ax a mike 
diſtanee from each other, that on the right be- 
ginning at a village named Coguor, and the other 
between Coquot and the village of Virbitxa; reach - 
ing the whole en of their camp, and end- 
ing in a pond or brook on their left, furround- 


protected their wing; and beyond 1 a 


third moraſs was extended in the form of a half 


moon, behind their camp almoſt as far as their 
right; and was flanked by a thick" and ſhady 
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1702, wood: in ſhort, a poſt ſo advantageouſly ſituated 


for defence, and ſo difficult to be attacked, 
would have diſconcerted any but Charles XII. 

His Majeſty ſeeing the abſolute impoſſibility 
of attacking the enemy, as they ſtood in battalia, 
at the head of their camp, making a very ſmart 
fire on us from their artillery, performed the 
part of a great General, and ordered the army 
to wheel a little to the left, to gain the riſing 
ground, and diſengage themſelves from the mo- 
raſſes, which abſolutely hindered them from 
acting. 

Thi motion obliged the enemy to change their 
diſpoſition ; and quitting their adyantageous ſitua- 
tion, to draw towards the right, paſſing through 
ſome marſhy ground, and the village of Coquet, 
where the defiles produced the effect which the 
King of Szveden had. promiſed himſelf. _ 

The enemy now ranged the crown army, 
conſiſting of 12,000 men, on the right, with the 
Coſſacks in their flank, and lined them with the 
other Pancemes and Poles, armed cap-a-pee, in 
ranks at certain diſtances, according. to their 
manner, before the village of Kye; wherein they 


committed a great error, the ground there being 
properer for the Saxons to act in, whoſe ſituation 


was by this means embarraſſed. Their right wing 


of horſe was ranged before the village of Coquot 


in ſeveral lines, and from thence to their left was 


a line of Saxon foot, with a moraſs both before 


and behind them. | 
Whilſt the two armies made theſe motions, we 
perceived the enemy's left wing of horſe begin- 
ning to defile; along the village of Rembowa, to

About two 
in the afternoon, the King, having thus gained 
the rifing ground, as well as all that which lay be- 
tween the wood and the moraſs, thought proper ta 
line the ſquadrons with ſome regiments of foot, 
viz. thoſe of Dabl-Carlers, Weſmanland,, and 
Mormland, commanded by Lieutenant-general 
Liewen and Count Stenbock; at the ſame time

The Duke of Holſtein was now ordered to be- 
gin the attack; but while this brave Prince was 
preparing to march, he unfortunately received a 
ſhot from a falconet in his body, which obliged 
him to have himſelf conveyed to a poor cot- 
tage hard by, where he died a few hours af 
terwards. This wing, however, began the at- 
tack with all imaginable vigour, and with ſuch 
ſucceſs," that the Poles, after having ſtood the

General Welling, who, after the Duke of Hal- 
ftin's death, commanded on the left till the 
King came thither himſelf, ſeeing the Saxon 
Horſe drawn up in ſeveral lines, and led by Mr.

Not- 
withſtanding which advantageous fituation, Ma- 
jor-General Po/s, who commanded our foot, at- 
licked thoſe of the enemy fo roughly, and with 
fuch valour, that he broke and routed them ſe- 
veral times, took their cannon, put them to 
flight, and purſued them over a morafs which

A battalion of Sexon guards met in their re- 
treat with the battalion of Tremanning, newly 
ratfed, and commanded by Mr. Etehladt, which 
made a great. laughter of them. Thoſe under 
young Szeinau, brother of the Velt-Marſhal, at- 
tempting to retreat in order, fell in with a batta-

hile all this paſt in the centre amd on our

ing leiſurely defiled through the village of Rem- 
boa, as we have faid above, fell with great 
e aur right, which they attacked in front, 
in flank, and in the rear.

bloody, and the victory very ſtoutly diſputed. 
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In the mean time the Generals Rhein/cbild, Spens, 


Morner, and Horn, who commanded there, and 
had at the firit ſhock very bravely ſuſtained all 
the efforts of the enemy, wha were very much 
ſuperior to us in horſe, perceiving that their ſe- 
cond line endeayoured to gain the woad which 
was in the rear of the S,, and that their firſt 
line had got between them and the village of 
Brotzin, to cut them off from that village; theſs 
Generals, I fay, ſeconded by the incomparable 


brayery of eur ſquadrons, which were in very 


cloſe order, took an immediate reſolution to 
drgw up with a double front; and Mr. Spens, at 


the head of ſome ſquadrons of the horſe - guat ds, 
and. of the Oftrogaths, facing thoſe who ap- 
progghed an the fide of the wood, averthrew 
them after a bloody battle, and obliged them to 
join their firſt line, having however firſt done all 
that could be expected from brave men. 
Ihe Saxons, ſurprized at a defence ſo much 


beyond their expectation, and at the ineredible 


efforts of bravery in our Drabans and other 
tragps, which, without firing, defeated ſwatd in 
hand all that they encauntred, and, attacking 
their ſquadrons, overthrew them ane after ana- 
ther, reſolved at laſt on an haſty retreat; which 
they executed with great precipitation, left it 
ſhauld be cut off by the Sed iſu foot, who were yet 
engaged with that of the enemy, and from whom 
they were ſeparated only by a moraſs. Nut as our 
horſe preſſed them too cloſe attheir heels to permit 
72 an 
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an orderly retreat, ſo, being put into confuſion, 
they ran over each other, and, after the greater 
part of the ſquadrons had paſſed the defile, the 
reſt threw themſelves all together into the village 
of Yirbitza. 

Our troops having ſurrounded them on all 
fides, they had nothing left them but to cut 
their way through ſword in hand, which they 
attempted z but after having cut through our 
Horſe, they had the misfortune to meet our vic- 
torious foot, to whoſe fire they were fo terribly 
expoſed, that moſt of thoſe who were not killed 
or wounded, were mired in the moraſs; and, to 
complete their diſtreſs, the few who eſcaped en- 
deavouring to take the road by which the left 
wing had fled above the village of Virbilza, met 
three ſquadrons of Scania, commanded by Gene- 
ral Welling, who were returning by the King's 
orders from the purſuit of the enemy to join the 
right wing ; theſe puſhed them into. the village 
of Coquot, and put them to the ſword, except 
ſome few, who were drowned in the canal in 
that village. | 2 

In the mean time the Saxon horſe of the left 
wing, which had eſcaped the heat of the action, 
took poſſeſſion of a rifing ground, very commo- 
dious to draw up in; where perceiving the ap- 
proach of our ſquadrons, they gave them time to 
defile over the moraſs and range themſelves, and 
then attacked them with all imaginable bravery. 
Both ſides fought with great fury; and had it 
not been for the "extraordinary exploits of. our 
ſquadrons, eſpecially the Drabans, the enemy had 
penetrated h to our foot; but finding 
every where an equal reſiſtance, that brave body 
of horſe was broke, and, after having perform'd 
as much as could be expected from them, was

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at laſt entirely routed, and purſued into the 1702. 
moraſs behind their camp, between the villages 

of Clio and Rembowa, where many of them 1 
were drowned, and the reſt owed their eſcape to 1 
the extreme er of the ſeaſon. The Saxon WI 
foot had already faved themſelves the ſame way 10 
under favour of the laſt fight, and through the | 
prodigious efforts of their horſe. 

King Auguſtus, now ſeeing all loſt, haſtened at 
the head of the right wing and the crown-army 
to Pin/chow, whence he took the road of Craco- 
dia with the ſcatter'd remains of his army, the 
Poles having ſecured themſelves at Sendomir. 

The ardour of the King's troops ſtill remain- 
ed, after a battle of four hours ; but his Majeſty, 
who ſince the death of the Duke of Holſtein had 
fought at the head of the left wing; perceivin 
that they were much fatigued, recalled all thoſe 
who were in the purſuit, and at 6 in the even- 
ing entered the enemy's camp to the ſound of 
kettle-drums and trumpets. _ | 

We found in the camp 48 pieces of cannon, 
12 of twelve-pounders, and 26 of three-pounders, 
with all their artillery and ammunition. We had 
300 men killed, and 800. wounded in this action. 
The foot- guards, who rmed wonders that 
day, ſuffered the moſt ; Major-General Poſs, 
who. commanded them, being very dangerouſly 
wounded. 

The enemy loſt near 2000 men killed and 
wounded, befides 1700 made priſoners. In the

All this was the next day given up to be 
plundered, which, together with the fine tents, 
and the reſt of What was found in great abun- 
dance in the camp was very convenient for out 
troops, who having left all their heavy bag- 
gage in Courland, were very thinly provided with 
equipages. | e 

We took likewiſe ſome Ladies in the ſame 
moraſs, with a number of women and chil- 
dren, who were all civilly treated, and ſpon af. 
ter ſent back. The evening of the battle the 
King cauſed Te Deum to be ſung in the camp, to 
pive God thanks for that ſignal victory which he 
had juſt obtained. 5 

he only thing which caſt a damp on this 
publick joy was the death of the great Duke of 
Holteiv-Gartorp, with which the King was ſenſi- 
bly afflicted, and which all the atmy extremely 
lamented, on account of his bravery, gehetofity, 
and greatneſs of ſoul. His body was embalmed, 
and fome time after carried to latein, as we 
ſnall ſee below. 15 

The day after this glorious battle, in which 
we gained ſo complete a = an enemy 
fo adyantagevuſly poſted, and ſo much ſtronger 
than ourſelves, the King cauſed all the dead to 
be buried, and ordered care to be taken 


of the wounded, and that they ſhould be con- 
veyed as ſoon as poffible into houſes for their 
better accommodation, He then detached Major 
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Crews With ſome hundred horſe and dragoons 1 
to make himſelf maſter of Pin/chow caſtle, 14 
league from the camp, through which the 
Saxons had paſs'd and repaſe'd to Cracovia. The 
Major preſently took poſſeſſion of the town and 
the caſtle, whoſe advantageous ſituation on the 
river Mida render'd it very difficult to be at- 
tatk'd. | 

The King, who came hither the next day 
with a ſmall train, ſeemed ſurprized, that the 
enemy had not expected us in this place, inſtead 
of marching forwarder, and poſting themſelves, 
a they had done, between two. moraſſes; by 
which means Auguſtus might have defended him- 
ſelf with more advantage, and the victory would 
at leaſt. have been longer diſputed. It is very 
tertan, that King had very bad counſellors on 
this occaſion ; and *tis as true, that the loſs of 
this battle was a fatal blow to Saxony. 

The King gave immediate orders to conduct 
all the wounded, both Swedes and Saxoms; to 
Pinſchow, where the air is much wholeſomer, and 
the water better. The officers, who lodged in 
the caſtle, were treated at his own table. His 
Majeſty reſolved to leave them here under a 
good guard, and not to burden hunſelf with 
them when he ſhould purſue the enemy, as he 
propoſed. The Saxon artillery arrived firſt the 
next day under a good eſcort, the fick and 
wounded the day afterwards ; then followed all 1 
the army, and encamped on the banks of the Lil!

As to the Saxon priſoners, who beſide the 
wounded amounted to 1100 men, the council of 
war was divided in their opinions concerning 
what methods were to be taken; but at length 
his Majeſty found out a mean, which was, nei- 
ther to ſend them back, nor to keep them all 
priſoners, but retaining only the natives of Saxony, 
permitted the others, which amounted to goo men, 
to enter themſelves, with ſome of their officers, 

'if into his ſervice. He formed a ſmall body of 
| them, which he ſent to Pomerania, to be diſtri-

We ought not here to forget to give an ac- 
count of ſome actions which happened about this 
time, as well in Courland as Livonia. Bandbmir, 
a Poliſh" partizan, having on the 1gth of June 
ſurprized the quarters of our dragoons near py 
7 | .

Banneer, who was at Mittau, carried off all their 
equipage, and killed them 29 dragoons and a 
drummer. Captain Swab was alſo made priſoner 
in this rericounter, with a Lieutenant and fome 
dragoons. We ſhall ſoon ſee in what manner 
our hogs found an opportunity of being re- 
venged. c | | 

The battle of Einbeck in Livoma is df ſome: 
what more importance, and deſerves to be here 
reported. The following is a relation of it. Af- 
ter Mr. Loſcher's action, whereof we have before 
ſpoken, the Czar, being defirous to take an ad- 
vantage of the King of Sweden's abſence, had 
drawn together a very conſiderable army on the 
frontiers near Pleſcow and Pitſchur, to make an 
irruption into Lvonia, and put all to fire and 
ſword. The better to ſpread his army, he had 
divided it into different bodies, ſome ſtronger 
than others. That which marched on the fide 
of Waſtenarva was very roughly hatidled by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Stablbom, who at the head of 
400 men only took from the Rufhans, who were 
infinitely his ſuperiors, a poſt called Abifang, and 
drove them quite out of that country. * -: 

Fourteen veſſels having appeared on the Pei- 
dus in the latitude of Porkazari, Loſcber, who 
commanded our ſquadron, gave orders to Cap- 
tain Hokenflycht to go with the armed galley 
named Vivat to reconnoitre them. As foon as he 
had doubled the promontory, he ſaw himſelf im- 
mediately ſurrounded on all fides by the enemy's 
fquadron. Our veſſels, which ſaw this, could 
not come: to his aſſiſtance, on account of the 
elm which happen'd at that inſtant 3 ſo that the 
Captain of the galley; after having defended 
Himſelf two hours together with aſtoniſhing bra- 
| Vo 1. I, M very, 
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1502, very, and having ſpent all his ammunition, he 


waited till the enemy which approached him on 
all ſides had boarded him; he then blew up his 
veſſel and a great number of Muſcovites at the 
ſame time. All the crew periſh'd, except a ſin- 
le-Prieft, who had ſaved ' himſelf at firſt in a 
mall ſhallop, and brought the news of the de- 
feat. This paſſed on the 11th of Fuly. 

The 16th of the ſame month Major-General 
Schlippenbach had advice, that the main of the 
Muſcovite army, conſiſting of go, ooo men, had 
paſſed the frontiers, and was already arrived at 
Eraifer. The 17th the advanced guards were 
alarmed by the enemy's parties. Mr. Schlippen- 
bach, who had in all but 6600 men, detached 
Baron Ungern of Sternberg, Great Hunter of Li- 
vonia, who perfectly knew the topography of 
the country, with 300 horſe to reconnoitre them. 
Having met a party of 2000 horſe, he attack- 
ed them, and after having routed them, he 
drove them back to the body of their army. 


He then retreated, and was purſued home to the 


picket of Schlippenbach's army, which was drawn 
up in order of battle; and coming to his afliſt- 
ance, obliged the enemy to ſtop, and retreat 


with great precipitation. 


Mr. Schlippenbach now went himſelf without 
loſs of time to reconnoitre their forces and de- 
ſigns; and ſeeing the enemy cauſe their troops 
to defile croſs the morals at Taggaval to ſurround 
them on all fides, he inſtantly retreated towards 
the riyer Embach to diſpute the enemy's paſlage, 
in caſe they ſhould follow him. This retreat 
was performed in good order oyer two bridges, 
which he had made; but as the heat of the ſea- 
ſon had brought the river very low, and the 
enemy had paſſed over the ford and on pontons 
> 30 
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in ſeveral places, the General found himſelf 1702. 


obliged to ſtand his ground, and draw up in 
order of battle. | 
The fight began at fix in the meet and 
notwithſtanding the enemy's ſuperior number,our 
troops, after a fight of two hours, repulſed 
them, broke them, and put them to flight, and 
purſued them as far as the river Embach, taking 
from them fix field-pieces, and a great part of 
their baggage : Here the action was very hot; the 
enemy, who could not ſave themſelves by flight, 
defended themſelves in deſpair, and, having re- 
ceived ſuccours, they at laſt made our horſe give 
ground, who throwing themſelves on the foot, put 
them in diſorder, whilſt themſelves ran away full 
ſpeed ; nor could Mr. Schlippenbach or the officers 
make them rally, or bring them back to the charge, 
The abandon'd foot were now entirely defeat- 


ed, except a ſmall number which ſaved them- - 


klves in the woods. The General ſeeing all loſt, 
retreated towards Pernau, with as many of his 
broken troops as he could get together. He 
was obliged after this defeat to abandon all this 
country to the Ruſſians, who plunder'd it, ſet 
ire to the little town of Walk, where they inhu- 
manly murder'd the inhabitants, and carried all 
thoſe who fell into their hands, as well young as 
dd, into ſlavery : However, they did not as yet 
undertake the ſiege of Dorpt; and inſtead of 
mproving the advantage they had gained, they 

epaſſed the frontiers according to cuſtom. 
Auguſtus, who had retreated to Cracovia after 
the battle of C/;ſowwa, thought of nothing but of 
iawing up the remainder of his army, and to 
put himſelf in a condition to oppoſe the new. en- 
prizes of the King of Sweden. This King, 
laying received a reinforcement of eight regi- 
M 2 ments, 
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ments, which General Robe! had brought hin 
from Saxony, caus'd an intrenchment to be made, 
which ſhould cover his camp, in caſe that the 
King of Sweden ſhould attack him, as he had 
t reaſon to apprehend. He ſent back Baron 
Sack to his Stediſb Majeſty 3; the Baron was 2 
Captain of the King of Sweden's own regiment of 
horſe, and had been made priſoner at the battle 
of Cliſſowa, through the impetuoſity of his horſe, 
which had carried him into the middle of his e. 
nemy's ſquadrons. 7, 
This Baron returned to the King's camp with 
ſeveral propofitions of peace on the behalf of 
King 3 but they were all rejected. In 
the mean time his Sediſb Majeſty, that he might 
not be behind hand with the King of Poland in 
erofity and 1 returned him thirteen 
axon officers the ſame evening, having fiſt 
OO treated them at his court. And 
as he heard on all fides that the King of Poland 
had a defign to repair to Leopold, to avoid a ſe- 
cond battle, Count Stenbock was detached the 
fame night the ſhorteſt way towards the Viſtula, 
to prepare a bridge, and cut off the enemy's 
march, in order by that means to.bring them to 
a new battle. | 


To this purpoſe the army decamped the next 
day early in the morning, and ng through 


Conary (3 leagues) found at their arrival a bridge 


already thrown over the Viula. The King pre- 
ſently cauſed the foot with the artillery and bag- 


gage to paſs over the river, which being not 


very deep in this place, tho pretty wide, the 
horſe, to gain time, paſſed at a Eid: ſo that the 
whole army was got over by the evening, and 


encam near Solomma, where they reſted one 
day, and the next proceeded (3 leagues) to Buch- 
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zia, a little town, where there are ſalt- pits, five 
leagues from Cracovia. 

Auguſtus, havin ng timely notice by the Cofſacks 
and his parties of the King's march, departed 
ſuddenly, and prevailed fo 1 —5 by their long 
marches, that his army decamped from Bochniæ 
the ſame morning that ours was on their march 
thither. His rear-guard appearing on a. high

£2 Colonel Dabliorf and Mr. Nils Roſenſtierna, 
Captain of the guards, were wounded and made 
priſoners, their horſes being too much fatigued 
to fave them. A Page named Klinkowſtrom was 


hot through the arm by an arrow, and ſeveral 


of thoſe officers who eſcaped were wounded by 
ſabres and Tartarian picks, which are called 


Copeies. 


The picket of the army having heard the fire, 
advanced with great haſte ; but the Yaloches had 
the prudence to retreat at their arrival, and to 
carry their priſoners away with them. The King 
returned ſafely to the camp, without having re- 

hs had never been in 
greater danger, his horſe having twice fallen 
under him in the middle of his enemies. 

The King having loſt all hopes of bringing the 
enemy to à battle, turned towards Cracovia, to 
ſtay for the arrival of General Gyllenſtierna, who 
came from Pomerania with 12000 men to rein- 


force him. The army ſtaid ſome days on the 


road near the Convent of Stauento, three leagues 


from Bochnia, where the Duke of Mectlenbourg- 
Swerin arrived, and had an immediate audience 
of the King. At the fame time two Deputies

that had ſtaid ſome time amongſt them. They 
offered to furniſh his Majeſty with proviſion 
and whatever he would exact for the ſubſiſtence 
of his troops. This ſubmiſſion was very well 
received, and they departed well ſatisfied with 
the promiſes which were delivered him in writ- 
ing on the behalf of his Majeity by Mr. Hermelin, 
of the Chancery, which aſſured them 

of his protection, and that he would take care to 
make his troops obſerve a moſt exact diſcipline. 

From thence the army marched directly to 
Cracovia, a large and fine city ſituated on the 
Vitula, where the Kings of Polaud are common- 

crowned, and where they often fix their reſi- 

ce. It is ſurrounded by an old wall, with a 
mote, and has very large and beautiful ſuburbs. 
The caſtle is ſufficiently ſtrong to make ſome re- 
ſiſtance in caſe of an attack, and by that means 
to obtain an honourable capitulation. 
When our army preſented itſelf before Craco- 
via, the Staroſt Francis Vielopolſti, who com- 
manded there, cauſed all the gates to be ſhut, 
as well of the town as the caftle, making a ſhew 
of pretending to defend himſelf with the ſmall 
garriſon of the crown, which he had under his 
command. The King, incenſed at ſeeing a place 
of ſo little conſequence dare to diſpute the en- 
trance of a victorious army, embarked a detach- 
ment of 400 men under the command of Count 
Stenbock, on ſeveral boats which we found an the 
Viſtula, and made them paſs over to the other 
fide, the Saxons having taken the precaution to 
break down the bridge which uſually ſtood in 
that place. 
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This detachment having found the gates of the 
ſuburb of Gafmir open, enter'd them without 
any oppoſition, and advanced up to the gates of 
the town, which were ſhut, and provided with 

ds. The Count cauſed them immediately to 
9 as in his Majeſty's name to ſurrender ; 
and having had no other anſwer, than that they 
had Ii the keys, he defired to Tpeak with the 
Governor; who, after much difficulty, came to 
confer ' with him in an out-work, which was 
only of wood armed with paliſades and an iron 
gate. The Count ſummoned him again to open 
the gates to the King, ſhewing him the danger 
to which he expoſed himſelf and the town by a 
longer reſiſtance: He repreſented to him eſpe- 
cially. the good intelligence which ſubſiſted be- 
tween his Majeſty and the Republick, and that 
they had every where opened the gates to the 
Swedes. The Governor's' anfwer was, that the 
town and caſtle had been intruſted to him by the 
King his maſter, and that he could not ſurrender 
them without making a defence, 

In the middle of this diſpute, and whilſt the 
Count was beginning to threaten the Governor, 
that if he did not open the immediately, 
they W be all put to the ſword without hav- 
ing any. favour to expect, the King, impatient 
. event of this affair, and 2 
the river, came up to the Governor without 
making himſelf known to him, and ordered him 
in French to open the gates inſtantly, ſaying to 
him, Owvre la porte, The Governor, who knew 


not the King, made him no anſwer; at which 


he being to the laſt degree enraged, order'd the 
gates to be inſtantly attacked and forced; which 
orders were executed with ſuch vigour, that the 
Governor had ſcarce time to regain the great 
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gat of the town, which the King entered at the 1702. 


e time. As his Majeſty had forbid them to 
- fire, they forced the guards with their ſwords, 
bayonets, and canes to throw down their arms. 
The King, purſuing his point, detached preſently 
ſome platoons to ſecure the ſtreets, which were 
all full of Gentry on horſeback, and to diſarm 
the main-guard in the market-place. Charles 
himſelf with a ſmall party you ued the Governor 
ſo briſkly, who fled the caſtle to defend 
himſelf, that he enter'd at the ſame time with 
him with his ſword in his hand; 200 men be: 
ing the guard were ſo diſconcerted, that they 
preſently threw down their arms. 1 

At this inſtant a Lieutenant of the artillery 
had the boldneſs to attempt to give fire to a can- 
non which was pointed at the gate againſt the 
Swedes, who crowded. in to follow the King. 
His Majeſty perceiving him caught him by the 
— 4 — him — and . wt 
out of his hand, The Governor now perceiving 
himſelf in hu em of the Swedes, and know- 
ing that the King was there-in perſon, approach- 
od his Majeſty, and threw down his arma, de- 
firing his favour ; but it was now too late, fo 
that he was arreſted and made priſoner; The 
Deputies of the Palatinate in vain interceded on 
his behalf; he was kept priſoner till he had paid 
a large ſum of money for his ranſom. | 

The conduct of /ielepoiſki on this occaſion was 
condemned by his on countrymen; for when 
he- ſhould have either taken meaſures to have 
defended himſelf, or have ſurrendered the town 
and caſtle with a he did neither the 


one nor the other, and by his falſe bravery in- 
cenſed- 2 Prince who: was inured to conqueſt, 
and whom he could not reſiſt.

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1702. was made Governor of the town, which paid 
very dear for the raſh reſiſtance of their late Go- 
vernor ; and the inhabitants were condemned in 
100,000 crowns contribution, beſides the provi. 
fions which they were obliged to 1h the 
garriſon with, which conſiſted of three regiments 
of foot, which the King placed here to keep the 
town and ſuburbs in order. | 

To open a free communication, they began at 
the ſame time to throw a bridge over the Viſtula, 
which _ finiſhed 0 next day, but was carried 

away a few days afterwards by a t over- 
flowing of the river, occaſioned by the rains 
which fell on the Hungarian mountains, where 
this river riſes. Theſe waters likewiſe overflowed 
the quarters of ſome regiments of horſe, which 
were encamped on the banks of the Viſtula. The 
bridge was however ſoon repaired, and the King 
brought all the fick into the town, for their bet- 
ter accommodation. | 
All this while the Valocbes, who from Cliſchow 
had never ceaſed to attend our army, continually 
harafſed thoſe parties which we were obliged to 
detach for forage and contributions, and who 
{ſometimes brought off ſome ſoldiers, viduals, 
and ſervants from the enemy: The 7th the 
Valoches, to the number of 3 or 4000 men, at- 
tacked, a quarter of a league from the camp, 
Mr. Ornſtedt, who was made Lieutenant-Colonel 
to the regiment of Scania, which had been de- 
tached to cover the foragers. This officer with 
. his ſmall party overthrew them, and puſh'd them 
into the wood, before the picket, which haften- 
ed to his aſſiſtance, was come up. 28

ambuſcades to ſurprize them. This precaution 1702, 


obliged the Valoches to keep on their guard, and 
not to return but with a good force. 

The King now cauſed them to make a braſs- 
coffin at Cracovia for the corps of the Duke of 
Holſtein, which they had always carried in the 
rear of the army, and which had been embalm- 
ed the day after his death at the battle of Ci 
ſcwa. Charles, according to the eſtabliſhed cuſ- 
tom of Sweden, repaired in company of the Duke 
of Mecklenbourg, Count Piper, and his principal 
Generals, into the hall, 'which was all illumi- 
nated, where they had depoſited the body of the 
Prince, which they had laid on a bed three foot 
high under a canopy of black velvet,. laced and 
fringed with filver. His Majeſty and the Lords 
of his train laid the lid on the coffin, on which 
they afterwards ſpread a long velvet pall edged 
with filver. W 

After this ceremony the King retired, much 


afflicted with the loſs of a brother-in-law, whom 


he very tenderly loved. The Duke of Mecklen- 
bourg 2 no leſs afflicted, having been a 

t friend of his late Highneſs, who when 
the King was at Harſovia had ſent Mr. Birck- 
boliz, a Gentleman of his Chamber, to the 
Duke, to aſſure him of his defire to - make 'a 
campaign with him under his Majeſty. Perhaps 
he had likewiſe another ſecret reaſon for this, 
namely, to marry the younger Princeſs of Swe- 
den, ſiſter to his Majeſty and the Dutcheſs Dow- 
ger of Halſtein. He was already come as far as

death; and being unwilling to return before he 

had ſeen the King, repaired afterwards to his 

Majeſty, who gave him a very good —

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1702, He returned poſt as ſoon as he had paid his laſt 


reſpects to the Duke of Holſtein. 

The 11th the King cauſed the whole army 
to defile through Cracovia, and encamp on the 
other fide of it, where the ground was higher 
and the forage better. Auguſtus, after his retreat 
from Bochnia, was come to Sendomir, to convene 
the Nobility and Grandees of his kingdom. Af- 
ter they had deliberated on the om conjunc- 
ture, which very dangerous to this 
King, they reſolved to ſend a new embaſly to 
the King of Sweden, to offer him the mediation 
in the name of the Republick; and, if he 
< would not conſent to it, that the Nobility, or 
* Poſpolite,, ſhould confederate themſelves in fa- 
* vour of King Auguftus, and aſſure him of an 
* inviolable fidelity, with a promiſe never to 
* conſent that this Prince ſhould be dethroned. 

But as the greateſt part of the Nobility, eſpe- 
cially thoſe of Great Poland, were not * 
comprized, nor preſent, and * e 
Republick was not complete, the reſolutions of 
this aſſembly were looked on as null, and pro- 
duced no effect. Mr. Lipſ#i, Waiwode of Calis, 
who had been a to his Sædiſb Majeſty at 
Dlougowtitz, in quality of firſt Ambaſſador from 
the Republick, had the misfortune to loſe his 
life on this occaſion. The Nobility, who knew 
very well that he had been gained by the preſents 
of King Auguſtus, and who likewiſe knew with 
what haughtineſs he had ſpoken to the King of 
Sweden's Miniſters, reproaching him with having 
been the cauſe of the war, by an ill-taken pride, 


Which had incenſed that Prince; ſo that after 


having reſolved. on his deſtruction, they gav

few days afterwards, {QF 1 
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As trouble and diviſion encreaſed every day, 1702, 
and the Diet was on the point of breaking up, 
Auguſtus abandoned Sendomir, paſſed the Viſtula 
at Cafemir, with his Saxon army; and after hav- 
ing ſettled his march, he went before to Warſo. 
dia, with 4000 horſe. But before he quitted the 
firſt of theſe places, he ſent back to the King of 
Sweden thirty- eight ſoldiers and valets, made pri- 
ſoners by the Valoches ſince the laſt battle, with 
a Lieutenant, who was to preſent them to the 
King, and an eſcort of thirty troopers. Charles 
took this very well of Auguſtus, treated the Offi- 
cer at his Court, and ordered the eſcort to be 
well entertained till their departure. He like- 
wiſe made the Officer a preſent of fifty ducats, 
ten to each non- commiſſion Officer, two to every 
trooper; and not contenting himſelf with all this 
return of civility, he ſent back at the ſame time 
a a Major, named Opeln, to whom he preſented a 
fine horſe out of his own ſtable, with all his ca- 
pariſon, and a ſword of the Swediſb faſhion : he Nl 
| likewiſe permitted the officer to retake with him 1 
from Pinſchow all the Saxon officers who were re- il 
covered, and in a condition of travelling: and | 
 lkewiſe gave leave to 400 Saxon ſoldiers, who i! 
| were fick at Cracovia, to return into their native 1 


country. ' i 
| wi mean while, General Brandt joined the | 
Crown Army at Sendomir, with a regiment of 1 
dragoons which he brought with him from Pruſ- 
ſia; he likewiſe gave them to underſtand, that 
he had formed ſome defign on the caſtle of Pin- | 
ſchow. He was a man of fortune, but an old { 
ſoldier, and a famous partizan, and had acquit- | 
ted himſelf with great reputation in the laſt war 1 
in Poland.

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Miniſters. Count Zinzendorff repaired then to 
Cracovia, where he was at laſt admitted to an 
audience of the King, whoſe gracious reception. 
made him amends for all the time which he had 
loſt in ſolicitation. 

This Miniſter had, however, little reaſon to 
be pleaſed at the ſucceſs of his negotiation, He 
was charged to negle& nothing to effect a recon- 
ciliation between the two Kings; with which 
view he offered the mediation of the Emperor 
his maſter. And obſerving the civilities which 
mutually paſſed between theſe Princes, in ſend- 
ing back priſoners to each other without ranſom, 
he thought he could not make uſe of a more fa- 
vourable conjuncture; flattering himſelf that the 
King of Sweden would at laſt comply, and be 
brought to a perfect reconciliation with the King, 
who was his relation, and who proteſted, that 


To 2 any doubts of theſe good diſpoſitions 
in Aiguſtus, this Miniſter produced letters from 
Count Stratman, who was his Imperial Majeſty's 
Envoy to the King of Poland; in which he aſ- 
ſerted that this King was ready to give Charles 
the XIIth all the ſatisfaction which could be re- 
qured of him, Laſtly, to remove all ſuſpicion, 
he gave aſſurances that King Auguſtus would, 
vithout delay, withdraw all his troops from Po- 
land, to e them in the Emperor's ſervice, 
And, that he might not give the leaſt room for 
ay umbrage, he engaged, in no manner to op- 
pole the march of thoſe troops which Major- 
general Maidel was bringing to re-inforce his Swe- 
4% Majeſty's army. Beſides all theſe fine pro-

Whilſt Count Zinzendorff employed all his en-

mate them againſt the King of Sweden; and bring 


them heartily to eſpouſe his cauſe. Theſe pro- 


which did not at all agree with the fine 
promiſes of the Imperial Miniſter, broke all the 
meaſures which he had taken, and involved 
— difficulties ; till at laſt, not 
knowing which way to turn himſelf; he caſt all 
the blame on the Cardinal Primate, and the fa- 
mily of $apiehe, whom he ſuſpected to be always 
good Frenchmen; and oablickly accuſed to be the 
cauſe of the continuation of all the troubles; 1 
which opinion he was particularly confirmed, by 
the Cardinal ſending Colonel Sauerbre, with a 
particular commiſſion to Count Piper. In reality, 
Count Stratman knew fo well how to infatuate 
King Huguſtus, that Mr. Heron the French Mi- 
niſter, as well as the Cardinal, afterwards very 
much reſented this, as we ſhall ſee a little lower. 
About this time Baron Nils Gyllenſtierna ar- 


rived at- Cracovia, and 


1 diftant from this town. The King came 
ither the next day, and was highly pleaſed with 
the fine appearance of his troops, which amount- 
ed to near 12,000 men, all well diſciplined, and 
well clothed. As it was very eaſy to find forage

body of his army, and detached Lieutenant-co- 
lonel Burenſchild on the other fide, towards the 
Hungarian mountains; to lay all the country un- 
der contribution. a 


General Gyllenſtierna remained not long with 
the army. As the King wanted 4 man of fome 


capacity in the conquered provinces in Germany, 
he ordered that General to repair thither, as well 
to have an eye over the neighbouring powers, as 
to levy troops, and put thoſe provinces in a poſ- 
ture of defence. 

As ſoon as all the diſpoſitions were made, the 
body of the late Duke of Holſtein was carried, 
with a ſtrong eſcort, to the frontiers of his domi- 
nions, where he was afterwards buried in the 
tomb of his anceſtors at Sleſwick, with great fu- 
neral pomp. About this time a great number of 
invalid ſoldiers, who were in no condition to 
ſerve, were ſent back to Sweden; his Majeſty 
having before their departure diſtributed twenty 
crowns to every one of them, to defray the ex- 
pences of their journey. 

Some days afterwards the King gave orders to 
the army to hold themſelves ready to march. 
As he intended to conduct the ſick and trophies 
by water on the Viſtula, he detached Colonel 
Axel Sparre, with 300 foot, to get together as 
many boats or vitines as he could pick up along 
that river; at the ſame time ordering him to 

floats, which might be uſed in caſe the 


prepare L 
boats ſhould not be ſufficient. The night before 


Colonel Sparre's departure the caſtle of Cracovia 
took fire, Sithowe any one's being able to diſco- 
ver how it happened. This fire continued all 
the day, and 6 the caſtle to aſhes; ſeveral 
perſons being buried under its ruins. 

” N The 
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The news of Mr. Sparre's departure being 
brought to the Crown army, which ſtill remained 
at Sendomir, Prince Lubomirſ#i, Chamberlain of 
the Crown, began his march immediately, with 
twenty-four companies, to attack him. The 
Colonel was poſted in a Town called Jia, four 
leagues from Cracovia. The enemy arrived a- 


bout noon, having with them a great number of 


peaſants, to level the hedges, and remove every 
thing that might obſtruct the attack. Mr. Sparre, 
who luckily had received timely information, 
drew up in the place in order of battle, and di- 
ſtributed platoons through all the ſtreets, to di- 
vert the enemy, who entered with a dreadful 
outcry on all ſides. Our platoons preſently fired 
on theſe troops, being almoſt cloſe to them; and 
as they were uſually afraid of our foot, they ſoon 
gave ground, and contented themſelves with 
having ſet fire to ſome wooden houſes round the 
market- place. This enterprize not having ſuc- 
ceeded according to the enemy's hopes, they now be- 


gan to retreat in great confuſion, and were briſkly 


purſued by our people ; ſome of them retreated 
into the Church-yard, and made a ſhew of in- 
tending to defend themſelves there, others got into 
the Church, and climbed upinto the bellfry, whence 
they fired inceſſantly on the Swedes, Mr. Sparre or- 
dered Gy/tavus Stiernboct, Captain of the Guards, 
to diſlodge them. The Captain attacked them fo 
gallantly, that he was in a little time maſter of the 
Church-yard, and put them to flight, with the 
lots of ſeveral both killed and wounded. 

On the other fide, General Brand gave conti- 
nual : diſturbance to the garriſon of Pinſchow, 
which he made a ſhoy of attacking by ſtorm, to 
prevent which his Majeſty gave immediate orders 
to the two Majors of foot and horſe guards,

ſome hundred men, who were alſo to bring 


away from Pintzchow all the fick, and the Saxon | 


trophies, which they were to guard as far as the 
Viſtula; and as this detachment was to uſe ex- 
edition, they mounted the foot on horſeback, 
in order to haſten their march: as ſoon as the 
Poliſb General was informed hereof, he changed 
his reſolution, and paſſing near Pintchot with 
tooo horſe, went and poſted himſelf at twelve 
leagues diſtance; he ſurprized at Drbrokowa, and 
near the caſtle of Zarnowatz, and in a third place, 
200 horſe, with two Captains and two Lieute- 
nants, who were all made priſoners. Colonel 
Craſſau, of the Pomeranian army, had ſent that de- 
tachment toward Peterkow, to levy contributions. 
The Majors Gyllenkrok and Creutz finding no ene- 
my at P:nizchow, contented themſelves with with- 
drawing the ſick and wounded, moſt of whom were 
already recovered, whom they conducted, with the 
cannon and trophies, to Oparowitz, ſome leagues 
from Cracovia, to wait the arrival of his Majeſty. 
Our troops ſubſiſted every where at the ene- 
my's expence. A large party which had been 
detached by Lieutenant-general Stuart, and 
which was commanded by Colonel Adam Low: 
enbaupt, made continual incurſions into Samogitia, 
where they committed great ravages ; the Colonel 
likewiſe made ſeveral priſoners, among which 
were Colonel Korff, the Conſtable Puſina, and 
Captain Ruſſel, whom Lowenhaupt had ſent to 
Mittau, as hoſtages for the contributions which 
were laid on the country. At his return he was, 
beſet near the paſs of Poſſuole, by a large body 
of Lithuanians, whom he routed with half their 


number. This party returned to the charge 


with freſh troops, near the town of Cheimen, 
| N 2 and 
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and attacked Lowenhaupt with all imaginable 
fury, both parties fighting with great obſtinacy : 
the victory was ſometime doubtful, till the Liibua. 
nians having loſt their commander, were put to 
flight; and Lomenbaupt purſuing them, they left 

eat numbers dead a wounded behind them. 

e had on our fide only one non- commiſſioned 
officer and fixteen ſoldiers killed, and two Lieu- 
tenants, ſome non-commiſſioned officers, and 
twenty-four ſoldiers wounded. 

Every thing was now ready at Cracovia for the 
embarkation of the cannon and trophies on the 
vitines and floats, which they had there got to- 
gether, when an expreſs arrived with letters from 
the Cardinal Primate, and Mr. Morſtein, who at 
the laſt diet at Sendomir had been picked out as 

an ambaſſador to the King. The former yet of- 
fered his mediation, and the latter brought ad- 
vice of the commiſſion with which he was charged. 
But Mr. Morſtein having uſed ſome haughty ex- 
preſſions, and even ſuch as were a little hard, in 
the letter which he writ to Count Piper, the ex- 
preſs was preſently ſent back with an anſwer, 
purporting, © That his Majeſty would not admit 
* Morſtein, in caſe that he had any propoſitions 
© to make, differing from thoſe his Majeſty had 
made on his part; that the Republic had be- 
< fides ſhewn too much partiali hoe him to ac- 
© cept of her mediation ; that if ſhe had defired 
© to have had a ſhare in determining the diffe- 
© rences between the contending parties, ſhe 
© ſhould not have intereſted herſelf either on one 


© fide or the other; that ſeveral of her mem- 

© bers had committed many hoſtilities ; and laſt- 
« ly, if his Majeſty ſhould reſolve on , and 
< to _ of the Republic's mediation, ſhe 
© ought 


to puniſh thoſe who had diſturbed 
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© the public tranquillity, and by their continual 1502. 

« excurfions had hindered his Majeſty from ef- 

« fefting his good deſigns.” 

Mr. Morſtein did not reſt here; he writ back 

again, and once more defired his Majeſty to al- 

low him an audience; with aſſurances, that as 

ſoon as the negotiation ſhould be on foot, the 

Republic would not fail to puniſh thoſe who had 

the misfortune to diſpleaſe him by their conduct. 

The King remained unmoveable on this article: he 

ſent no anſwer to Morſtein, and gave him ſuffi- 

ciently to underſtand, that he would not fail to 
execute the reſolution he had taken. | 

An accident which happened to the King 
ſeemed likely to COIN all his great projects, 
his Majefty having the misfortune to break 
his left thigh 3 that unfortunate accident, which 
ſpread a conſternation through the whole army, 
n. by the following means. 

ount Stenbock, who was lately made Director- 

general of war, had formed a company of To- 
warches, which was compoſed of 150 men, all 
poor Poliſh Gentlemen, who were ordered to 
perform their exerciſes in his Majeſty's preſence. 
The Count putting himſelf at their head, to this 
purpoſe departed from Cracovia on a gallop, 
and paſſed by the King's tent at the inſtant "ta 
was fitting down to dinner; his Majeſty, inſtead 
of dining, ordered his horſe immediately to fol- 
low them; and being arrived at Morner's regi- 
ment, his horſe entangled himſelf in the lines of 
the tents, and falling on the King's left thigh, 
broke the bone quite off. | 

This unforeſeen accident brought tears into the 
eyes of all who were preſent, he alone ſeemed not 
to feel it ; and ee to thoſe who appeared the 
moſt frightened with wonderful reſolution, he told 
5 N 2 them 
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1702. them it was nothing, and would be eaſily cured; na 


one heard him complain, or give the leaſt token 
of that pain which he muſt neceſſarily endure. 

As he could not ſupport himſelf on his leg, 
ſome Drabans carried him into Mr. Morner's 
tent, where the ſurgeons applied their firſt reme- 


dies; from thence the King was carried into a 


houſe in the ſuburbs. And as this misfortune ' 
neceſſarily retarded the departure of the army, 
they were ſent into quarters in the town and the 
ſuburbs, the ſeaſon of the year not permitting 
them any longer to keep the field. 

The news of this fall ſoon became publick ; 
nor were any pains omitted to ſpread abroad that 
Charles XII. was dead; his enemies cauſed that 
news to be put in the foreign gazettes, It is cer- 
tain, that he appeared at firſt in extreme danger, 
which put all the army in a great conſternation. 
They were very much afraid of the coming on of 


a fever, which is common enough on ſuch occa- 


fions; at leaſt they thought he muſt paſs his 
Winter at Cracovia. But the King's excellent 
habit of body ſoon gave them comfort; and in 
about eight days he began to talk of his depar- 
cure. 
To make the King's voyage more commodi- 
ous, they had prepared ſome large vitines, in 
which they had built cabins for his Majeſty, and 
part of the court, in order to carry them by wa- 
ter; but the evening before his departure he 
changed his reſolution, and choſe forty-eight fol- 
diers of the guards, which were to carry him by 
turns on a bed, and to whom he gave every day 
of their march a crown a-head. The King found 
this way of carriage more convenient than à lit- 
ter, which would have ſhaken him too m 1 
| very, 
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Every thing being ready for the departure of 
the army, and the floats which the Colonels Axel 
Sarre and Rank had taken care to provide being 
got ready, four regiments of horſe were ordered 
to go before towards Sendomir, and the King

himſelf began his march with the reſt of the 


army. 


They encamped at Jpolomia, whence Count 


Jaſpar Sperling was detached with ſome hundred 
men over the river, to take up proviſions, and 
to cover on that fide the boats which came down 
from Cracovia, Some days before the King had 
given Count Zinzendorſt, who went to attend his 
Majeſty's arrival at Warſovia, an eſcort of fifty 
troopers, under the command of a Captain, to 
ſecure him from the inſults of the Poliſh parties; 
a regard, with which this Miniſter ſeemed high- 
ee and which he very publickly ex- 
tolled; 

The Princes Lubomirſti were much alarmed at 
the rout of our army, on account of their large 


eſtates on the Viſtula; and very far from conti- 


nuing obſtinate, as they had been, in the de- 
mand of 9000 ducats for the ranſom of Meſſ. 
Dabldorff and Roſenſtierna, who were taken by 
the Valoctes at Bocunia, Lubomirſki, the Great- 
chamberlain of the Crown, ſent them haſtily 
back to Igolomia, under an eſcort of ſome Tar- 
tars and his Aide-de-camp. 

Hie took this reſolution as ſoon as he ſaw the 
King's anſwer: to Mr. Dabldorff, who informed 
his Majefty of the pretenſions of the Lubomir/ez 
touching his ranſom z the King ſignified to Mr. 


Dabldorff, that if the Great-chamberlain refuſed - 


to ſet him and Mr. Roſenſtierna at liberty, he 


would entirely deftroy all his eſtates. Lubomirſti 


endeavoured to make a merit with his —_— 
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1702. of the liberty which he had granted theſe Gen- 
tlemen. He writ to Count Piper, that he had 
4 taken great care of the priſoners, and that he 
_— hoped they would ſhew the ſame tenderneſs to 
"MF his eſtate ; the rather, for thoſe reſpectful ſenti- 
ments, and that attachment, which he bore to 
his Majeſty, and his intereſt. This declaration 
of Lubomirſki carried no appearance of fincerity ; 
and it was very eaſy to obſerve, that his preſent 
circumſtances, and his own intereſt, had brought 
—_ him to this language : his Majeſty therefore con- 
—_ tented himſelf. with giving him for anſwer, 
1 that in ſending back the priſoners he had done 
no more than his duty, and that he ſhould fee 
if his future actions would verify the deſire which 
he expreſſed to gain his Majeſty's good graces. 
About this time the Coſſacks of the Ucrain, which 
were under a dependance on the Poles, having 
begun to ſtir up a great revolt, and kill their 
chiefs, who endeavoured to oppreſs them, en- 
tered, to the number af about 20,000 men, in- 
to Podolia, and cut off all thoſe Lords who had 
the misfortune to fall into their hands. Some 
rich and powerful perſons, who were enemies to 
the Gentlemen of the Country, were at the head 

of this revolt. 

It was plain by thoſe letters which we inter- 
cepted, that the Czar and King Auguſtus under- 
hand fomented this rebellion, with hopes, by 
thoſe means, to - oblige the Nobility to mount 
their horſes, and to bring them againſt the K 
of Sweden. This project had not the fucce 
which Auguſtus expected; nay, he had the mor- 
tification to ſee a reſolution taken in his preſence 
at Warſovia, to march a great part of the Crown 
Army, under the inferior General Siniaſſti, to 
reduce thoſe rebels. ln 
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In the mean time the King began viſibly to re- 1702. 
cover; and the army having marched from Igo- 
lemia to Pikari, (two leagues) he cauſed himſelf 
to be carried from regiment to regiment, by that 
means to viſit and encourage his Troops, who 
were yet alarmed with the danger to which his 
Majeſty was expoſed by his wound. The army 
remained at Prkari till the 29th of O#fober ; 
which time the King employed in ſettling the 
rout ; and it was agreed, that the troops ſhould 
march but flowly during the winter; and that 
they ſhould always chuſe the beſt places to re- 
poſe themſelves ſeveral days together. 

Auguſtus, on his fide, ſeeing the Diet which 
he had convened at War ſovia was like to produce 
him as little good as all the reft, the Senators 
and the greater part of the Nobility not comi 
thither, cauſed his army to march into Pol; 
Pruſſia, in order to put them into winter quar- 


ters, | | 

Ne ſoon followed them himſelf, and came to 

Thorn, where he was received with all the ho- x 
nours due to him. He knew ſo well how to 

gain on the Magiſtrates of that Town, by his 
eloquence and great civility, that they conſented, 

againſt their privileges, to receive a ſtrong gar- 

riſon of Saxons, to reinforce, as he pretended, 

thoſe of the town, in caſe of an attack. The 
Magiſtrates of Dantzick and Elbin, fearing to be 
ſurprized in the ſame manner, had the precau- 

tion hymbly to offer their towns to that King; 

with a requeſt, that he would come as Father of 

their country, and not as Sovereign. He, how- | | 
ever, obtained, by his preſence in theſe provinces, 

infinite advantages for his _—_ greater than he | 
could have had in Poland, had he remained there. | 


It muſt be, however, confeſſed, that they grant. 
I | 
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1702, ed him all this more through fear, than any loye 


they had for him. The Marquiſs of Heron, the 
French Ambaſſador, ſuffered: at that time a very 
ſenfible affront. The Emperor's Miniſter had 
a long time placed him in a bad light to King 
Auguſtus, who ſuſpected that he had by his in- 
trigues continued the war. Mr. Heron could 
not but obſerve the diſcontent of this Prince; 
and ſeeing himſelf treated with great coldneſs, 
he writ to the King of Sweden, defiring his leave 
to repair to him, which his Majeſty would not 
2 after having refuſed it to other foreign 

iniſters. King Auguſtus having been informed 
of this ſtep which that Miniſter had taken, for- 
bid him the Court, and ordered him to depart 
from Warſovia. Mr. Heron anſwered, that he 
did not think himſelf —_— to obey him, with- 
out an expreſs order from the Republic, to 
whom he was as well ſent by his maſter, as he 
was to his Majeſty. Auguſius was extremely 
ſhocked at the anſwer of this Miniſter ; and af- 
ter having repaired from Warſovia to Thorn, he 
gave orders to have him arreſted : one evening, 
as this Ambaſſador came out of the houſe of the 
Great-marſhal Bielinſta, where he had ſupped, 
twelve of the Body-guards ſeized his perſon ; 
and without giving him leave to- return home to 


ſettle his affairs, they carried him inftantly from 


Warſovia to Thorn, where he remained priſoner 
ſome time, and was from thence conducted thro 
all Germany, to the frontiers of France. 
The Marquiſs of Bonac, the French Envoy at the 
Court of Sweden, had at the fame time an acci- 
dent of much the fame nature. This Miniſter, 
after having ſtopped at Riga, according to the 
orders of the King his maſter, had ſet out for 
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Marſovia, without an eſcort, confiding in his 1702, 
character, which he thought would have pro- 
tected him from all inſults. At his approach to 
Kauro, he fell into the hands of Oginſti, who, 
without paying any reſpect to the right of na- 
tions, killed his valet-de-chambre, treated him 
23 a priſoner of war, and carried him about with 
him for ſome time. 

The moſt Chriſtian King, incenſed to the laſt 
degree at the inſolence of the Republic, in ſuf- 
fering ſuch violences to be committed on two 
of his Miniſters, though both of them had been 
ſet at liberty, demanded a publick ſatisfaction; 
and at the ſame time impriſoned all the Poles of 
diſtinction who were found in the provinces of 
France. | 

After his Swediſh Majeſty had ſettled the march 
of our army, he cauſed them to decamp from 
Pitari, and march to Przimakow, where they 
remained eight days together. 

The loſs of the battle of Embach had changed 
the face of affairs in Livonia, where Mr. Schlip= | 
penbach was no longer in a condition to keep the | 
field, till he had received a new reinforcement, | 
which he importunately ſolicited. The Czar, 
taking advantage of the weakneſs of the Swedes, 2 
cauſed his army to defile towards Ingria, to be- 
ſiege the little town of Noteburg, fituated on the | 
Meva, at the mouth of the lake Ladoga, which | 
is the key of Sweden, being her fartheſt fortreſs 
on that fide. We had ſome ſmall veſſels which | 
cruiſed thereabouts, but the enemy, whoſe forces 
were ſuperior to ours, obliged them to repaſs the | 
Nieva, and to retreat towards Hybourg, ſo that 
the Ruſſians became entire Maſters of Ladoga. | 


; Velt⸗ | 
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Velt-marſhal Scheremetof having approached 
this place with the Ruſſian army, detached on the 
26th of September, 400 of the Precbraſinſti guards 
to poſt themſelves before the place. Two hat- 
talions of the ſame regiment followed the fame 
evening, with all the army, and arrived there 
the next day. The Ruſſians preſently opened 
their trenches, and raiſed ſome forts, to prevent 
any ſuccours being conveyed into the town, 
However, three veſſels from Carelia, with ſome 
ſoldiers and proviſions, found means to get in. 
But to ſhut up this place the cloſer, and to hin- 
der it from receiving any future ſuccours, the ene- 
my cauſed 2000 men to paſs the Nieva on the 
30th, and take poſſeſſion of a fmall redoubt, ſi- 
tuated on the other fide, which ſome few ſoldiers 
who were there had abandoned. In this manner 
the town was ſhut up on all fides. 

The Muſcovites at the ſame time raiſed three 
batteries, placing.twelve mortars on the one, and 
mounting the two others with thirty-one pieces 
of cannon, the firſt with nineteen-pounders, the 
other with twelve twelve-pounders. From theſe 
batteries they made a continual diſcharge, which 
ſet the town on fire in ſeveral places. The 
Velt-marſhal afterwards having fummoned Go- 
vernor Sclippenbach to ſurrender, he demanded a 
four days truce, to ſend to Major-general Horn 
at Nerva, from whom he was to receive his or- 
ders. Sclippenbact not being able to obtain this 
favour, hoiſted the royal flag, as a ſignal of the 
extreme diſtreſs to which the place was reduced, 
and the neceſſity he had of immediate ſuccours, 

Major Sion was preſently detached with 400 
horſe, and four A to attack the be- 
fiegers on the fide of Carelia, and make his

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way into the town. In which attempt he at firſt 1702. 


ſucceeded well enough, having beat the enemy, 
who encountered him, back into their entrench- 
ments: but at the inftant that he entered them, 
with a deſign of _— himſelf maſter of them, 
he was attacked by all the forces of the beſiegers, 
with Colonel Konig/eck, whom the King of Po- 
land had ſent to the Czar, at their head. The 
Swedes now found themſelves obliged to retreat, 
with the loſs of their cannon, having had kar 
men killed, ſeveral wounded, and a Corporal, 
wth ſeven men, taken priſoners. A new bat- 
tery of fix pieces of cannon and two mortars, 
which was in readineſs ſome days after, was ap- 
pointed to fire on our veſſels, which lay at an- 
chor under the cannon of the town, but they 
did us no damage. 

The breach being now made, the enemy on 
the 10th of October, being Sunday, cauſed their 
troops to give us an affault, at a time when a 
fire raged in ſeveral quarters of the town, The 
attack was carried on with all the vigour ima- 
ginable 3 notwithſtanding which, the befiegers 


were © 20 2 with wonderful valour. So after a 


tight which laſted, without any diſcontinuance, 
from two in the morning till five in the evening, 
they were obliged to give us ſome reſt, after a 
very confiderable loſs. We now thought that 
they would return no more to the charge; but 


ſoon after, ſeeing them make diſpoſitions for a. 


new attempt, the Governor determined to beat a 
parly. He obtained an honourable capitulation, 
and was permitted to march out through the 
breach with forty men, which were all he had 
left, drums beating, colours flying, and to retire 


with four field-pieces to Nerva, whither he tranſ-. 


ported himſelf by water, with all his men, after 
EE 
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days (). | 

In Courland continual ſkitmiſhes paſſed be- 
tween our troops and the Lithuanians. Major 
Saſs, whom Colonel Poſ5 had detached from 
Rauſk „ ſurprized, at ſome diſtance from 
Pomuſt, four companies of Lithuanians, com- 
manded by one Goes, a Gentleman of Courland, 
whom he attacked, and entirely defeated. 

The enemy having poſted themſelves ſome 
days afterwards in the caſtle of Dobeln, whence 
they made excurſions into all the adjacent parts, 
Lieutenant-colonel Vennerſtedt was ordered to 
diſlodge them, with a conſiderable detachment, 
with ſome cannon and mortars. He departed 
from Mitiau on the 17th in the evening, and the 
next day preſented himſelf before Dobeln. On 
his arrival he found the enemy were retreated, 
having left ſome few of their men behind them, 
whom he made priſoners. 

On the other fide, the Regimentaries Vaſinſti 
and Nugſiewitx, after having burnt the Lordſhips of 
the Sapieba in Samogitia, made an excurſion into 
Courland, taking their way through Schrunden, 
They inveſted Goldingen with 2000 men, 600 of 
which made themſelves maſters of the town, and 
took there Lieutenant Deſſon, who, however, 
eſcaped from them by means of a fally which 
Captain Aderkaſs made from the caſtle with 30 
horſe. The Captain diſperſed them, and forced 
them to retreat, after leaving ſeveral killed and 
wounded on the ſpot. The next day, on an ac- 
count that Colonel Patkul was approaching from

The Swediſb army decamped on the 20th of 
Ofober from Przimakow, and advanced twol 
and a half, which 1s a little diſtante from the 
town of Yi/iicza, formerly famous in the laſt Po- 
Ii war, in the time of Charles Guſtauus. Two 
days afterwards the King detached Count Sten- 
bock, with 2200 horſe and foot, to paſs the Yi» 
fnls, and levy contributions in the adjacent 
He advanced as far as Lemberg, and taxed the 
lands in grievous ſums, eſpecially. thoſe of the 
Princes Lubomirſti, and their adherents, to force 
them to give the King ſatisfaction, and quit Au- 


s party. | 

Theſe Lords were the more alarmed, as the 
Count threatened, in caſe of refuſal, to put all 
to fire and ſword. Theſe menaces brought from 
them all kind of ſubmiſſions, by which they 
hoped to ſoften his Majeſty. 

Mr. Stenbock neglected - nothing to gain over 
the Nobility of the country, ufing gentle methods 
with ſome, and rigorous with others. The 
methods which he took produced all the effects 
which he could defire. The Nobility, on all 
fides, ſent back the Swed;ſb priſoners which they 
had taken in ſeveral rencounters; the whole, in- 
cluding thoſe which General Brand had made, 
amounting to upward of 400 men. | 

The better to ſubfiſt the army, the King made 
them. take different routs, keeping no more than 
the Drabans, and the regiment of Foot-guards, 
near his perſon. ' He made the army march in 
62: columns, 
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1702, columns, himſelf marching to Pierzicz (three 


leagues.) Here Mr. Meyerfeld, who command- 
ed the party which had hitherto remained at 
Opatowitz, joined us, with thoſe other offi. 
cers and Saxon ſoldiers, which had been taken 
priſoners at Pinſchow, and which were entirely 
cured of their wounds. The King gave them 
money for their journey, and ſent them all back 
to Saxony. | 

As to the other wounded Saxons, who were 


not yet recovered, his Majeſty had the goodneſs 


to put them with our own wounded men, on 
the vetines commanded by Mr. Sparre; and 
which were yet but a few leagues from Cracovia, 
becauſe the waters of the Viſtula were very low. 
The Colonel, the better to ſubſiſt his ſick and 
his detachment, ſent out parties on every ſide to 
raiſe contributions. He alſo ſold to that pur- 
poſe, at a very moderate price, a great quantity 
of ſalt, which he had taken from the falt-pits of 
Bochnia, belonging tb the demeſns of the King 
of Poland. As ſoon as the water began to riſe he 
continued his voyage for Ca/mir, where he 
placed both the Swedes and Saxons in the town, 
to be there plead "IE cured. 

Auguſtus, who remained ſtill in Pruſſia, had 
little reaſon to be pleaſed with what now paſſed 
in his kingdom. This King, enraged that the 
Nobility of Great Poland appeared ſo attached 
to the King of Sweden, eſpecially the Count Le/- 
zinſki, who, after the battle of Clio, had open- 
ly declared for his Swediſh Majeſty, detached 
8000 men to bring theſe nobles back to their 


duty. | 
Theſe troops lived at diſcretion on the lands 
of the nobility, in which they committed terri- 
ble diſorders, and unheard-of violences, by that 
means 
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means ſo incenſed them, that Count Leſinſti, 1701. 
putting himſelf at the head of ſome tooops, fell 
on ſeveral Saxon parties, in different places, and 
defeated them. On the other ſide, the Staroſt 
Gembiſki ſurprized Ægidii, a Saxon Colonel, de- 
feated all his party, and killed him with his own 
hand, becauſe he had put his brother under arreſt. 
The Cardinal, who had long diſpleaſed King 
Auguſtus, felt, with ſeveral others, the effect of 
his anger. That King having raiſed more than 
60,000 crowns of contribution on his eſtate, he 
complained bitterly ;; but finding that did him no 
ſervice, he writ the King a very ſevere letter, 
which was all the revenge he could get. In the 
mean time the King of Sweden was entirely cured 
of his hurt, ſo that he could walk in his cham- 
ber, by the aſſiſtance of his ſtaff. When the 
army decamped from Pierſzicz, he would try to 
mount his horſe, but was ſoon obliged to diſ- 
mount, The army marched thence (two leagues) 
to Oleſniga, where they reſted ſome time. 
On the 4th of November Captain Funk was 
detached from the army, with 200 dragoons, 
towards Sendomir, to eſtabliſh a magazine there; 
and the King following with his column, ar- 
nved the 2 if of the ſame month at Sczeka (two 
leagues,) and the next day marched two leagues 
farther to Nawodzic. + 1 
Here General Maidel joined his Majeſty. He 
came from Riga through Lithuania, with his re- 
{nent of dragoons, a great number of recruits 
or the army, and three regiments of horſe, viz. 
that of the Swedi/b Nobility, and thoſe of Craus 
and Pattul. The two laſt had remained conti- 
nually in Samegitia and Lithuania, to cover the 
territories of the Sapicha ; but being now ordered 
5 to join the army, the Great- general Sapieba 
> O thought 
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1702, thought himſelf no longer fecure ; and therefore 
| that he might not live at the mercy of Oginſt 
and Wiſniowiſti, he followed theſe regiments 
with a fmall body of two or three thouſand men, 
and arrived at the fame time with them at the 
King's quarters, whom he attended ever after- 
wards, throwing his fortune entirely upon his au- 
guſt protector. 
In the mean time Count Senboc had ſeveral 
diſputes with the nobility of Riſia and Volbinia. 
——_ He arreſted the Waivode of this latter province, 
= who having refuſed to pay contributions, was 
"I afterwards obliged to buy his liberty with a very 
large ranſom. 

As the nobility were very turbulent, the Count 
aſked them, whether they intended to declare 
= for the King of Sweden, or againſt him, and in- 
_ ſiſted on a categorical anfwer. They were very 

* much perplexed with this queſtion, eſpecially the 

Lubomirſti, who were in great fears for their 
eſtates, which they inceſſantly entreated might 
be ſpared. They aſſembled at Reiſna to debate 
on an anſwer, the reſult of which we ſhall ſee 


=_ hereafter. 
= The King continuing his march, arrived the 
_—— 4th of December at Gorciczani, half a league from 
„ Sendomir, the capital of the Palatinate of that 
0 name, ſituated on the Viſtula, where there had been 
2 5 a caſtle, which Charles Guſtavus blew up, and of 
. which, at this day, there remains nothing but 
— the ruins. The King, after a ſhort ſtay here, 
_ gave orders to Baron Rheinſchild, a Lieutenant- 
= general, to march, with part of his army, to- 


wards Warſovia, to cover the aſſembly of the 
nobility, which the Cardinal had convened there, 
and to be ready to aſſiſt that of Great-Poland a- 
gainſt the Saxons, . 


Some 
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Some days afterwards his Majeſt ed by 7102. 
Sendomir, and marched towards ne fp — 
finding himſelf entirely recovered of his fall, he 
threw away his crutches, mounted his hotſe, and 
began as uſual to fatigue himſelf, and viſit the 
quarters of his troops. All the army ſhewed an 
inexpteſſible Joy. at the diſſipation of that long 
fear in which the accident that happened to that 
illuſtrious hero had held them. | 2 
Neither the bad weather, nor the frequent 
ſtorms, attended with hail and ſnow, which fell 
i abundance, nor, in a word, the ſevere and 
ſharp winter, could hinder the King, who was 
but juſt recovered from his fall, from payin 
regular viſits every day to the ſeveral quarters 6 
the army. The troops were now encamped a- 
bout Zavigeſt, which is fituated on the Vifula, 
and where Charles Guſtavus, King of Sweden, the 
Grand- father of our hero, was joined, in 1657, 
by Rapot/ti, the Prince of Traw/ilvania, at the 
head of a numerous atmy of Hungarians and 
acts. Here we temmairied during the Chriſt. 
mar; after which his Majeſty paſſed the Yiftuls 
with the reſt of his army; leaving behind him 
only ſome regiments, which afterwatds paſſed 
the river about Caſimir. | 
About this time our moore were much haraſſed 
in different places by the L7thuanians. Mr. Stu. 
art detached ſeveral parties to give them chaes. 
Captain Hammelſtierna, who was poſted at Dobely, 
being Tomei by Cornet Aurep, encountered them 
near Sehagern, killed 30, and made 161 prifors 
ers. Some days afterwards, the Lithuamans hav. 
ing ſhut up, at Lamberts-hoff near Bauſte, Liew- 
tenarit-colone? Brachner, who was raifingf con- 
tributions, he tepulſed 3 with gteat bravery, 
FESS LIAN 2d 2 put 
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put them to flight, and ſafely joined our detach- 
ment from Bauſtenburg. | | 

On another fide, Major Mentzer ſurprized a 
great number in a place, where they had got to- 
gether a magazine, put all whom he met with to 
the ſword, and carried off their whole magazine 
of proviſion. Major Meyerfelt, brother to the 
Colonel of that name, and who was in garriſon 
at Seelburg, performed ſuch another exploit a 
few days afterwards, having beat a Lithuanian 
party from Bandomir, who were returning to Li- 
vonia with a great booty, which he took from 
them, after having routed them. 

Livoma after this was quiet enough for ſome 
months, whilſt Ingria, on the contrary, became 
the bloody theatre of the moſt barbarous trage- 
dies, which were there acted by the Rufhans. 
After having burnt the villages of Zola, Kulla, 
Allekulja, Onekulla, and Meinbulla, ſeveral mills, 
and the garden of the ſenate of Narva or Rath, 
they ſurprized, with ſome thouſand horſe, on 
the 4th of January, a little after midnight, the 
advanced poſts at Narva, and penetrated quite 
into the ſuburbs. To bring the inhabitants out 
of their houſes, they made uſe of a ſtratagem, 
crying out in the French tongue, Let us ſave our- 
ſelves, my friends, the Ruſſians are a-coming ; which 
expedient had ſuch ſucceſs, that theſe poor peo- 
— having opened their gates, were all inhuman- 

y maſſacred, without any diſtinction of age or 
ſex.” The few troops which were in the ſuburbs 
made all the reſiſtance they could, but were with 
great violence driven back to the counterſcarp, 
after a very ſtout fight. 

The Ruſſians, as ſoon as this expedition was 
over, ſeeing the whole garriſon ready to attack 
them, retreated, with all their dead, after hav- 

| ing 
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miſchief, and exerciſed all forts of cruelties. 

The King continued his march the 3d of Ja- 
uary, on the road of Lublin towards Dzircow:z- 
24 (four leagues.) Here his Majeſty met the 
two Potocki, ſons of the Great-general of the 
Crown, who had audience of his Majeſty, and 
very humbly begged his protection. Hs Majeſty 


received them very graciouſly, and made them a 


very confiderable preſent of money; which they 
ſo ill requited, that inſtead of employing it, as they 
had promiſed, in raiſing men for his Majeſty's 
ſervice, they put it to a quite contrary uſe. 

At this time Count Szenbock returned from his 
expedition, with advice that the aſſembly at 


Wifnia had at laſt declared for his Majeſty, and 


had already named Deputies to demand his pro- 
tection, in the names of the nobility of Volbinia 
and of Ruſſia. Count Stenbock was now ordered 
to write to the Magiſtrates of the town of Lublin, 
to ſignify to hone Majeſty's diſſatisfaction, at 
the injuſtice the inhabitants had done the year 
before to General Morner, as he was paſſing with 
his body of the army near the town; for which 
they were taxed at 50,000 crowns as a penalty; 
and Colonel Meyerfelt, with ſome foot and dra- 
goons, were ſent to raiſe it. {ap 

The army decamped on the 12th, and march- 
ed to Krezniza, a Gentleman's houſe, near the 
little town of Belziz (three leagues ;) from thence 
to Wotgechoww (one league,) „ Boda, to Lublin, 
where the Magiſtrates came out to meet the 
King. He marched through the town with his 
amy, and encamped at 7acobow:1z, a caſtle ſitu- 
ated half a league from Lublin, and which be- 
longs to Prince Lubomirſei. Here the King fixed 
tus head quarters, and diſtributed the Drabans, 
O 3 with 
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1702. with the regiment of guards, among the villages 


and neighbouring houſes. | s 

Some days afterwards his Majeſty diſpatched 
an expreſs, with a Letter to the Cardinal, in the 
following terms.

The Cardinal, who arrived the 26th of Jann 
ary at Warſovia, having received this letter, and 
being incenſed, as we have already ſeen, againſt 
King Auguſtus, publiſhed an order, conveni 
the Convocation on the 5th of February: whi 
order contained in ſubſtance what follows. 
That he lamented the negligence and inſen- 
* ſibility of the Poles, who looked without emo- 
tion on the ruin of their country, which was 
become a prey to foreign troops, and a jeſt to 
* her neighbours. That they appeared to have 
* neither the laws, nor the juſtice, nor the liber- 
* ty, nor the coutage, nor, indeed, 'any of the 
+ virtues of their anceſtors, That nothing was 
to be found among them but + ms ; — de- 
jection; they being all diſperſed, and keeping 
. f 504 9 themſelves 
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< themſelves at a diftance, as if they had no con- 
* cern in the deſtruction of the Kingdom. 
That he had repaired to War/ovia to con- 
ſult with the Pope's Nuncio, and the other fo- 
reign Miniſters, on ſome means to remedy ſuch 
prefling evils ; but they had all aſſured him 
that it was impoſſible to find any, unleſs the 
Poles themſelves would ſet their hands to the 
work. That therefore, for the diſcharge of 
his conſcience, and by the authority inherent 
in his dignity, he convened all the Senators, 
and thoſe who had been Deputies to treat of a 
peace, to Warſovia, on the 5th of February, 
that they might deliberate. on the beſt means 
of ſaving the Republic, and appeaſing the tu- 
mults with which ſhe was agitated, c. 
Very few, however, of the Grandees repaired 
to Varſovia. The Great-treaſurer Count Etienn 
Leſzinſki, and Sapieha the Great-treaſurer of Li- 
tbuania, were almoſt the only perſons there: fo 
that the Cardinal was obliged to adjourn the al- 
ſembly to the 27th of March, and thence to the 
16th of April. | | 
The cauſe that the convocation came to ſo lit- 
tle was, the Senatus Concilium, which King Au- 
guſtus had appointed at Thorn the 16th of March, 
and which he removed to Marienburg, for the 
conveniency of the quarters. This King, being 
diſſatisfied with the Cardinal's conduct, taxed 
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him in his turn with partiality to the Swedes, and 


accuſed him of being the cauſe, by his obſtinacy, 
of all the confufion and troubles which had raged 
in Poland. He concluded with ſaying, that it 
did not belong to the Cardinal to call a congreſs; 
and that the aſſembly at War/ſovis was contrary 
to his rights, and the direct way to overturn the 
ſtate, : | |

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Towards the end of the month the Deputies 1702. 
of the Palatinate of Ruſſia, in conformity with 
the decree of the aſſembly at Viſnia, fearing to 
be ſacked, as they were threatened, came to Ja- 
cobowitz, and had an audience of the King, 
who took them under his protection; and after 
a gracious reception, ſent them back with a very 
favourable anſwer. | 

Hoſtilities continued daily between the parties 

of the two armies. In Courland, General Stuart 
detached Lieutenant-colonel Bruchner, with ſome 
troops, to oppoſe Ogin/iz's party. He met with 
fix companies at Faniſta, put 100 of their men 
to the ſword, made nine priſoners, took two 
ſtandards, twenty-four lances or Copres, three 
pair of kettle-drums, two trumpets, and above 
300 horſes, with ſome other booty. 

A few days afterwards Count Adam Lowen- 
baupt, entring Lithuania with a detachment, ſur- 
priſed, under -the favour of a thick miſt, four 

companies of Lithuantans, which guarded an ad- 
vanced poſt before Faniſta; he killed forty, made 
ſeveral priſoners, and carried off a ſtandard, with 
two pair of kettle-drums. Thoſewho eſcaped hav- 
ing carried the alarm to Oginſti, that command- 
er retreated haſtily, without drawing far, how- 
ever, from Janiſta, which was in the- poſſeſſion 
of Lowenhaupt. The enemy, on their fide, ſome 
days afterwards attacked a ſmall party detached 
from Jani ſta to raiſe proviſions, but were repulſed, 
_ the loſs of two Captains, and ſome ſoldiers 

Whilſt theſe were haraſſing each other, King 
Auguſtus ſet all his engines to work to gain over 
the Nobility and Senators aſſembled at Marien- 

Z. This aſſembly was very numerous; nor 
yere * Auguſtus's endea vours abſolutely vain. 

| | The 
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1703. The Crown-army under Prince Lubomirſti the 


Great General, who remained faithful to him, 
notwithſtanding the deſolation of his territories, - 
ſent Deputies to aſſure his Poljb Majeſty, that 
they were reſolved to ſacrifice under him their 
lives and fortunes for the maintenance of the Re- 
publick and their religion. The whole army 
then took an oath of fealty, according to a for- 
mulary which King Azguſius drew up, as well 
for the Generals of the Crown, as the ſubalterns 
and ſoldiers. | 

At the fame time Prince Lubomirſti publiſhed 
with the found of trumpets in the city of Lo. 
old, at Reſchow, and other places, that the No- 
bility ſhould mount their horſes within a month's 
time, in order to join the Crown-army againſt 
the Swedes, under pain of being declared guilty 
of high treaſon, traitors to their country, and 
puniſhed accordingly. 

This affair was brought on the tapis in the 


Diets of all the Palatinates, where they deli 


berated on the choice of Deputies, which were 
to be ſent to Marienburg. The Palatinate of 
Lublin did not dare to declare herſelf openly, on 
account of the Swediſh garriſon which was in 
that capital, and the near neighbourhood of our 
army. They however aſſembled ſome of the 
Nobility, who demanded an audience of the 
King of Sweden, which favour his Majeſty will- 
ingly granted them, and promiſed them his pro- 
tection, which they defired. 

Count Stenbock having finiſhed his levy of con- 
tributions, followed his Majeſty with his troops; 
and paſſing near Zameſe, a town included in the 
number ” the fortreſſes of Poland, a great man 
of the Nobility, who were fled hither with 
their effects, were ſtrangely alarm'd with the ap- 

| prehenfion 
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prehenſion of an attack by the Count; which 170g. | 


fear carried them to ſet fire to the ſuburbs, and 
to rely entirely on the defence of the place, 
which they were reſolved to make in the beſt 
manner poſſible. But the Count paſſed by them, 
contenting himſelf with laying all the country 
under contribution, which he continued to do 
till he at length joined his Majeſty's army. 

Some days afterwards the King detached Lieu- 
tenant- Colonel Charle Gabriel Horn, with the re- 
giment of foot of Pomerania, towards Breſzi/zi, 
to ſecure that important paſs, which is ſituated 
on the confines of Poland and Litbuania; and the 
ſame . e Majeſty, after a ſtay of ſix weeks 
at Facobowitz, marched{ (3 leagues) to Lewar- 


thoff. | 
Yar Robinſon, the Enghſh Envoy, who 'came 


to ſpeak. with the King, met him half way, at- 
tended by ſeveral Generals. This Miniſter had 
no ſooner ſaluted his Majefty, but he demanded 
his permiſſion immediately to diſcloſe the orders 
of the Queen his Miftreſs ; to which the King 
conſented, and remained uncoverd while Mr. 
Robinſon made his ſpeech in the Swediſh language, 
which he ſpoke perfectly well, having been a 
long time a Reſident at the Court of Sweden. As 
the King well knew this Minifter, he gave him a 
very gracious anſwer; nor could he keep himſelf 
from laughing at the pleaſant fi which he 
made, having turned the fur of his Peli, as 
well as his cap, on the out-fide, which, joined to 
the great high road where this ſudden audience was 

gven, put the King into a very good humour. 
The day after his Majeſty arrival at Lewar- 
{boff he perceived in himſelf ſome ſymptoms of 
a fever z but as this flight indiſpoſition produced 
*, mQ 
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1703 no ill conſequence, the army continued their 


march, and encamped at Czermenick (3 leagues,) 
after having paſsd the little river Wieper, which 
empties itſelf into the Viſtula. 

The fame day the council of Marienburg was 
opened; it was in ſome reſpects imperfect, as 
well through the abſence of the Primate, as of 
ſeveral other Senators, who excuſed themſelves 
from coming, on account of the Saxon garriſon, 
which hindered the freedom of their debates. 
Auguſtus however propoſed to them ſeven arti. 
cles, of which the following is the ſubſtance. 


1. What was to be done for the defence of 
the Kingdom and the Republick, ſince there was 
no longer appearance of peace. 

2. What means were to be. employed to op- 
poſe the Diet which had been convened at War- 
ſovia to the prejudice of his Majeſty's rights, and 
to the ſubverſion of the State. | 

3. What method they ſhould take to puniſh 
the adherents to and ſupporters of the Swediſb par- 
ty, who ſtubbornly perſiſted in their deſigns. 

4. If any regard ſhould be had to the demand 
of ſome of the Palatinates, who deſired the call- 
ing of a general Diet. 

5. How to encourage more and more the 

army of the Crown, and accommodate their Ge- 
nerals. 
6. If alliances ſhould be made with the neigh- 
bouring powers who mediated them, offering 
ſuccours of troops and money, and in what 
manner their offers ſhould be accepted. 

7. It was propoſed to ſettle their limits with 
the Turks. 


After eight days deliberation on what was to 


be done in the preſent unhappy conjuncture, the

This convention was figned by all the. aſſem- 
bly, except the Biſhop and the Palatine of Culm,

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This King, who continued to advance towards 
Warſovia, marched through Razin ( 1+ league) 
to Lukow (3 leagues,) thence to YWiſniow (1: 
league.) But ſcarce had he quitted Lublin, when 
Potacti, who had made him ſuch fine promiſes 
began his hoſtilities, by diſturbing the Swedzþ 
poſts in the very fuburbs of that town, where 
Colonel Meyerfeld had remained with ſome 
troops; and as this Colonel was eſcorting the 
contributions which that town had been obliged 
to-furniſh, Potocki, whoſe courage was perhaps 
ſomething elevated with the hopes of carrying 
off that ſum, continually haraſſed this detach- 
ment m their long marches towards Cazimir, 
but that in ſo weak a manner, that, through the 
great care and vigilance of Mr. Meyerfeld, they 
arrived ſafely at Cazimir with all the baggage, 
and without the loſs of a fingle man. 

At Cazimir they met the Vitines which had 
carried the trophies and fick upon the Viſtula; Mr. 
Meyerfeld joined them, and continuing his march 

the river fide for their ſecurity, they all 
arrived fafe at V arſovia, without having loſt the 
leaſt thing by all the efforts of Potocti to traverſe 
them and give them diſturbance. 

On the 13th of March the King decamped 
from Wiſniow, and marched to Zehſchow (three 
! ,) where the army remained ſome days ; 
and afterwards to Ceglow ( 2 4 leagues,) and 
thence through the town of Mincko to Ofniow, 
which is three leagues from War ſovia. g

With this view he took with him his beft 
troops, and went directly to Birſen, which he 
took poſſeſſion of, tho? that town belonged to 
the houſe of Neuburg. He refolved at the fame 
time to draw thither a body of 3000 Ruſhan 
foot, which had been in winter-quarters at Dru- 
gen near the Duna, flattering himſelf, that with 
this reinforcement he ſhould be able to form a 
good garriſon, and to aſſure himfelf a retreat 


Wee fuld be able wo refit aff our r. 


As this neighbourhood muſt have given great 
diſturbance to our troops in Courland, Baron 
Stuart, their Governor-General, being defirous 
to prevent the Ruſſians who were on their march 
towards Birſen, took a reſolution to ſend thither 
a large detachment, which were to make them- 
ſelves maſters of that town before their arrival. 
To this purpoſe Count Adam Lomenbaupt, a Co- 
lonel, who was poſted in Samqgitia, ten 
only from Birſen, received. orders to march thi- 
ther with all expedition, and in caſe he ſhould 
find the Ruſſians already entered, to endeavour 
to bring them. to a general engagement. Colonel 
Cloot was fent at the fame time to reinforce him; 
he was to join him without delay with fome ar- 
tillery and 400 foot, which Count Frolich had 
dawn out of the garrifons of Riga and Mitran.

mal attack. But nothing retarded fo much the 
Count's march, as the horrible defiles and almoſt 
impaſſable roads through which he was obliged 


to paſs, which gave the Ruſſians time to get into 


Birſen when our troops were about 4 leagues off 
Mr. Stuart having received advice, and know. 
ing likewiſe ſome what of himſelf, that theſe 
were ſome of the Czar's beſt troops, being old 
Strelizes, which were very full of bravery, and 
who had ſerved in the laſt war againſt the Turk, 
ſent the Count orders to return the ſame way he 
came, the rather, as ſeveral of our men were ſick 
through the fatigue of their tireſome march. 
The enemy looking on this retreat as a flight, 
marched out of Birſen to the number of 6000 
and odd hundred men, both Ruſſians and Lithu- 
anians, with ſome artillery, to cut off the Counts 
ire“ whom they encountered near Salat. 
hey preſently poſſeſſed themſelves of all fides 


of the wood through which he was to paſs, and 


ſhewed themſelves only in platoons, to make 


him quit his advantage, and draw him to an en- 


gagement. Lowenhaupt obſerving their defign, 
preſently recalled all his detached parties, and 
that night lodged himſelf with his men in the 
beſt manner he could in the little village of 
Salat, and held himſelf ready againſt all events. 
The enemy, tho' much his ſuperior in ſtrength, 
made no motion, but contented themſelves with 
kindling large fires, to preſerve themſelves from 
the cold, which was then very piercing. The

themſelves in battalia on the other ſide, where 
they ſtood expecting us. The Count, who had 


with him about 1000 men only in a condition of 


bghting, paſsd the river likewiſe, and drew up 
in one line, mixing his foot with his horſe. The 


e was placed in the rear, and formed the

— line. The Rigſſians under the command 
of the two Colonels Nize/chof and Protopon had 
the precaution to barricade themſelves with their 
Wagons, which they guarded on the outſide 
with Chevaux de friſe, and within by their artil- 
lery. The Poles were on the two wings, com- 
manded by the Regimentary Gordon and two 
Gentlemen, whoſe names were Karper. 
Count Lowenbaupt, being advanced within can- 
non-ſhot, gave orders to attack the Ruſſians in 
_= intrenchments. At 3 ſame a 7 the 
oles began to charge our left wing under Colo- 
nel Cloot, who received them BY briſkly, and 
gave them ſo many home charges, that they 
were obliged to retreat in confuſion, Whilſt our 
left wing under the command of Count Lowen- 
baupt continued advancing, 6 or 700 Poles, who 
were in the dreſs of German dragoons, and who 
attempted to take us on our flank, were like- 
_ repulſed with loſs by our cannons and gra- 
es. 

Lieutenant- Colonel Baneer, having had two 
horſes killed under him, put himſelf at the head 
of the infantry with Major Wrangel, who was

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killed ſoon afterwards, and marched ſword in 


hand towards the Rigſians, who were intrenched 
up to their teeth behind their waggons. As 
there were a great number of them, they made 


a terrible fire, but without effe&, moſt of their 
ſhots flying over the Swedes, who were now 


aſcending a hill, at the top of which the enemy 
was barricaded, Our fire, on the contrary, did 
great execution, very few ſhots miſcarrying ; 
and our foot, having at laſt broke through and 
forced their intrenchments, began to make a 
dreadful execution, in ſpite of all the vigorous 
reſiſtance of the Ruſſians, who, ſeeing themſelves 
preſſed and loſt, fought with the but-ends of 
their muſquets, halberds, and pikes, and at laſt 
threw themſelves under the waggons, where 
they made a moſt deſperate defence. 

The long pikes of our foot were now ſo ex- 
tremely uſeful, that the Ruſſians, ſeeing them- 
ſelves unable to make any longer reſiſtance, took 
to their heels in the rear of their intrenchments, 
and fled in great confuſion through the village 
of Ziaggerini, which is fituated Bs mules off 
towards Birſen, Great numbers of them were 
killed in their flight; and it is certain, that not 
one would have eſcaped if the Count had had 
more horſe, the whole complement which he 
had with him amounting only to $00 men. 

As to the Poles, they & not the leaſt mo- 
tion during the whole action, contenting them- 
ſelves vie very quietly looking on ; but as the 
Count did not know what might be their inten- 
tion, he called back thoſe who had purſued the 
enemy, and preſently drew up all his men in 
order, that he might be ready in caſe they ſhould 
think proper to attack him a ſecond time. But 
as they thought of nothing leſs than fo raſh an 


enterprize, 
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enterprize, after they had obſerved our diſpoſi- 170g. 


tion, and e together thoſe Ruſſians who 
| had had the good fortune not to fall into our 
hands, they ran away full ſpeed, and by that 
means about noon put an end to a very obſtinate 
and bloody battle. 

The Count now ordered a double difcharge of 
16 pieces of cannon, as a ſignal of his victory, 
and then commanded his men to conduct all 
the wounded to Ziaggerini, together with all the 
cannon and the trophies, which conſiſted of 12 
braſs culverins and field-pieces, 1058 ſmall ban- 
ners of taffety or damaſk, embroider'd with gold, 
filver, and filk, and 33 drums, without reckon- 
ing the reſt of the booty, which was confidera- 

e. 

Six hundred Muſcovites were ſlain on the ſpot, 
beſides thoſe killed in the flight; ſo that of all 
this body, 1200 Ruſſians only returned to Birſen, 
having loft in this rencounter a Colonel, a Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel, and ſeveral other officers. Of 
all the priſoners we ſpared only eight. On our 
fide 2 Majors and 40 men were killed, and about 
100 officers and ſoldiers wounded. 

The night after the battle the Count remained 
in the village, and gathered together his dead 
and wounded ; the next day he decamped on his 
return through Bauſe to Mittau.

This victory, gained over an enemy fix times 
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The King was now at Okmiow ; but being de- 
firous to ſpeak with the Cardinal, he ſet out with 
a few attendants for Warſovia, and had an inter- 
view with that Prelate at Villanova, where the 
conference laſted three hours, namely, from four 
in the afternoon till ſeven. 

Immediately after this interview, General 
Rbeinſchild was ordered to march with his army 
towards Rava and Lenzici, We have already 
remarked, that this General, when he quitted 
the King at Sendomir, had ſet out to cover the 
aſſembly of the Nobility, convened at Warſovia. 
He had paſſed through Janotitꝝ by Radom, and 
came to Blonia the gth of January, where he had 
canton*'d his army in the adjacent houſes and 
villages. The 16th of the ſame month he de- 
tached Lieutenant-Colonel Rothlieb with 200 


horſe towards Zukazow, who defeated a party of 


Poles and Saxons in a little town called Clodowa, 
and took a Captain and two Lieutenants, with 
22 Pancernes. 

Rheinſchild having received orders to march 
towards Rava, decamped from Blonia, and arri- 
ving at Rava the 24th of March, he quartered 
his troops in the neighbourhood of that town; 
and judging that it would be convenient to pre- 
pare a magazine at Wladiſiaw, ſituated on the 
Viſtula and on the road to Thorn, he detached 
Major Laurence Creutz with 270 horſe to poſſeſs 
himſelf of that place, and preſently to get toge- 
ther whatever might be neceſſary for the ſub- 
fiſtence of the troops, in caſe his Majeſty ſhould 
take that road ; and as he apprehended a ſur- 
prize from the enemy, Colonel Lillieboct was 
ordered ſome days afterwards to reinforce him 
with his regiment of foot. | 1 
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As ſoon as the floats were arrived at Warſovia, 1703. | 
the King went to Prague to ſee them, and cauſed (| 
a bridge to be thrown over the Viſtula, at the 1 
fame place where he had paſſed before, which - {| 
was perfected in a few days. His Majeſty was | 
now again attacked with ſome feveriſh ſymptoms, 
which did not however prevent him from con- 
tinuing his exerciſes, which, joined to his excel- 
lent habit of body, contributed much to the en- 
tire re-eſtabliſhment of his health. | 

The King, having decamped from Okniow on 
the 7th of April with the Court and Drabans, 
took up the ſame quarters at Prague which he 
had been in the preceding year, and gave ſome 
days afterwards a publick audience to the Impe- 
ral, French, Engliſh, and Dutch Miniſters. 

The army having followed his Majeſty, all 
the regiments were diſtributed near the town 
ae” in the ſuburbs - TRI, the better to

The King, burning with impatience to come to 
blows with the enemy, thought on all imagina- 
ble methods to oblige them to defend them- 
ſelves and ſtand their ground: To this purpoſe 
commanding Prince Vurtemburg and ſome others 
to follow him, he repaired to the Bug, from 
whence he could reconnoitre the Saxon camp, the 

ht of which extremely animated him ; but 
whilſt he was riding backwards and forwards, 
the better to remark their fituation and the 
ground thereabouts, he perceived at a diſtance 
a Saxon Corporal with ſome Dragoons, who had 
paſſed the river in queſt of ſome proviſions in a 
1 village. The King preſently pur- 
ſued them, but could take no more than two, 
the Corporal with the reſt having had time to 
recover their boat and fave themſelves. His 
Majeſty, on his return to Varſovia, being firmly 
reſolved to attack the enemy, ſet his men to 
work about a bridge which was to be thrown 
over the Bug, and at the fame time gave private 
orders to get together all the boats which they 
could find, ſmall and great, to place them on 
waggons, and, when every an was ready, to 
carry them to Nowodwor, a vi age where the 
Bug diſcharges itſelf into the Viſtula, and where 
Charles Guſtavus King of Sweden had formerly 
paſſed that river, and defeated his enemies. 

Whilſt theſe preparations were carrying on, 
his Majeſty made a promotion of General-Offi- 
cers. Lieutenant-General Rhein/child was made 
General of horſe ; Lieutenant-General Liewen, 


General of foot; and the Major-Generals Nei- 


del, Stuart, and Stromberg, were made Lieute- 
nant-Generals, Some days afterwards Count 
| Morſtein, 
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Morſtein, who had been deputed by the aſſembly 1703. 
at Sendomir in the quality of firſt Ambaſſador to 
his Majeſty from the Republick, arrived at Mari- 
enburg with two other of our Commiſſaries, name- 
ly, Zudowſty, Enſign of Cracovia, and Stephen 
unt of Leznic Leſcinſty, according to the fixth 
article of the reſult of the council which they had 
held. They demanded an audience of his Ma- 
jeſty, which was granted them; but as their 
ropofitions were by no means agreeable to that 
Fatisfaction and ſecurity which he required, they 
received the next day a very ſhort anſwer, by 
which they were given to underſtand that his 
Majefty apprehended, that the Orders or Mem- 
bers of the Republick would have immediately 
entered on ſuch meaſures as might have pro- 
duced a firm peace, and that his Majeſty might, 
in conſequence thereof, have regulated his pro- 
ceedings, and taken ſuch ſteps as he ſnould have 
thought proper. As to the reſt, they were re- 
ferred to a en made in the King's name 
by Count Piper, to the Cardinal Primate, of the 
ſame date with the day of their audience, and 
which laid down the depoſition of King Auguſtus 
as a preliminary article. 
Ihis embaſſy having incenſed, inſtead of ap- 
peaſed his Majeſty, he now reſolved to puſh his 
enemy to the utmoſt. As ſoon as the neceſſary 1 
preparations were made for the expedition in it 
queſtion, the King departed from Prague on the i 
18th of April at four in the morning, without 
ſpeaking to the Cardinal, to whom Count Piper 
afterwards ſent a letter, when the battle of Pul- 
ztowck was gloriouſly determined.

The Vitines 
began in the night to fall down the Viſtula under 
the command of Colonel Rant; and the wag- 
gons, which carried the boats for the bridge, 
took the fame road with his Majeſty, and with 
the horſe being all arrived at Nowodwor, which is 


four leagues from Warſovia, they in the 
evening to work upon the bridge, under the di-

The 19th the Saxons having appeared in the 
morning on the other fide oppoſite to the bridge, 
where they threw up ſome breaſt-works with a 
ſhew of intrenching themſelves, his Majeſty 
cauſed 16 pieces of cannon to be brought 2 
to the banks of the Bug, which played ſo well 
on the other ſide, that the enemy were obliged 
to abandon their works, which were juſt begun. 
This determined the King immediately to 
over 1500 men to take poſſeſſion of them. Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Poſs paſs d the river in front with 
500 of the foot · guards on boats which they had 
tied together, and on the floats. Poſs was ſup- 
ported by Count Jaſper Sperling, a Lieutenant- 
Colonel at the head of 1000 men of the ſame 
regiment, who all landed ſafely, without any 
oppoſition from the Saxons, who, tho? they were 
al horſe and dragoons, had no diſpoſition to 
engage, and retreated out of muſket ſhot to at 
leaſt 150 paces diſtance, | 


The King, who plainly ſaw by this, that the

jeſty threw himſelf into the water ſome diſtance 
from the bank, and led his troops after him, 
who were all up to their middle. 

This bold action ſo intimidated the Saxons, 
that they ran away full ſpeed without a fingle 
diſcharge, nor were-we able to overtake one of 
them, except a few Poles, for want of horſe. 
The King however purſued them half a league 
home to the village Ponikowa, where he left the 


detachment, which poſted itſelf there, and re- 


turned the ſame evening on foot to Nowedwor 
with the Princes and other officers. 

The next day the King paſſed the bridge, in 
order to find out the enemy. His Majeſty was 
attended by the Princes, Generals, Officers, and 
2 2 followed by his Drabans, — 
regiment of horſe- guards, with the regiments 
— of Smoland and Scania, and 200 f Colonel 
Buchenald's dragoons. He knew the chief forces 


of the enemy were poſted at Pultouſt, under the 


command of Veldt-Marſhal Steinau. 

He took the road of Ponikowa, where our de- 
tachment had paſſed the night. Before this vil- 
age runs a little river, not wide, but deep, over 
which was a bridge, which the Saxons had broke 
down in their retreat. The King, who ſaw their 
advanced-guards on the other file, was ſo ani- 


mated, that he reſolved to paſs it inſtantly, ' 


whatever price it coſt him. A Polander, who 
offered to ſound the depth, had all the difficulty 
in the world to get over to the other fide, where, 
as ſome Saxons were approaching to lay hold of 
him, the King ordered ſome of his men to make 
ready to fire on them, which checked them, 
and gave our people time to fetch him back in a 
ſmall boat which they had at laſt found in a little 

| 3 village. 
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village. His Majeſty ordered 30 ducats in gold 
to be immediately paid down to the Polander on 
be King, ſeeing the impoſbil 

The King, ſeeing the impoſſibility of paſlin 
at this place, went Falf a league farther 521 
out another near a mill, where having ſounded 
the ground himſelf, he found it firm, and threw 
himfelf the firſt into the water, whoſe example 
was 1 followed by all his men, only one 
of whom was drowned, notwithſtanding the ra- 
pidity of the current, and that a great number 
of our cavalry were obliged to ſwim over their 
horſes. 

His ee then marched through a neigh- 
bouring without the enemy's having the 
leaſt ſuſpicion. We took ſome Yaloches with a 
kettle- drummer priſoners, who were far from 
believing us ſo near. At laſt, after a moment's 

halt, we arrived at a little village, where a Saxon 
officer was poſted with ſome dragoons, who were 
all taken, except a very few that eſcaped and 
carried — firſt news to —＋ 5 1 =_ ap- 
proach of a large body of Swedes. The King, 
who felled © 2 ful trot at their heels, ar- 
nved at Pultowſ# before break of day, without 
having ſtopt a ſingle moment during the whole 
night, after having ſurpriſed ſeveral advanced 
guards who were poſted on that road. 

Steinau, at the firſt news of our approach, 
came forth at the beginning of the night to re- 
connoitre us, but he one us not ſo ſtrong as 
we were; nor did he imagine that we intended 
to attack him, much leſs he the leaft ſuſpi- 
cion that the King was there in perſon. How- 
ever, at his return he drew out his ſquadrons in 
battalia on a hill before the town, and gave

| orſes, and come immediately to his aſſiſtance; 
which they did, but it was now too late. 
The King being arrived in ſight of the enemy 
found them buſy in making the proper diſpoſi- 
tions to receive us. His Majeſty preſently ex- 
amined the ground and the defile which led to 
the town, as much as the darkneſs would per- 
mit him, and afterwards ranged his horſe in 
ſeveral lines. | | | 
Steinau, whom the break of day now unde. 
ceived, ſurprized at the number of our horſe, 
which were ſuperior to his own, thought of tak- 
ing the neceſſary meaſures for a retreat. With 
this view he gave his men orders to return to 
the town, which is ſurrounded with water, in- 
tending to defend himſelf by pulling up the 
draw-bridges on all fides ; but the King, who 
preſently ſuſpected his intention, detached the 
dragoons to cut off his paſſage, who attacked 
him ſo briſkly, that Colonel Buchwald was with 
his ſquadron on the bridge at the ſame inſtant as 
the laſt Saxons were preſſing to paſs. Buchwald 
made himſelf immediately maſter of the gates of 
the town after a very ſlight reſiſtance. 
The Saxons now fled full ſpeed through the 
town, paſting near the caſtle to ſave themſelves 
over the bridge on the river Narewa; but they 
were ſo ſmartly purſued by the dragoons, that 
lng over one another, thoſe who were once 
ou broke down the bridge, and abandoned 
uch as remain'd in the town to the mercy of the 
conqueror z theſe now made no longer reſiſtance, | 
and throwing down their arms begged humbly 
for quarter, which was preſently granted them 
by his Majeſty himſelf, who was now come u 
with the Drabans and the other regiments. We 
afterwards 
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1703. afterwards refitted the bridge, and Colonel Buch. 


wald purſued the enemy half a league farther, 
but was not able to overtake them. 

The King having pr himſelf with a ſmall 
number attacked Lieutenant - General Beuſt, 
who ſeeing no poſſibility of eſcaping had hid 
himſelf with ſome dragoons in a water-mill. His 
a0 took him priſoner himſelf, and without 
making himſelf known to him, left him his 
ſword on his parole; and hearing a new fire on 
that ſide where we had entered, he haſtened up 
to us, where he found a party of our horſe, 
which had ſtood to obſerve the enemy, engaged 
with a Saxon regiment which was juſt come from 
their quarters, and knew nothing of what had 
paſſed. Our horſe received them ſo gallantly, 
that after having loſt many of their men both 
killed and wounded, they were utterly broken, 
and put to flight in great diſorder. 

As to Mr. Steinau, he had the good luck to 
ſave himſelf over a little bridge, and thence 
through a convent of YFeſuits ; but all his bag- 
gage, with that of his officers, a great number 
of horſes, two pair of kettle-drums, and five 
ſtandards were 1 by the Swedes. 

Amongſt the priſoners were the Count de $7. 
Paul, three Majors, ſeveral other officers, and 
between 6 and 700 men, who were all conducted 
under 2a guard to the caſtle. Several officers 
were killed on the ſpot ; but the place where 
the enemy ſuffered the greateſt loſs was in their 
paſſage over the laſt bridge, where, ruſhing one 
upon another, more than 1000 of them were 
drowned. It is almoſt incredible, tho? it be a 
certain and well-known truth, that we had but 
eleyen men in all either killed or wounded. 
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In the evening Mr. Beuſt being conducted to 1703. 
y his reſpects to the King, was very much 
are to ſee the auguſt perſon who had 
taken him priſoner. He had the honour to ſup 
with his Majeſty, who ever afterwards gave him 

many inſtances of his goodneſs. 

The next morning early the King commanded 
Colonel Mrangel with the Drabans, 100 of 
Buchwald's Dragoons, and four troops of the 
horſe-guards, to go and look after the enemy. 
His Majeſty, attended by the Princes and ſeveral 
officers and troopers, ſoon after followed this 
detachment, after having given his orders, and 
left the reſt of the horſe at Pultotſt under the 
command of Major-General R:dderhielm, they 
marched all that day without hearing any other 
news of the enemy, than that they had aban- 
doned all the places where we came. 

We continued our march on the 23d, and 
his Majeſty about noon being informed that the 
enemy was at Oftrolenka, preſently took that road. 
After having marched all day, we arrived in the 
evening at a village one league diſtant from that 
town, where the King himſelf made an officer 
and ſome Saxons priſoners, who informed his 
Majeſty that 3000 Saxons were advantageouſly 
intrenched at Olinka with the Lithuanian army. 
As it was dangerous for ſo ſmall a number to 
gre an enemy battle, who was ſo much their 
uperior, and reduced to defend themſelves in 
deſpair, and befides that the perſon of his Ma- 
jeſty would run too much riſque, where the loſs 
appeared inevitable ; the Princes, the Counts 
Wrangel and Stenbock, and all the other perſons 
of diſtinction, joined in their intreaties to diſ- 
luade his Majeſty, who at laſt, on their lively

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1703. inſtances reſolved, tho' with ſome regret, to re- 


We retreated two leagues that evening, to a 
village which is five leagues from Pultowſe, and 
where his Majeſty cauſed the detachment, which 
had great need of repoſe, to halt. We placed 
however very ſtrong guards on all fides, to 

ent a ſurprize from the enemy, who thought 
of nothing leſs than attacking us. The next day

The Cardinal took this opportunity to anſwer 
Count Piper's letter, in which he had acquaint- 
ed him of the King of Sweden departure.

« not diſdain to hearken to the voice of one, 
who neither ought to have, nor can have any 
« other view than the glory and the intereſt of 
« his people. The angels were the firſt that 
imed Peace at the birth of our Saviour.

Warſovia, May 4, 1703. 


Some days afterwards the aſſembly came to an 
end, and the King of Sweden appeared as little 
atisfied as the enemy, who had fo loudly cried 
out againſt the Cardinal on the account of their 
meeting. His Majeſty particularly expreſſed 
great impatience on their continual delays touch- 
ing the propoſition which had been made them 
of dethroning King Auguſtus. In a letter dated 
the 5th of May, in which the Cardinal anſwer'd 
the King of Sweder's declaration, he avoided 
even the mention of this article; which filence 
determined his Majeſty to have the Cardinal 
untten to on this tubje& a few days before his 
arival at Thorn. Count Piper therefore writ to 
tim in ſubſtance as follows: That the Repub- 
* lick would do well to declare themſelves as

his actions to the will of God, will 170g. 
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* ſoon as poſſible by his Eminence, and pof. 
< tively to repreſent what ſatisfaction ſhe intend. 
ed to give his Majeſty, to procure from him 2 
firm and ſolid peace. That as his Majeſty 
* was always inclined to a ſtrict friendſhip with 
© the Republick, ſo he would take meaſures to 
prevent any future diſturbance being given to 
* the troops of Sweden, and to puniſh ſuch as 
© had had the boldneſs to give them any hither- 
0 

As the King never loſt ſight of the great ob- 
ject which he had conſtantly propoſed for the 
determination of the war, he applied himſelf, 
immediately on his return to Pultouſt, to put 
the army in a condition of undertaking the ſiege 
of Thorn, where the beſt foot of the enemy were 
ſhut up, and to penetrate afterwards into the 
heart of their eſtates. His Majeſty had the good- 
neſs the day after his return, after having made 
Mr. Beuſt dine with him, to take that General 
alone with him into his chamber, where he con- 
verſed with him ſeveral hours in the moſt graci- 
ous manner in the world. | 

The day following a Poliſb Count arrived on 
the part of the Commiſlaries of the Republick 
with letters for Count Piper, whom he expected 
to find at Pultowſk ; this Count was very well 
entertained at Court. 

The King having permitted Count $7, Paul, who 
was a Colonel, and another Captain of Dragoons, 
to go on their parole to Marſovia to be cured of 
their wounds, gave orders to Mr. Creutz, Major 
of the horſe-guards, to eſcort all the reſt of the 
priſoners with 500 horſe and à ſquadron of dra- 
goons, and ſent them on before; but his Ma- 


jeſty kept Lieutenant-General Beuſt near his own 
perſon, 
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perſon, and would have him always eat at his 1703. 
omn table. 

The ſame day in the aſternoon the King 
camped: from Pultotmſt and marched (2 leagues 
to Szirotozin. All the regiments that had re- 
mained on the Bug, as well as that of Upland, 
being foot, which was at Prague, had already re- 
ceived orders to join his Majeſty's detachment. 
All theſe troops were immediately put in full 
match. As to the floats. and vitzmes, which 
were under the command of Raxck and Clerck, 
they fell down the Viſtula, keeping themſelves 
always: oppoſite to our army in their march. 

The'29thi his Majefty proceeded through No- 
vamiahto towards a place where General Welling 
waited for him with a party of foot. They 
repal h Plenſta to Razimino, where they 
e. the next day, on which Count Piper 
joined the King. The army marched hence to 
— town called Badzenow, being two leagues 
diſtant, where we waited ſome days for the en- 
tie conjunction of all the regiments. 

Whg the King was every day thus gathering 
freſh. laurels in Poland, our poor frontiers of Li- 
wa lay expoſed: to the plunder and barbarity of 
the Ruſſians, who, as ſoon as they had opened 
themſelves a free paſſage by the taking of Note- 
lurg, exerciſed the moſt horrible cruelties. They 
likewiſe laid ſiege to the little fort of Men. 
ſchantæ, a very bad fortification, and very weak» 
maintained 3 which nevertheleſa defended. it- 
ſa well, that they could not carry it but af- 
ter a long ſiege and three ſubſequent aſſaults. 
They allowed the Governor, upon beating a 
parley, very honourable- conditions, which the 
enemy however did not think proper to; keep, 
but made all che garriſon priſoners; af n 

Wr. . Q Some 
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Some days afterwards they laid ſiege to Jana, 
an old caftle two leagues from Narva. Th 
began to bombard it the 12th of May, and took 
it the 14th by compoſition, the Governor re- 
tiring with his arms and baggage to Narva. 

In this manner the Czar made himſelf maſter 
of all this deſolate country, whence he was after- 
wards able to make continual irruptions into Li- 
vonia. 5 

The King's army having decamped from Bod- 
zenow, paſſed by Ploczko towards Tſcburs on the 
road to Thorn. As 7000 of the beſt foot of 
King Auguſtus were here in garriſon under the 
command of General Robe] and Major-General 
Canitz, the fame who had commanded the year 
before in the fort of Dunamund, we haftened 
our march to ſhut them up, and prevent them 
from any poſſibility of eſcaping. 

We came then to Camin near the town Dro- 
brozin, where ſome Gentlemen being got toge- 
ther fell on our baggage, but without ſucceſs; 
for inſtead of the booty which they were in 
hopes of carrying off, they got nothing but 
blows, and, for a puniſhment of their bravado, 
they had the vexation to ſee all thoſe houſes and 
villages, where they retired, ſet on fire. 

The army continued its march towards Sal 
metz, and the next day came to Bobrownika, five 
leagues from Thorn, where Count Stenbock was 
detached a few days afterwards with ſome horſe 
and foot to poſt himſelf a league from the town 
on the river of Dribentx, and there to build a 
bridge. | 

The Saxons had no ſooner received informa- 
tion of the King's approach, than they gathered 


up all the nts of the country, whom they 
employed together with the garriſon, which was

and add new ones. day following, his Ma- 
jeſty coming with the army to Slforiza on the 
Dribentz, found the bridge almoſt finiſhed, as it 
was effectually a few hours afterwards, 

In the mean time the advanced guards of the 
enemy were retreated under the cannon of the 
town. The Governor cauſed all the houſes of 
the ſuburbs, which were neareſt the fortifications, 
os burnt z nor did he even ſpare the church 
itſelf, | 

The King ſeeing this fire afar off, without 
waiting till the bridge was finiſhed, paſs'd the 
river at a ford with his ordinary refinue and 
ſome ns, and approaching within a quar- 
ter of a league of the town, he attacked an ad« 
vanced guard, and forced them to a haſty re- 
treat. The fame night 500 horſe were ordered 
to poſt themſelves where the King had advanced 
the evening before. They were reinfotced the 
next day by another detachment ; ſo that the 
enemy being obliged to quit all their avenues, 
and ſhut themſelves up within the walls, his 
Majeſty paſs'd all his foot over the Dribentz, 
and brought them to an encampment almoſt 
under the cannon of the town. | 

His Majeſty rode round the town to recon- 
witre it, and advanced up to the glacis of the 
counterſcarp. To the town block'd up, 
ve poſted a guard on the Viſtula on the fide of 
d. James's gate, amongſt the ruins of thoſe 
houſes which had beea burnt, under the com- 
mand of a Major. We likewiſe placed another 
guard on the other fide of the town oppoſite to the 
ate of Culm, in a garden near the church which 
— burnt, under the command of a Co- 
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1703. Several other guards of leſs conſequence were 
diftrikated in ſeveral other ogy near to 
each other, that they could ſoon join for their 
mutual ſupport. They were relieved every day 
by the two firſt; fo that on the fide of the 7;- 
tula and the Palatinate of Culm nothing could 
either enter or go out of the town. 
Io hinder likewiſe all communication on the 
fide of the city Dauizick, all avenues to the town 
on that quarter were poſſeſſed by the horſe, re- 
inforced by a regiment of foot. In the monaſte- 
ry of the village of Pugurſe, oppoſite to the 
town, his Majeſty placed AlbedbyPs Dragoons, 
under the command of Major Trautfetter. As 
to the floats, the vitines, and the other boats 
which were on the Viſtula, they were placed near 
the quarters where the horſe were poſted on the 
road to Danizick, and were covered by the two 
regiments of foot of Smoland and Calmar. The 
Saxoms, who were taken priſoners at Pullouſt, 
were conducted 72 an iſland of the Viſtula under 
a ſtrong guard Ot foot. 

The town being thus blocked up, the King 
repaired with the Princes of Saxe and Wurten- 
tr to the Colonel's quarters, who was poſted 
before the gate of Culm, and beheld over a gar- 
den- wall the manner in which the Saxons carried 
on their new ravelin.

- As to General Rheinſchild, who commanded 
this army, he went from Rave on the 4th of 
April, where we left him, and having paſſed 
through the town of Gezew, Glowno, and Pion- 
tek, he came on the 7th to Lencici, where he 
ſaid till the 14th of May, when he took the 
road of Zoravice.

King Auguſtus, who had ftaid all this time at 
Elbing, now ſet out for Warſovia, making his 
tour through the biſhoprick of Forms, with 
deſign of being at the Diet which he had con- 
vened at Lublin. He lodged in the ſuburbs of 
Prague, * the E houſe which his formidable 
enemy had quitted, not being willing to venture 
within the town itſelf, at 
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But the better to decry the Swedes as a nation 1703. 
which . trampled all laws under their feet, he 
complained to the foreign Miniſters, and in all 
their Courts, on the ſubje& of the battle of Pul- 
teuſt, which he would have looked upon to 
have been a breach of a ſuſpenſion of arms, 
which he ſuppoſed to have been concluded be- 
tween the two armies. This affair made ſo much 
noiſe, that as the Cardinal had writ to Sapieba, 
the Great Treaſurer of Lithuania, the King was 
ſo enraged, that he ordered Count Piper to write 
to the Cardinal, which he did on the 15th of 
May in pretty ſharp terms. This letter from 
Count Piper entirely ä eee Cardinal, 
iving him very plainly to unde the falſi 
28 ä imputation. F 
While all this paſſed, the Saxons completed a 
new ravelin at Thorn, on which they had work- 
ed with ſo much diligence, without any inter- 
ruption from the King. For as he had reſolved 
to keep this town cloſely blocked up, he was 
well perſuaded, that ſuch laborious work, joined 
to the want of provifions for ſo ſtrong a garriſon, 
and the diftempers which raged among them, 
would not fail. to reduce them in a little time, 
without any neceſſity of uſing force, or expoſing 
the troops. We therefore ſuffered them to carry 
on their works; and they had all the liberty 
they could defire to ſtrengthen them with as 
many gabions and guns as they pleaſed. 
They fired in tly on al our 
eſpecially thoſe of the King and his Drabans near 
the village of Mockre. Thoſe of the town dif- 
charged their artillery at \the ſame time. They 
did us not however any great miſchief; and,

The Cardinal entered the town, — in 
triumph, attended by his own retinue, and a nu- 
merous train of ſeveral Senators and Lords, who 
went out to meet him. He immediately ſent one 
of his relations to the King to compliment his 
Majeſty, and demand an audience; but was 
much ſurprized at the coldneſs with which his 
relation was received, and to hear, at the ſame 
time, that the audience was refuſed him. Which 
refuſal was founded on an imagination that the 
Cardinal would not come to the Senate; he took, 
however, a reſolution to go thither without hav- 
ing paid his reſpects to the King; which deter- 
mined his Majeſty to give him an audience 
three days afterwards. They had uſed many 
endeavours to bring him into the views of the 
court, but that Prelate always ſtrongly oppoſed 


them, and would never take the leaſt ſtep, which 


might be looked on as an effect of weakneſs or 
cowardice. He had his public audience when 
the King was on the point of going to the Se- 
nate, whither he accompanied him, and took 


his place, without waiting till he was called. 


The affair of the Cardinal coming on the carpet, 
ſome of the Deputies would have declar'd the dig- 
nity of Primate vacant, as well as that of Archbi- 
ſhop, being defirous to make him paſs for a traitor 
to his country, and a partizan of Sweden. Tho 
he was accuſed of enormous crimes, and loaded 
with injuries, he did not attempt to defend him- 
ſell, but heard all with patience, as he ſaw the 

aſſembly 
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that he ſhould be able, by that 


means, to appeaſe the firſt emotions of their 


anger. However, to exculpate himſelf, he de- 
fired that he might conform with the reſt, and 


take an oath to the King, and to the Republic; 


which he inſtantly did, and all the Senators, and 
Members of the lower Chamber, even thoſe who 
had not aſſiſted at the great Councils of Thorn 


and Marienburg, followed the example of the 


Primate, and took an oath of fealty. 

The Party of King Auguſtus, ſurprized at the 
Cardinal's conſtancy, ſought after new opportu- 
nities to raiſe a_ ſtorm againſt him, as well as 
Mr. Towianſki, Palatine of Lencini, and his ſon, 
who was the Cardinals minion. But after his E- 
minence had given a full ſcope to the animoſity 
of the Nuncios, he ventured to ſpeak at ano- 
ther ſitting, which he did with ſo much force and 
vivacity, that he entirely removed from the aſ- 
ſemb NA the ſuſpicions which had been raiſed 

m. 

It was remarked, that the profound filence of 
the lower Chamber, and the attention which they 
gave to the Primate's diſcourſe, cauſed great un- 
eaſineſs in the King. He afterwards ſpoke twice 


* himſelf, and dwelt much on the blindneſs of the 


Republic, her diſquiet, and weakneſs in the ſup- 
port of the liberty of her country. This he did 
2 violence, that the tables were ſoon 
turned. 

The Nuncios, emboldened by this diſcourſe, 
recovered their vigour, and ſpoke with more 
freedom : they exaggerated the elogiums of the 
Cardinal ſo far, as to call him the Father of his 
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The diet, however, came to a reſolution, 
which we ſhall mention a little lower, and the 
affair of the Sapieba was concluded with more 
moderation.

During theſe tranfactions, the King of Storen 
nfivered, on the 29th of May, the letter which 
the Cardinal had writ to him, to diſſuade him 
from the ſiege of Thorn, His Majeſty, a little 
afterwards, ſent Count - Stenbock to Duni xirt, to 
haften the tranſport of the artillery, which would 
be neceſſary for that fiege, in caſe the garriſon 
— — not capitulate before they were attacked in 

The Count, immediately on his arrival at 


 Damtith, ſent Couriers to Riga and Carelſervnn to 


preſs the tranſportation ; but as the convoy did 
not arrive in the road of Dantxict till the end of 
Funz, Court Stenbock made in the mean while his 
propoſitions to the Magiſtrates, to pay a pre 
conſiderable ſum of money to the „in the 
form of a contribution. The town appeared 
ſtrangely alarmed with this demand, and would 
willingly have avoided the taking a ftep which 
muſt be very difadvantageous, and of great con- 
ſequence to them for the future.

It is en ng that his Majeſty, who with his 
uſual intrepidity viſited the poſts every day, and 
approached fo near the town, that the Gunners 
were (if I may ſo expreſs myſelf) obliged to fire 
ſeveral times at his little body of attendants, dur- 
ing the whole ſiege received no wound, nor did 
any of his attendants ; for the balls flew either 
over their heads, or between the legs of their

That General performed, neverthe- 
leſs, whatever could be expected from an expe- 
nenced officer. 

To ſtop the torrent of ſo numerous an army, 
Cronbiort took poſſeſſion of the paſs at Syfterbek, 
nine leagues from Wibourg, where he was at- 


tacked by 25,000 Ruſſians, who had marched 


through defiles, moraſſes and which were 
believed impaſſable. The battle laſted from fix 
in the morning till two in the afternoon, with 
great obſtinacy on both ſides. :

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The Cardinal was afterwards obliged, by a 
Senatus Concilium, to reply to the King of Swe. 
den's letter of the 29th of May, which was in 
anſwer to one from his Eminence of the 23d of 
that month: but the Primate would not under- 
take it, at leaſt unleſs the Commiſſaries of the 
Republic would write at the ſame time, which 
they did on the 12th of Jul), acquainting his 
Swediſb Majeſty that they had been confirmed in 
their commiſſion, and expected that he would 
ſend Deputies, to enter into a negotiation for 
peace, in behalf of the Republic. 

They at firſt declared, that as the Republic 
had by a new oath bound themſelves to the King 
her maſter ; and that his Majeſty had by a new 
diploma engaged inviolably to preſerve all her 
laws, hberties, immunities and treaties of peace, 
they were charged, by virtue of the fundamen- 
tal laws of the kingdom, and of this new diplo- 
ma, to make the following propoſitions in the 
name of the Republic. 

1. The articles of Oliva, as well as all the 
other treaties concluded with the Kings and 
Kingdom of Sweden, ſhould be teligiouſly ob- 
ſerved, renewed and confirm'd by a new mutual 
engagement on oath. 

2. It ſhall be ſo ordered, that the auxiliary 
troops ſhall not remain in the kingdom, and the 
great dutchy of Lithuania, any longer than the 
continuance of the war, and ſhall return thither 
no more, on any pretence whatſoever. _ 

3. Care ſhall be taken that his Poliſb Majeſty, 
or his ſucceſſors, ſhall not make any alliance 
with the neighbouring Princes, nor any foreign 
Potentate, without the conſent of the Republic; 
and that any ſuch alliance ſhall be declared void 
on the part of Poland. | = 
4. 
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4. His Poliſh Majeſty, and his ſucceſſors, ſhall 1703. 
be hindered from bringing, either directly or in- 
directly, by themſelves or others, their own 
troops, or thoſe of ſovereign Powers either by 
ſea or land, into the Kingdom of Sweden, and the 
provinces under her dependence ; and they ſhall 
make no war or incurfion there, much leſs ſuffer 
any troops to paſs thither through Poland, or her 
frontiers. 

5. Nothing ſhall be neglected to prevent his 
Pobjh Majefty, or his ſucceſſors, from furniſhi 
ay ſubſidy or troops to the declared enemies o 
Sweden. | 

6. Matters ſhall be fo regulated, that for the 
future none of the Poloneſe ſhall undertake en- 

izes of this nature, without the knowledge 
of the Republic; and that if any one ſhall dare 
to enter on ſuch forbidden yen 9. ſhall be 
declared a difturber, and puniſhed as a criminal. 

7. Laftly, That the foregoing propoſitions, 
and thoſe which ſhall be interchanged by the 
Commiſſaries, may be faithfully obſerved, the 
Eſtates of the Kingdom of Poland, and of the 
Great Dutchy of Lithuania, and of the allied 
Provinces, engage, in cafe of any breach what- 
ever, to unite againſt thoſe who break it, and to 
ſend their troops to the aſſiſtance of the party 

3 offended, for the preſervation of peace and the 
_ ls; for which they deſire a reciprocal ſecurity 
5 may be given. | 


The Cardinal, before he quitted Lublin, writ 
at the ſame time with the Commiſſaries, a ve 
reſpectful letter to the King of Sweden on this 
head, who anſwered on the 2 iſt of July; and at 
the fame time ordered Count Piper to write to 
the Commiſſaries of Poland, that his Majeſty 
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1703. would willingly hearken to their - propoſitions, 


but remained firm in his reſolutions, abſolutely to 
place no reliance on the promiſes of King Au. 
guſtus, though ſeconded by all the guaranty and 
aſſurance. which the Republic could give him. 
At laſt, though the Commiſſaries, and particu- 
harly Count Morſtein, did their utmoſt to renew 
the affair, and though the foreign Miniſters join- 
ed their endeavours alſo to bring it to an iſſue, 
they could gain no ground, and the negotiation 
was entirely broke up by the ſteadineſs of the 
King, ho demanded the dethroning his enemy, 
who had ſo often broke his word, and of whoſe 
promiſes he could make no account. After the 
diet was ſeparated, the Imperial, Engliſh and 
Ditab Miniſters, ſent their Secretaries to Thorn, 
who went down the Viſtula, to inform his Ma- 
jeſty of all that had paſſed in this aſſembly. 
Notwithſtanding all the fair promiſes of the 
Poles to aſſiſt King Auguſtus, we continued to 
uſh the ſiege of Thorn, with all poſſible vigour. 
he tranſports from Sweden were already arrived 
in the road of Dantzick ; and, ſome days after, 
others came from Riga with the heavy artillery. 
As the recruits for the army were without officers, 
his Majeſty diſpatched a proper number, choſe 
out of the Drabans and Foot-guards, with orders 
to conduct them to the camp forthwith. 
King Auguſtus being arrived from Lublin at 
Otfock (a caſtle belonging to Mr. Biclinſti, Grand- 
marſhal of the Crown, and fituated a league from 
Warſaw) ordered a bridge to be thrown acroſs 
the Viſtula at Prague, over which he filed off the 
Lithuanian Army, and the Saxons who came 
from Pullouiſt, in order to be nearer Thorn. 
Their defign was to attack our troops, which 
were encamped on that fide, while the garmin 
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made a vigorous fally, and endeavoured to join 1703. 


them at the ſame time: by this expedient Au. 
us hoping to preſerve his beſt infantry, 
which he deemed in extreme danger in caſe it 
failed. ; 
In the interval that Prince ordered a detach- 


ment to march into Upper Poland, both to re- 


duce the Nobles, who began to be regarded and 

were now to be treated as rebels, and likewiſe 

to obſerve more cloſely the movements of the 

army under General Rheinſchild, which gave him 
t uneaſineſs. 

Prince Wiſniowiſei had obtain'd the chief com- 
mand of the troops ſent on this ſervice, which 
had given ſuch umbrage to Prince Lubomirſti, 
that he continued at Warſaw without any incli- 
clination to follow it. He pretended it was a- 
gainſt the laws of the realm, to admit the Litbu- 
anians without the confent of the Republic. 


But this gave the King ſo little pain, that he left 
him to cool at leifure, perſuading himſelf he 


would be eafily regained, which actually ſucceed- 
ed ſoon after. 

On the other ſide, General Brand was on the 
watch for all opportunities to ſurprize the Sees, 
who were encamped in the neighbourhood of 
Straſburg and Neumarck, and who had ſent out 
detachments as far as Lauterburg to raiſe contri- 
butions : Intelligence of which _ brought to 
that General, and that one of theſe parties till 
remained there, he marched immediately with 


all his forces, amounting to 6 or 7000 men, in 


queſt of them. As all the inhabitants were fled, 
and Major Charles Creutz of the Horſe-Guards, 
who was the commanding officer, could not be 
apprized of 'the enemy's approach, he was at- 


-tacked by them ſo ſuddenly, that he had ſcarce 
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in a poſture of defence. 

They however behaved with ſuch gallantry, 
that Mr. Brand, having made his utmoſt efforts 
to break through them, and being always re. 
pulſed with loſs, at laſt gave orders for all his 
Dragoons to alight, while the horſe entered the 
town in another place, to attack them on all 
fides at once. Creutz then ſeeing himſelf ſur- 
rounded, had now nothing to do, but force his 


way {word in hand; which he executed with all 


imaginable bravery, bearing down all before him, 
and plunging into a pretty rapid ſtream, which 
he ſwam acroſs, and happily landed on the other 
ſide ; loſing in the action, and in the water, a 
Captain, a Lieutenant, and near 180 Troopers, 
of which ſome were made priſoners, and con- 
ducted to Warſaw, whence they were afterwards 
exchanged againſt the Saxons taken at Thorn, 
The enemy, extremely ſurprized at the prompt 
reſolution and intrepidity of Crentz in paſſing the 
nver, durſt not purſue him, but let him return 
quietly to Neumarck, having received but a ſlight 
contuſion in the action. 

Immediately upon his arrival there, Major- 
General Mieroth put himſelf at the head of his 
regiment, and, taking Creutz with him, marched 
full ſpeed towards Lauterburg, where Brand yet 
remained in ſuſpence; but, fearing at laſt he 
ſhould be attacked in his turn, retired as faſt as 
poſſible, not caring to hazard a ſecond 
ment. Mr. de Nieroth, at his arrival, having 
cauſed the dead to be interred, and gathered to. 
gether certain of the wounded, who had hid 
themſelves in the wood, returned to Newnarck, 
whither the King a few days after ſent a rein.

Upon another fide, Prince Viſinotriſti and

Prince Wiſniowiſki ſeeing then the impoſſibility

General Rbeinſchiid, who had marched from 
Konari to Ruſki, Fune the 3d, from thence to 
Scarzino the 15th, the 17th to Colo, and the iſt 
of July to the city of Camia; from whence he 
turned towards Great Poland to procure intelli- 
gence of the confederates ; proceeding the 13th 
to Zagorow, and the 16th to Zirkzow, an eſtate 
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1703. belonging to the General of Great Poland, a par- 
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tizan of King Auguſtus; where having reſted till 
the 13th of Auguſt, he marched on to the little 
town of Pizdri; and, being here inform'd of the 
march and approach of Prince Viſniotiſti, he 
decamped the next morning, and marched ſtrait 
on to Hrezna, a ſmall town two leagues from 
Skroda, in order to protect the confederates : 
ſome days after which he detached Lieutenant. 
Colonel Konigsheim to obſerve the motions of the 
enemy. | 

Who, having had advice about five leagues 
from thence, that Viſniowiſti was yet thirteen 
leagues off, and that a party of 500 Valoches 
had paſſed within half a league of him to recon- 
noitre the army of Rheinſchild, believed it his 
duty to attack them. Aecordingly he marched 
after them, encounter'd and defeated them, tak- 
ing a pair of kettle-drums, and certain priſoners ; 
after which he poſted himſelf in the village of 
Mielezun, and intrenched himſelf in the beſt 
manner he could. 

But as misfortune would have it, a famous 
Litbuanian leader called Bandonir, who, by the 
order of Wiſniotiſti, had lain concealed in an 
adjoining wood with twelve companies of Valo- 


ches, fix troops of Pancernes, two companies of 


Tartars, 280 German Horſe, 400 Dragoons, and 
600 Saxons, ruſhed out ſuddenly on Mr. Konigs- 
heim, and attacked him ſo briſkly, that, finding 
himſelf ſurrounded on all ſides, and oppreſſed 
with-numbers, he was obliged to ſurrender him- 
ſelf priſoner, together with Mr. Funk Captain of 
Dragoons, having firſt ſeen an hundred of his 
men killed. General Rheinſchild, who was ſoon 


apprized of this incident, flew thither with two 
regiments of Dragoons to ſuſtain his party, and

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to avoid a ſecond combat. Some days after the 
General made another vifit to the ſame place, 
in hopes they would venture to return; but, 
finding the town deſerted, he marched on to 
Mieltzun, and the 29th to Meraſſaw, a league 
and a half from Skroda, to be nearer the confe- 
derates, who, in the interval, had ſent Deputies 
to Wiſniowrſkt, to beſeech him not to treat them 
as enemies. 


Rheinſchild, being obliged to decamp for want 
of fo marched the 2d of September to Kur- 
nitz, the houſe of a Nobleman, near the town 


of Buny, two leagues from Poſnania. In paſſing 
by the camp of the confederates, they ſent to 
defire he would not remain in that Palatinate ; 
which meflage was owing to their Chiefs, who, 
having fair eſtates in thoſe parts, were fearful 
thoſe troops would prove but bad neighbours : 
But as Mr. Rhein/child gave them to underſtand, 
it was abſolutely nece for their ſafety that 
he ſhould continue there, the enemy waiting 
only till his back was turned to waſte all before 
them with fire and ſword, they readily conſent- 
ed, and were afterwards highly pleaſed to be 
under his protection. 

The Count de Stenbock had left Oliva, where 
he had been ſome time with his recruits, which 
amounted to ſome thouſands of horſe and foot, 
and a little after arrived happily in the camp be- 
fore Thorn. His Majeſty immediately diſtributed 
the infantry among the different regiments, and 
detached the cavalry under the command of

e days after, the artillery and ammunition 
arrived on the veſſels uſed in going up the V, 
tula, but could not reach Thorn by three leagues, 
becauſe the water was then ſo extremely ſhallow; 
which obliged the King to tranſport the whole 
in waggons the reſt of the way, not without in- 
finite difficulty and labour; his Majeſty himſelf 
attending to give the neceſfary orders, and ex- 
poſing lus perſon all the while to the fire of the 
enemy's cannon, one of which they actually le- 
velled at him, and with ſo good an aim, that 
the ball grazed him in its paſſage, and imminent- 
iy endangered his life. In the mean while a 
new reinforcement of troops arrived in the road 
of Putſik, a place ſeven leagues from Dantzich, 
in the poſſeſſion of the King, who had cauſed it 
to be fortified, that he might have the com- 
mand of a ſea-port to ferve him on all emergen- 
aes, 
As ſoon as the artillery was in a condition for 
ſervice, the King proceeded to attack the city 
with greater vigour than ever; and, not con- 
tent with holding it blocked up, ordered a bat- 
tery to be erected in a garden near the Cuim- 


gate of four mortars and eight pieces of cannon, | 


and, upon an adjoining eminence, another of fix. 
His Majeſty order'd the trenches to be open- 
ed the oth of September, between the hours of 
nine and ten at night, in two different places; 
viz, on the fide of the Viſtula, where a Ma 
was poſted, and at the foot of a hillock called 


Beterſberg; and, placing himſelf at the head of |

The works were carned on all night in pro- 14 
found filence, but being perceived at day- break [4 
by the Saxons, they made a terrible and conti- | 
nual fire upon us, both from the ramparts and 
a tower, where the citizens had mounted fome 
cannon : notwithſtanding which the King was 
always foremoſt to encourage the pioneers with 
his preſence and forward the works. It happen- 
ed the fame day, that while he lean'd with his 
elbow on a parapet of faſcines, and talked to 
the Colonel upon duty, a bullet paſſed between 
his arm and the parapet without doing him any 
harm 3 he barely ſmiling at the incident, with- 
dut betraying the leaſt emotion beſide. As he 
every day viſited the trenches, for the molt part 
on horſeback, it drew upon him a hail of muſ- 
quet-balls from the enemy, which made every 
body tremble round him ; but he always pre- 
ſerved the fame tranquillity even in the midſt of 
the greateſt dangers. x bf 

On the fide of the Viſtula the trenches were 
camed on with the like induſtry. But the Saxons 
believing they ſhould meet with fainter oppoſi- 
tion there than at Beker/berg, made a fally with 
200 of their beft Granadiers, falling upon the 
peaſants, who were cleanfing the trench along 
the FVitula, and obliging them to retire. But 
the Baron Erich Sparr, who commanded that 
Gay, coming up, ſoon put theſe adventurers to 
fight, after having killed ten of their men, 
wounded a great many more, and purſued the 
reſt to the very glacis of the counterſcarp, the 
gznſon looking coolly on from the top of the 
ramparts, without taking a ſtep to ſuſtain or re- 
leve their fellow-ſoldiers, We had four . 
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1703. killed in this rencounter, and near upon twenty 


wounded. 

We were never troubled with frolicks of this 
kind on the fide of Bekerſberg, but the garriſon 
continued a dreadful fire from their cannons and 
mortars, diſcharging from the laſt ſuch a quan- 
tity of ſtones, that we were obliged to build cer. 
tain little outworks for our better ſecurity. 

We had now a third battery erected near the 
Viſtula, which was mounted with twelve pieces 
of cannon; a fourth on the other fide of the 
river with fix 12 pounders; and a fifth cloſe 


under the city upon the hill of Beker/berg. 


As ſoon as theſe were in a condition to play, 
the King ordered them to fire from all at once. 
This began between four and five hours after it 
was dark, and continued without intermiſſion 
till break of day; and with ſuch ſucceſs, that 
we had ſcarce fired two hours before we faw the 
flames break out in three different places. One 
cannoneer in particular fired fo exactly on the 
Town- houſe with a red-hot ball, that the ſteeple 
blazed out immediately like a flambeau, and ſet 
fire to that wnole fine building. All the mer- 
chandizes laid up there were conſumed, as was 
likewiſe the corner of the market-place, where 
— Auguſtus had lodged; a magazine and ſe- 
veral other houſes ſhared in the ſame fate. 

This terrible fire continued all the following 
day till night, becauſe of the great number of 
bombs which we diſcha inceſſantly. The 
damage which the poor city ſuffered, by the 
ruin of its churches and other fine buildin 
was irreparable; and the miſchief ſpread the far- 


ther, as the inhabitants durſt not ſtir out to ex- 


tinguiſh the flames. 1 
3 
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In this diſtreſs, as they had ſeveral times al- 170g. 
ready in vain ſolicited the commanding officer 
for leave to ſend deputies to the camp, they re- 
ſolved to expoſe themſelves to no more refuſals ; 
but, crowding in great numbers to the ſteeple 
neareſt the walls, they ſounded a trumpet, to 
expreſs the extremity to which they were re- 
duced. But this ſtep ſo exceedingly incenſed 
Mr. de Canitz, that he put them all into priſon, 
and treated them with great ſeverity. 

The fame day the King cauſed certain mortars 
to be tranſported from the battery before the 
Culm-gate to that near the Viſtula, which was 
commanded by Mr. de Bunaw, Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the Artillery ; becauſe the magazines 
of powder, which the Saxons preſerved in the 
cloiſters of the Dominicans, and in their neigh- 
bourhood, were more remarkably expoſed on 

=_ that fide; after which we began again to bom- 

bad the city with great violence, and fired it 

n ſeveral places; but the flames were almoſt as 
ſoon extinguiſhed as they broke out, by the in- 
defatigable endeavours of the Governor, who 
had now learned more experience, by having 
ſuffered ſo greatly from the firſt bombs that 
were thrown. | 

It was during this ſiege, that by order of Ge- 
neral Rheinſebill the Baron de Mardfeld took poſ- 
ſeſſion of the city of Poſnania, by whom the fact 
was related in the following manner. 

- * Afﬀeer the arrival of General Rhein/child the 
dd of September with his army at Kunmk, ſitu- 
ated about two leagues from Poſnania, he de- 
* tached the ſame evening Lieutenant-Colonel 
* Wrangel, of the regiment de Horn, with 200 
*-horſe, to eſcort Captain Funk of the regiment 
* of Dragoon-Guards, who, in quality of Com- 


1703, miſſary, was to make certain propoſitions to 
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the city of Poſnaxia ; becauſe no queſtion was 
made of its being diſpoſed to ſubmit on any 
< reaſonable terms that ſhould be offered. 

The detachment being arrived, and Mr. 
« Funk with two other perſons admitted and 
© heard by the Magiſtrates, they told him, They 
© would confider of it, without any farther expla- 
nation. The Captain having waited ſeveral 
* days without bringing them to reaſon, or ob- 
© taining any poſitive determination, ſent advice 
< to the General of all which had paſſed, that 
he might take ſuch farther meaſures as he 
thought proper; wha, ſceing there was no 
< longer any hope of obtaining any thing by fair 
means of the inhabitants, reſolved on the 6th 
of September, towards noon, to diſpatch thi- 
ther Colonel Gabriel Lilliebaect and Lieutenant- 
< Colonel Vaidenbeim with 200 Smalanders and 
© 200 of the regiment de Sudermanlande, all in- 
< fantry, and four field- pieces, with orders to 
be there towards evening, and endeavour to 
carry the place by ſurprize ; adding by way of 
© reinforcement 100 of the Dragoon-Guards, 
* commanded by Captain Ornſtedt. 

* The next morning, when it was broad day- 
© light, an officer of the party returned to the 
General, to acquaint him that there was more 
<- difficulty than he could foreſee to execute his 
orders; upon which I was commanded to re- 
pair thither forthwith with certain horſe for an 


© eſcort, to deliberate on the affair, and act as 


< occaſion offered. I got there by noon, and 
found Mefheurs de liebes, de Waidenheim, 
* W/range!, and Funk, meditating how to execute 
© the orders they had received. They told me 
they had ladders, together with boats and i

When this term was expired, without wait-

* head of 100 horſe, poſted himſelf before one | 
* of the gates, Oruſtedt with a like number be- l 
fore a ſecond, and a Captain, who had 100 N 
more under his command, was ordered to ob- ; 
* ſerve all that paſſed round the whole city, to | 
prevent all ſurprize from the enemy. I made | 
this arrangement behind the Bernardine-cloi- 
' ſters, whence we could march under cover 
within forty: paces of the fortifications, which 
were all filled with people with pikes and 
other arms, who ſeemed. to threaten us with 


* an 
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7103. an obſtinate defence. I then gave order, in 


© caſe of reſiſtance, to ſpare none who were 
found in arms; but at the ſame time expreſily 
« forbid the firing on the wretched out-works 


aof the city, or on a party 1 about 
60, which the citizens had for ſoldiers, nei. 
© ther of which were worth powder and ſhot. 

About four o' clock in the afternoon 1 gave 
© order for the aſſault; but, when I was arriv- 
ed at the town-ditch, I ſaw iſſuing out of 
the gate of Breſau a perſon with a flag of 
< truce, who blew a trumpet, and cried out, 
Me city would ſurrender. To which I an- 
ſwered, the Magiſtrates ſhould then immedi- 
* ately bring me the keys: But as they de- 
< murred to this reply too long, I ordered the 
« ſcaling-ladders to be fixed, and the ramparts 
to be mounted ſword in hand. The confter- 
nation of the citizens was then ſo great, that, 
© being likewiſe at variance _ themſelves, 
they knew not what they did; ſome inclining 
to fire, and others forbidding it; and one 
among the reſt attempting to diſcharge a can- 
© non, a ſecond caught him round the middle, 
and threw him off the walls. 

* While all this was tranſacting I was before 
the gates, and forced them open without delay. 
The horſe being enter'd, drew up, together 
< with the infantry, in the market-place ; after 
« which conch wa ſufficient guards on the 
gates, I ordered the Magiſtrates to attend me, 
* who immediately obeyed ; and, preſenting me 
« with the keys of the city, I reprimanded them 
* ſeverely for not having ſent them at my firſt 
© ap and for their having behaved in fo 
© ſtubborn a manner. I then put them all un- 
© der arreſt in the town-houſe, and order'd the

In this manner, without loſing a man, or 
finking a blow, we became maſters of a city 
well furniſhed with-cannon and other arms, and 
populous enough to have made a brave defence, 
_ burghers had been united among them- 


Some days after the reduction of the place, a 
letter from King Auguſtus to the Magiſtrates was 
intercepted, in which he exhorted them to hold 
out as Jong as poſlible, promiſing them immedi- 
ate ſuccour if they behaved as valiantly as might 
be reaſonably expected from them. But this en- 
couragement came too late, and the city was 


obliged, for having ſo long delay'd opening her 


pu to pay a conſiderable ſum of money, and 
miſn large contributions to the army. This 
conqueſt was ſo much the more important, as it 
enabled us to cover the aſſembly of the confede- 
rates, and, at the ſame time, keep them both in 
teſpect and awe, in caſe they took any meaſures 
cotitrary to the intereſt of his Swed;/p Majeſty ; 
and as it afforded us beſide a ſafe retreat both 
for our baggage and wounded men, | 
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But care was taken to render it more deſenſi. 
ble ; and the works, that were moſt debilitated, 
were put in repair forthwith. Col. Lilliebock had 
the command of it; and General Rheinſchild, to 
take away all ſuſpicion from the Confederates, 
immediately imparted to them his ſucceſs, which 
was received even better than there was room to 
hope; they not only declaring themſelves ſatiſ. 
fied, but intreating the General to continue a 
ſtrong garriſon there, in caſe he himſelf ſhould 
be obliged to march at a greater diſtance from 
It. | 

He likewiſe concluded, very reaſonably, that 
the King of Sweden's manifeſto, which he com- 
municated to them at the ſame time, and by 
which he aſſured the Confederates of his protec- 
tion, had contributed to render them ſo tracta- 
blez and ſo much the more, as his r 
threatened to uſe with the utmoſt rigour all ſuc 
who declared themſelves in favour of the Diet of 
Lublin. This extremely raiſed their courage, 
and animated them to purſue their deſign with 
vigour 3 which they declared was principally to 
maintain religion, preſerve their liberties, and 
the publick peace, without any prejudice to the 
duty they owed King Augyſtus. They likewiſe 
propoſed to mediate a ſtable and folid peace bes 
tween the Kings of Sweden and Poland; in which 
view they had already ſent a deputation, as well 
to King Auguſtus to aſſure him of their fidelity, 
to the Cardinal, to the army of the crown, as to

many other Palatinates joined with Great Poland, 
till the Confederacy inſenſibly became univerſal, 


and tended finally to declare the throne vacant. 


At the ſame time the Palatine of Poſuania, 
whom the Confederates had ſent to Prince Vi, 
now!ſki, ſo effectually perſuaded him that his 
principals had no other end in view but the 
publick good, and conſequently very ill deſery'd 
to be treated as publick enemies, that, all at 
once, he took a reſolution to return into Lithua- 
1a with his whole army: Accordingly the crown- 
troops immediately divided from the Saxons,

While the enemy's forces in Poland were thus 
diſperſing, the Czar prepared to make an irrup-

— 1 himſelf too weak to hinder the re- 
ing it, much leſs reſiſt ſuch formidable forces, 
e retired under the cannon of Revel, to throw 
himſelf into that city in caſe the enemy threaten- 
ed him with an attack. is 5 
The Ruſſians, not thinking themſelves obliged 
to run their heads uy: ſtone-walls, and aim- 
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ing at nothing but to ra the open country, 
chad with all their — from Winery d 
Kolka, from thence to Vitienſtein and other 
places, where they committed great diſorders, 
and laid all waſte with fire and ſword. 

Another body of theſe troops having enter d 
into Livonia, on the fide of Pinſchur, behaved 
there in the fame dreadful manner, carryi 
away all the young people, and maſſacring kj 
the old. After having ſpent the whole campaign 
in deftroying the diſtricts of Gerven and ] irlandt, 
which make full half of Efhonia, and reduced 
to aſhes the ſuburbs of Dorpt, with the towns of 
Wolmar, Wenden, Walk, Kalkus, Felin, Ober- 
pablen, and half-burnt Ruygen, with Ment/en and 
Sagnitz, they repaſſed the frontier with threats 
to return very ſpeedily to Narva, which they 
propoſed to befiege in form, having held it in a 
manner blocked up ever fince the taking of 
Jama; from whence they made continual in- 
roads, and hindered all provifions from being 
thrown in for the ſupport of the garriſon. 

It is true, the Dutch tly contributed to 
theſe devaſtations of the Ruſſians, by having fur- 
niſhed them with all ſorts of arms and ammuni- 
tion, Mr. Schlippenbach having himſelf ſeen no 
leſs than nine large ſhips of that nation under 
fail near Aſſariem. Very lively complaints were 
made to the Miniſter of the States at Stoctholm 
of this proceeding ; but he threw all the blame 
on private adyenturers, whoſe conduct was high- 
ly Hacproved by the Republic. 

The ſiege of Thorn ftill continued, and the 

(Sept. 27.) growing impatient of waſting ſo 
much time in reducing it, reſolved to make 2 
third attack near the new ravelin of the Saxons, 
and the garden which led to the tile-kiln. 55 
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ing poſſeſs d himſelf of the laſt during the night, 1703. 


he ordered a line to be drawn towards the tile- 
kiln, which, in the morning, ſo greatly ſurprized 
the Saxons, that they thought fit to capitulate, 
and accordingly beat a parley forthwith, But the 
King, who was then in the trench, would give 
no ear to it; but puſhing on the work with vi- 
gour, cauſed a new battery to be raiſed, mount- 
ed with 48 pounders, which were ſoon in a con- 
dition to play. 
The next morning a Drum from the beſieged 
ented a letter from the commanding officer, 
t was anſwered, that his Majeſty accepted no 
other terms but that of ſurrendering at il ratio, 
But though the garriſon were extremely weak- 
ened by fckneſs and ſcarcity of proviſions, they 
thought thoſe conditions ſo ſevere, that they re- 


ſolved to defend themſelves to the laſt extre- 


ps new battery on the Viſtula being now com- 
pleted, the whole fix at once began a moſt ter- 


rible fire upon the ai, which was returned by 


the enemy with wonderful ardour. The ſame 
day his Majeſty reſolved to attack an iſland over- 
againſt the city, which the Saxons had fortified 


both from the Viſtula and the oppoſite ſhore, 


ordering the infantry for this purpoſe to march 
down to the fide of the river, and embark them- 
{elves near the bridge of boats. 

The Governor, perceiving all theſe movements, 
8 likewiſe that the trench was advanced within 
a ſtone's caſt of the counterſcarp, thought it high 
time to ſubmit to the King's pleaſure ; for which 
end he defired a conference with certain officers 
of diſtinction. The King then countermanded

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into the city to confer with the Saxon Generals, 
who at laſt agreed to ſurrender at diſcretion, 
Mr. Duker returned with this news to the 
King, who complimented both the Generals and 
Officers of the enemy with their ſwords and bag. 
gage. In the morning his 4 an order'd Count 
Gaſpar Sperling to take poſſeſſion of the city gates 
with one battalion of guards, and diſarm the 
eee at the ſame time. Towards noon the 
enerals Robel and Canitz, with the Counts d 
Reuſs and Goltz, Colonels, and many other Off. 
cers, came out to pay their compliments to the 
King. His Majeſty kept the Generals and Co- 


lonels to dine with him, and received Mr. de Ca- 


nitz in particular in the moſt gracious manner. 
Count Sperling alſo magnificently regaled in the 
city all the Officers of the garriſon, the King 
having ordered 50 diſhes out of his own kitchen 
for that purpoſe. At the ſame time a great 
number of ſheep and cattle were drove into the 
city for the relief of the poor ſoldiers and citi- 
zens, who were almoſt famiſhed. 

In this manner King Auguſtus loſt his beſt in- 
fantry, who could make no farther reſiſtance, as 
having ſcarce any bread remaining; the reſt of 
their proviſions $i likewiſe conſumed, the 
garriſon were ane. to live upon rotten her- 
rings, which ſpread ſo inveterate a ſcurvy among 
the troops, that no. more than 1583 men were 
capable of ſervice, the remaining 2499 being diſ- 
abled by the diſeaſe, and in Yer beds. 100 
of their dragoons out of 188 were in the fame 
condition, as were 282 artillery-men out of 
509. 
Among the priſoners were 2 Generals, 2 Co- 
lonels, 6 Lieutenant-Colonels, 9 Majors, 46 
Captains, and 113 Lieutenants and En "gns, - 
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which had the compliment of their ſwords on 170g. 
their / parole. 

A great quantity of ammunition was yet re- 
maining in the city, but the cannons and mortars 
were near worn out by the continual fire which 
had been made from the 16th of May, when 
the place was firſt blocked up, to the 3d of Oc- 
tober, when it ſurrendered ; towards the evening 
of which day, the whole army being under arms, 
his Majefty order'd a double liChargs to be 
made, both from the cannons of the ramparts 
and thoſe of the batteries. | 

At the inſtances of the Saxon Generals, the 
King afterwards permitted Colonel Goliz to re- 

ir to King Auguſtus at Warſaw, to acquaint 
— with all the particulars of the ſiege. 

*Tis eaſy to judge how ill that Prince muſt 
have reliſhed ſuch diſagreeable news, and above 
all the loſs of his beſt infantry, which he regret- 
ted extremely. Some days after he departed from 
Ottfat, where he had been during that whole in- 
terval, and took the road to Leopold, to aſſemble 
the Senators and hold a council at Fawarow. 

In the mean time the King ordered the forti- 
fications of Thorn, which the Saxons had-newly 
raiſed, at a great expence and much labour, to 
be totally demoliſhed, as likewiſe the towers, 
from whence the citizens had annoy d our troops; 
no more than the wall being left, juſt to defend 

the inhabitants from the inroads of the Coſſaques 
and other military thieves.

o much ter impreſſion on the Confede- 
rates, as their Deputies, being in the camp, 
were eye-witneſſes of the glory which the King 
had acquired. They departed ſoon after, on 
the hopes he had given them of ſending a perſon 
with certain propoſals regarding the meaſures he 
expected them to purſue ; and Mr. de M achſſager 
was accordingly appointed for that ſervice. 

A. great number of Deputies from the neigh- 
bouring Palatinates, as of Dobrzin, Cujavia, 
Plotzko, and of Poliſh Pruſſia, came to compli- 
ment his Majeſty, and entreat they might be ad- 
mitted into the number of the Confederates. His 
Majeſty received them all very graciouſly, tho? 
it was eaſy to perceive, that nothing but fear, 
and a defire to be ſoon diſcharged from the con- 
tributions exacted by our troops, had prevailed 
with them to a& in this manner. Nevertheleſs, 
they deceived themſelves in this particular, the 
King refuſing to remit thoſe levies, to keep them 
within the bounds of reſpe& and obedience. 

It was about this time that his Swediſb Majeſty 
publickly acknowledged the Eleftor of Branden- 


camp, pretending to be a neath his clothes, prepared 
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deſerter, and offering his ſer- 
vice to the King to diſcover 
the weakeſt places of the for- 
tifications, the King had twice 
walked out, accompanied by 
him only, to be let into 
theſe diſcoveries; and that 
the third time the counter-

/n, who attacked him immediately, but were 
ſo warmly received, and ſo many of them killed, 
that they thought proper to retire, abandoning

waned Broms, carried off a party of ours po 
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1703. at Polangen; which induced Colonel Shit, who 
commanded at Lilau, to detach 300 foot and 
horſe, under the conduct of Major Patkul, with 
100 of the troops of Sapieba, to give them chace. 
Captain etz, who conducted the van with 50 
horſe and the Polanders of Sapieha, having fell 


in with them at Cretingen, attacked them imme- 
diately, killgd 40, took 19 priſoners, and all 
their horſes ind baggage. Major Patkul being 
come up, they purſued the enemy, who, having 


been likewiſe zeinforced, met us half way, and 
attacked Patku! in a certain village, but were 
repulſed with the loſs of 40 men. 

In the morning, the Swedes, being on their re- 
turn to Libau, the enemy followed; and, over- 

ing them in a level field, near a bridge which 
they already paſſed over, and where they 
drew up in order of battle, began their attack 
forthwith, but were repulſed and put to flight, 
returning over the bridge in confuſion, and leav- 
ing above go men dead upon the ſpot. Patkut 
then continued his rout, but was again haraſſed 
by the enemy, who charged his rear, and were 
once more defeated with the loſs 


of ten or a 
dozen men; after which they gave over the 
purſuit, and Patkul arrived happily at Libau. 

After the reduction of Thorn, the Count de 
Steinbock had been ſent to Dantzick, to take the 
neceſſary meaſures for tranſporting into Swede 
the Saxon priſoners, and all the trophies atchiev- 
ed in Poland; for which ſervice ſeveral men of 
war were already arrived from Carelſcroon in the 
road of that city. 

At the ſame time his Majeſty ordered one re- 
giment after another to file off into the quarters 

epared for them on the fide of Dantzict; he 
himſelf ſtill continuing before Thorn, till fam 
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Saxons were embarked, together with the artille- 1703. 


ry, to go down the Viſtula, under the command 
of Colonel Rank, who was to eſcort them by 
water with his regiment. The other priſoners, 
with the three Generals Beuſt, Robel, and Canitz, 
and all the officers, followed ſome time after, 

arded by a large detachment of dragoons. 
Es few were exchanged againſt the Swedes 
who were taken at Warſaw.

Paul, Colonel, who had been made priſoner in 
the affair at Pultotſt, and was permitted to re- 
pair to Warſaw on his parole, for the cure of his 
wounds, obtained his liberty in exchange for 
Lieutenant-Colonel Konigsheim and Captain Funk, 
who returned to the army. 


When the city of 7 had paid the ſum 


agreed upon, the King (Novemb. 11th) ſet out 
at the head of his Drabans, and croſſed the Yi/- 
tula near PAlthuſen and the town of Culm, after 
having diſtributed his army along the borders of 
the river.

Elbing, as in the Biſhoprick of Warnice. After 
which his Majeſty returned on horſeback, ac- 
companied by the Prince of Wurtemburg and cer- 
tain Officers, having rode thirty-two leagues in 
two days.

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1703. The Czar returned to Moſcow at the end of 
the campaign, after having ſufficiently provided 
for the ſecurity of the frontiers, eſpecially on the

Mr. Rheinſchild trembled, when he came to 
reflect on the danger to which the King his 
maſter had expoſed himſelf, the country being 
filled both with the enemy's. parties and robbers, 
To prevent therefore all accidents and misfor- 
tunes, when he ſaw his Majeſty fixed to return 
the next morning; he detached certain troops for 
his guard, by which means his Majeſty returned 
happily (Nov. 25.) to Topolno, after having tra- 
veiled 34 leagues in two days; neither did he 
condeſcend even then to allow himſelf any re- 
poſe, but ſet out the very next day for Dir/chow, 
many regiments- being already in full march to 
their winter quarters. 

In Great Poland ſeveral riotous parties embo- 
died themſelves to raiſe certain military contri-

All being ready at Dantzick for tranſporting 
the Saxon priſoners, trophies, and artillery, the 
ſquadron, under the command of Baron Claes 
Sarr, Vice-Admiral, which was come from Ca- 
relſcroon to eſcort them, ſet ſail from the road of 
Putzig with ſo fair a wind, that they ſoon came 
in fight of the coaſt of Sweden : but the joy on 
that occaſion was but - ſhort-lived ; a dreadful 
tempeſt the next day (Nov. 28.) coming on, 
which diſperſed the fleet, and every ſhip was glad 
to make away for the neareſt port.

The King was accompanied by the Prince of

Captain of Horſe, with ſome few Troopers, to 
croſs the river in a little ſnallop with all poſſible 
filence, who, after ſome warm language on both 
fides, returned with the prames at the inftant 
that the King arrived with the Horſe-Guards. 
His Majeſty, the Prince of Wirtemberg, the Ge- 
nerals, and about thirty horſe, paſſed over im- 
mediately, and advanced towards the city to 
examine the avenues, as far as the ditch, without 


being ſuſpected: but the = at one of the 


gates at laſt taking the alarm, demanded the 
word; and receiving no anſwer, fired ſeveral 
ſhot, by which one horſe was killed. 

The King, to avoid a diſcovery, then retired 
full ſpeed to the ſuburbs, where he lay as cloſe 
as poſſible z but ſoon after ſent Colonel Lager- 


ſ#rona with a trumpet to the Magiſtrates, to de- 


mand once more whether they perſiſted in their 
refuſal to ſatisfy his Majeſty, by admitting a 
Swediſh garriſon, In this interval the King, who 
had paſſed over all his cavalry, poſted them in all 
the avenues round the city ; 5. about 9 of clock 
in the morning, Mr. Lagerſtrona returned, and 
ſignified to his Majeſty, that the city defired three 
hours time to deliberate on the opens when 
they would ſend Deputies with the refolution they 
had taken. The King took advantage of this o 
portunity to advance his troops as near the w 
as poſſible, which were ſo concealed behind the 
houſes, gardens, and hedges, that the city per- 
ceived nothing of the matter. Which done, the 
term demanded expired, and no Deputies 4 
pearing, his Majeſty, wing impatient, ſen 
Count Steinbeck — Gordy. with expreſs orders 
to ſtay but one quarter of an hour, and to demand 


abſolutely and in few words their final _ 
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tion. The Count found the Senate till aſſem- 
bled, and, having made a lively repreſentation 
of the extreme peril which their obſtinacy would 
expoſe them to, 1f they exaſperated his Majeſty 
any farther, and that in ſuch caſe the utter ruin 
of the city would be unavoidable, he induced 
them at laſt, partly by arguments, and partly by 
menaces, to open their gates, and ſubmit them- 
ſelves to the King's clemency ; with which reſo- 
lution the Count return'd to his Majeſty, whom 
he found ſurrounding the city, and examining 

the fortifications. 75 | 
As ſoon as the gates were opened, the King 
made his entrance, and immediately viſited the 
ramparts, Sc. giving orders for the three regi- 
ments to march in at the ſame time. His Maje- 
ty then made choice of his own quarters, and, 
'by mere chance, pitched upon a houſe where his 
luſtrous grandfather, Charles Guſtavus, of glori- 
ous memory, had formerly lodged with. his 
ſpouſe Hedwige-Elconora, born Princeſs of Hol.

After the King had given what farther or- 
ders he thought proper, the Magiſtrates, terri- 
fy'd for the miſtake they had committed, in 
expoſing themſelves ſo raſhly to the reſentment 
of ſo formidable a conqueror, beſought the ho- 
nour of throwing themſelves at his Majeſty's 
feet, together with their fellow- citizens, to im- 
plore his forgiveneſs. To this they received an 
anſwer in writing, which exemplified all the 
provocations they had given, and thence inſinu- 
ated how unworthy they had rendered them- 
felves of his Majefty's clemency : In-conclufion 
it condemned them to pay 200,000 crowns con- 
tribution- money, befide the 50,000 impoſed at 
firſt, and 10,000 more for not having ent, laſt 
E ſummer, 
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1704. ſummer, the hundred waggons which had been 


demanded of them, for tranſporting to the camp 
before Thorn the ammunition ſent from Swedey. 
This writing ſpread a general conſternation 
through the inhabitants of Elbing; but, as they 
knew their colluſion with reſpe& to the Branden- 
burg troops was diſcovered to the King, they 
durſt not alledge the leaſt thing in their own ex- 
cuſe, and, at the end of two days, offered to pay 
the whole money required of them ; after which 
they were admitted to kiſs his Majeſty's hand. 
When we were thus maſters of the city, we 
viſited the arſenals, where we found 180 pieces 
of cannon, great and ſmall, (what belonged to 
the Republic and the Saxons included) abun- 
dance of ammunition, and 160 quintals of pow- 
der; all which was put under a ſtrong guard of 
Swedes, We then diſarmed - 500 ſoldiers in the 
city pay, and made 400 Poles, who were part of 
the troops of General Taube, priſoners of war, 
together with the military commander of the 
city. The next ſtep we took was to demand of 
the Prufſians in the ſuburbs to ſurrender their 
uarters to the Stwedes, who wanted room in the 
city, and were beſide to be reinforced by a regi- 
ment of foot, then in full march to the place; 
which arriving a few days after, the King or- 
dered two regiments of cavalry to march to

ing thence to the village of Braunſberg (2 leagues,) 
where the Pruſſian troops then were, but decamp- 
ed at our arrival. From Braunſberg we marched 
on through Toldorff (2 leagues) and Lichtenau 
(24 leagues) to Hielſberg, the reſidence of the 
Biſhop of Varmia; where the King took up his 
E 2k quarters, 
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1703. quarters, Decemb. 22. and continued all the win- 
ter. 


The troops attending his Majeſty were lodg- 
ed in the houſes of the gentry and peaſants, 
where they were quite at eaſe, and fared well. 
The reſt of the army extended from Warmia as 
far as the country of the Caſſubes, and from 
thence along the Viſtula as far as Thorn“. 

The morning after his arrival at Heilſberg, his 
Majeſty, who never loſt ſight of his deſign to 
dethrone King Auguſtus, propoſed to the Confe- 
derates, who were more and more exaſperated 
every day, Prince Fames Sobieſki to be head of 
the Republic, by a publick declaration, dated 
Decemb.

That tho? the councils of Thorn, Marien- 
Bourg, and Fawarow, as well as the Diet of

* duced nothing but afflictions and diſappoint- 
© ments, he had nevertheleſs made it his ſtudy to 
© remove the obſtructions ; that, for this end, he

© he thank'd the illuſtrious Confederates of Great 
Poland for having united themſelves to him, 
© as the children of Peace, and exhorted them 
© to perſevere: That, tho' his Majeſty was re- 
© tired, he would not however abandon the throne, 
* defiring to repreſent, if not Majeſty, at leaſt 
the idea of Majefty, as having always had the 
* good of his country at heart, even to the pre- 
* judice both of his health and intereſt. 
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1704 After he had finiſhed, the Marſhal of Great 
Poland complained, that that part of the Re- 
public had been treated as if in rebellion, both 
by the contempt thrown upon it by the Diet of 
Lublin, and the exceſſes committed there by the 
Saxons ; and that, for theſe reaſons, the Confede- 
rates had thought proper to put themſelves un- 
der the protection of his Eminence. 

1 On Decemb. 31, in the morning, they proceed- 
1 ed to the election of a Marſhal of the Confede- 
8 racy; and the choice fell upon Mr. Bronitz, 
Staroſt of Piſariſti, and Marſhal of Great Poland, 
the ſame who had before declaimed with ſuch 
vivacity and courage; who immediately took the 
oath, and received his ſtaff of office. Some 
days after they enter'd into conference with Ma- 
jor-General Horn, who was now arrived at War- 
ſaw, and had produced his credentials in quality 
of Commiſſary, authorizing him to negotiate a 
peace with Poland, and receive propoſals for that 
purpoſe. 

During theſe tranſactions, the King levied new 
contributions, as well in the Biſhoprick of War- 
mia, as in the Weraers of Dantzick and Marien- 
bourg, which were to defray the expences of a 
new regiment of Foot and four of Dragoons. 
Count Steinbock raiſed one of theſe regiments, 
Colonel Meyerfelt the ſecond, and the Aid-de- 
Camp-Generals, Meſſieurs the Barons Taube and 
Duker, in complement to their diſtinguiſhed 
merit, the other two. Lieutenant-Colonel Eke-

of 1200 men, | 
At the fame time a promotion was made of 
Colonels and General-Officers.

aſſiſt at the opening of the aſſembly of the States: 
which, at length, taking place, he demanded of 
them, among other aids, 500,000 crowns and 
16,000 new levies, all which was cheerfully 
granted. Having then received by ſeveral cou- 
riers a melancholy account of the general Confe- 
deracy of the Nobles at Warſaw, he repaired 
forthwith to Cracow, where he had the ſhadow 
of an army, both to cover that place, and ex- 
the iſſue of a criſis which held all Europe 
in ſuſpenſe, tho? not believed to be fo near a 
decifion : Nor had he been there long before it 
reached him in the moſt forbidding ſhape, figni- 
fying, that the Confederacy, with the counte- 
nance and ſupport of the Cardinal, were on the 
int of declaring the throne vacant : That the 
Marſhal had propoſed to reduce it into an act; 
that the Swediſb Commiſtaries abſolutely refuſed 
to treat before the article of the depoſal of Au- 
guſtus was confirmed; and that at laſt, Feb. 6. 
after ſome ſlight debates, the following reſolution 
had been taken. 


* Since the moſt ſerene King Auguſtus, Duke 


of Saxony, has neither obſerved our laws, nor 


regarded our rights, and that, by the tenor of 


* the Padta Conventa, we are abſolved from our 
* allegiance, we now renounce it, and take the 
« exerciſe of juſtice into our own hands. We 
« likewiſe diſcharge his Senators and Mini- 
« ters, and will no longer adhere to him. We 
declare all thoſe to be enemies to their coun- 
try who aſſiſt in his councils ; and we intreat

and from whom he had nothing to hope or fear. 
This occafion furniſhed Count Staniflaus with 
ſuch means to inſinuate himſelf into the affecti- 
ons of the King, that it paved his way to the 
throne, his Majeſty being poſitive for him only, 
after Prince Alexander Sobieſki had refuſed it. 
General Rhein/child, having now quitted Ni- 
mentow, March 17th advanced to Laſtot, and 


the 19th to Boſſoſum. In paſſing by the city of 


Opatow, a great number of baggage-boys and 
{utlers, being left at ſome diſtance behind, were 
fallen upon by a party of Saxons and Valocbes, 
who put the greateſt part to the ſword, and 
made priſoners of the reſt. The 21ſt we con- 
tinued our march to-Tar/ow, where the General 
learned that King Auguſtus was at Pietrowin, 
that his bridge over the Viſtula was completed, 
and that a great part of his troops were already 
paſſed over to our ſide, with intention, as it was 
_ to attack: us. | 

pon this intelligence the army was' ranged in 
order of battle —_— after having left the bag- 
gage near a paſs with ſome troops for a guard, 
we marched to the village of Salecs, which is 
ſituated oppoſite to Pietrowin. When we were 
yet a league off, the General, accompanied with 
ſeveral officers on horſeback, advanced to recon- 
Witre the enemy with the Valocbes, who havin

tula, galloped thither full ſpeed, and returned 
with . of King Augigſtus's, a Lieutenant of 
Janiſſarios, and a Saxon Enſign, who had fol- 
lowed that Prince and Marſhal Daxbef a hunt- 
ing on this fide the river; which laſt had been 
taken priſoner, if he had not been excecdingly 
well mounted; and King Augufrs himſelf had 
run a very great riſque, if he had not paſſed the 
bridge among the foremoſt. The General then 
ordered the army to march, and, as there were 
abundanee of buſhes along the brink of the Viſ. 
tula, behind which he could eafily conceal his 
infantry, he led the way himſelf, and the ca- 
valry followed him to the bridge-foot, where the 
enemy had thrown up certain works, and had 
poſted 300 foot to defend them. 
 Kheinſchild immediately ordered the attack to 
be made fword in hand, and, after a very light 
reſiſtance, obliped them to retire with great con- 
ſuſion to their barks and prames, which they 
had collected together, after having firſt turned 
adrift above a third of the bridge, to hinder us 
from paſſing over. On the other fide of the ri- 
ver they had planted 13 cannon, with which 
they fired inceflantly, but with ſuch poor ſucceſs, 
that we had but 9 either killed or wounded. 
Aſter having lodged the infantry in the re- 
doubt, and left Colonel Hamilton with 500 horſe 
to cover them, the General marched in the ſame 
order towards the neareſt villages, where the 
regiments were diſtributed z but there being 2 
ſearcity of forage, we removed a league farther 
of,” to an eftate of Danboſß's, called Ziphow.

He threw at the ſame time ſome infantry, of 
the regiment of Sudermaniand into the city of 
Neramiaſta, which was at the other extremity. of 
our quarters on the ſame river, for our ſecurity 
on that fide ; and on the 22d of April adyanced 
half a league with his whole army: But, being 
informed, that King Auguſtus was returned to 
dademir, where he had thrown over a bridge, 
and poſted a ſtrong garriſon in the city to in- 
trench himſelf there, and reſolving not to loſe 
light of him, he paſſed the Pilſa at Novamiaſto, 
arriving May 4th at Przitelowi/e, and the next 
morning at Sporzina, near the city of Sriuno. 
The Palatine of Poſnania, at his return to 
Warſaw, did not fail to inform the Cardinal and 
the Confederates of the good intentions of his 
vwedip Majeſty with reſpect to the Republic, 
and the refolution he had taken to pay the 
crown-army, in caſe they joined their forces to 
his; which Prince Lubomirſti the Grand General 
agreed to do, and was already arrived at War- 
ſaw, where fo favourtble a declaration-from the 
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1704. King of Sweden ſpread an univerſal joy. In the 


beginning of May they proceded to declare the 
throne vacant, and to invite the Dietines to re- 
pair to Warſaw by the 19th of June, in order to 
elect a new King; and, at the ſame time, noti- 
fied the reſolution they had taken on that head 
to his Swearſh Majeſty; who, as foon as the 
interregnum was publiſhed, gave orders to his 
Commiſſaries to enter into treaty with the Re. 
public. On which occaſion my were conducted 
with great pomp to the place of aſſembly, where 
General Horn read a paper, which contained in 
ſubſtance, That the intentions of the King his 
t maſter, tending only to maintain the treaty of 
Oliva, to confirm the alliance, and re-eſtabliſh 
+ peace, his Majeſty had ſent him as his Em- 
* baſſador: That he was ready to begin the 
t conferences whenever they pleaſed ; and that 
s he defired them to name the Commiſſaries 
* with whom he was to open his „ ame] 
Some days after he preſented to thoſe Commiſh- 
Ties the inſtrument which the King had promiſed 
them 3 and the Cardinal, on his fade, nt forth 
circular letters to all the cities of Poland to in- 
vite them into the Confederacy. 

; Tho! ſeveral pretenders appeared for the 
throne, the greateſt part of the Confederates de- 
clared for Prince Alexander Sobieſki, a Nobleman 
of great merit, and as greatly eſteemed. But as 
his brothers were priſoners, whom he tenderly 
loved, and as he thought their ſafety would be 
endangered if he accepted the crown, he gal- 


lantly refuſed it, and intreated the Confederates 


to think of him no more. 

Many have believed, however, that the Queen

ſenting it as a crown of thorns, and what would 
ruin him to ſapport'it.

The King had not reaſon to be over and above 
content with the city of Dax#zick, and that miſ- 
underſtanding might have been attended with 
dangerous conſequences, if the Magiſtrates had 
not thought it expedient to conform forthwith ta 
his Majeſty's pleaſure. Count Senbock had ſent 
to diſpoſe them to aceede to the Confederacy of 
Warſaw z and they, looking upon it as a very 
22 ſtep, had ſeveral times evaded a poſitive 


anſwer, 

The King, piqued with theſe delays, ordered 
ſome regiments to march thither, whom he con- 
duced himſelf z and, May 2ath, ſent a letter to 
the Magiſtrates. by General S:enback, wherein he 
prefixed a time for the city to declare. itfelf, and 
impoſed a fine of 1000 crowns, to be paid with- 
in an hour after, in caſe they ſuffered it to elapſe. 

As it was dangerous to perſiſt in their obſti- 
nacy,, or fall into diſgrace with a Prince ſo po- 
tent and ſucceſsful, they accepted the conditions 
propoſed by Count Stenbock 3 and gave it in 
writing, That they not only renounced their 
* cath made to King Auguſtus, but likewiſe ſo- 
* lemnly eſpouſed the Confederacy of Yar/awz 
* declaring, at the ſame time, King Auguſtus and

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The Dantzickers likewiſe paid, upon this occa- 
fion, an old debt contracted in 1 300, during the 
reign of Charles Canutſon, who, being compelled 
by Cbriſtiern King of Denmark to retire to Dant- 
zick, reſided there ſome years, and at his return 
to Sweden, left behind him twenty odd thouſand 
crowns, for which they gave a bond, fince found 
in the archives of the kingdom. As the families 
of Gyllenſtierna, Stenbock, and ſome others, who 
had allied themſelves with the deſcendants of 


| King Canuw/on, were intereſted in this money, 


the Dantzicters were held accountable for it, 
and obliged to pay it. After which, his Majeſty 
being ſatisfied with the conduct of that city, 
returned to Heilſberg, where he made all the ne- 
ceſſary preparations to decamp forthwith, and 
open the campaign. 

We left General Rheinſchild at Sporzina, near 

the city of Srinno, upon the road to Sendomir, 
where King Auguſtus was encamped on the other 
fide the YViſtulsg, That General there received 
intelligence that 18 companies of the crown- 
army, commanded by Baranof, and which had 
been detached to haraſs him in his march, had 
ſurprized the Quarter-maſter of the regiment of 
Craſſau, named Korff, with 30 troopers, and put 
them all to the ſword (except Korff himſelf, who 
was taken priſoner) after a long and obſtinate 
defence, which laſted till their ammunition fail- 
ed. " | - 
The army, having decamped from Sporzina, 
marched to Fiedlovics and from thence in the 
morning to ſe, proceeding afterwards to Ca- 
bovice, which is but fix leagues from Sendomir, 
and arrived June gd at Bodzekef, having paſſed 
near Oftrovice in its way. %

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It was here we learned that the Saxons had 1704. 


repaſſed the Viſtula; that they had left none 


but their infantry in the city of Sendomir; and 


that they had even pulled down that part of the. 


bridge which was near the city, Upon which 
the General detached, ſome days after, two parties 
of 300 horſe each, the firſt of which was com- 
manded by Lieutenant-Colonel Wolfrath, with 
orders to take different roads, and both levy

The fame day (June 7.) the Poles, to the 
number of 4000 horſe, together with 600 Saxon 


troopers, were diſpatched by King Auguſtus to 


make an attempt upon our camp; which accord- 
ingly they did at ten of clock at night, attacking 
the advanced » and killing a Captain- 
Lieutenant of the Pomeranian horſe, command- 
ed by General Mellin; but, finding more refiſt- 
ance than they expected, retired full ſpeed in 

veſt of our detachments, to whom Mr. Rhein 
child had ſent, to warn them to be upon their 
guard: But, as Mr. Wolffrath did not receive the 
advice, he was ſurprized at four O clock in the 
morning, when returning in full march to the 


camp. 

. The enemy fell in firſt with Captain Lows/ep, 
in the van, and began the attack at the ſame 
inſtant ; but Wolſfratbh coming up almoſt as ſoon 
to his aſſiſtance, the Poles, who, till then, had hid 
the Saxons behind them, opened themſelves to 
the right and left, and, while the laſt advanced 
to the front, ſurrounded the Swedes on all fides, 
and obliged them to make head every where at

The Czar now propoſed to enter with conſi- 
derable forces into Livonia, and lay ſiege to 
Narva and Dorpt; and eſpecially as Mr. Schlip- 
penbach, being too weak to keep the field, was 
obliged to withdraw under the cannon of Reval, 
Accordingly he ordered all the regiments in the 
neighbourhood of Peterſburg to. defile towards 
Narva: He even enliſted the fifth man of all 
the vaſſals of his Bayars, and ſent out parties 
continually on all ſides to reconnoitre our troops; 
one of which was attacked by a little detachment 
of Swedes, leſs in number, but much more brave, 
who preſſed them ſo vigorouſly, that, after loſing 
20 priſoners, they were obliged to take ſhelter in 


certain houſes, which, being immediately ſet on 
fire, they periſhed in the flames.

About the ſame time our Vice-Admiral Prou 
arrived with his ſquadron on the coaſts of Wi- 
borg, and took on board 1200 men, which Ge- 
neral Maidel deſigned for Narva, together with 
a vaſt quantity of proviſions : But, as the Ruſſians 
were maſters of the entrance of the river, which 
they had beſet with batteries on both ſides, they 
found it impoſſible to reach the city; upon 
which they fteer'd towards Reval, where they 
diſembarked the troops, to join thoſe under the 
command of Sch/zppenbach. 

In June, when there was forage for the horſe, 
Mr. Maidel took the field in Finland, with about 
4000 foot and cavalry ; and, at the ſame time, 
the Ruſſians marched towards Wiborg with nu- 
merous forces, as if they deſigned to ungertake | 
the fiege. But this was apparently no mute than | 
a feint; for, all at once, they wheeled about, | | 
and, having filPd their whole frontier with troops, 
fat down before Narva, which was now totally 
blocked up both by ſea and land. 
In the abſence of the Czar, General Schonbek had, 
at firſt, the direction of the ſiege, but it was, after- 
wards, committed to Field-Marſhal Ogilvi, who 
had been formerly in the ſervice of the Emperor. 
As to Field-Marſhal Scheremetof, the Czar had 
detached him towards Dorpt with another army 
to render himſelf maſter of that place; where 
Colonel Charles Skytte had done his utmoſt to 
ſtrengthen the fortifications, and prepare for a | 
Vigorous reſiſtance. | 
As this laſt ſiege could hardly ever ſucceed, 
While the Swedes were maſters of the lake Peipus, Y 
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1704. where they had 14 or 15 good veſſels, the Czay 


had prepared, in the ſpring, a number of armed 
barks to back his deſign, and attack thoſe of 
ours, which, during the winter, had been laid 
up in the river under the cannon of Dorpt; but, 


as ſoon as the ſeaſon permitted, the Commander 


Loſcher fell down the river to cruize upon the 
lake, as uſual ; which the Ruſſians being apprized 
of, they advanced with their Hotilla to the iſle of 
Porkazari, which is in the mouth of the Em- 
bach; from whence they advanced yet farther 
up the ſtream, and, where it was narroweſt, lined

into the city, to favour the opening of the 
trenches, which was done in three places at one 
time. We ſhall ſee, by and by, an ample detail of 
this ſiege, ſent to his Majeſty by the Governor 
Colonel Skytte. The Czar repaired thither in 
perſon ; and, that nothing might be neglected at 
Mrva, he paſs'd and repaſs'd continually, in 
order to haſten both ſieges at once. 

| Major-General Horn was extremely ſolicitous 
to convey a letter to Mr. Schlippenbach, to let 
him know how greatly he ſtood in need of relief, 
the ſiege of that city ( Narva) being open'd May 
uth m form; the bearer of it fell into the 
lands of the enemy, which gave the Czar an 
opportunity to try 4 ſtratagem, which in part 
ſucceeded, As the befieged were confident of 
mmediate ſuccours, he undertook to enſnare 
dem into an opinion that they were really come, 
oo mea the garriſon from behind their 


Accordingly; one dark night, he detached ſome 
thouſands 8 men out of his camp, 545 he 
abited in blew like the Swedes; and ordered 
dem to appear the next day about two o clock 
n the afternoon, at a certain diſtance from 
tte city; from whence they made certain vollies 
lf way of fign: „as directed in the letter. In 
nner to which, Mr. Horn, not doubting but 
tat they were the reinforcement he expected, 
icharged two pieces of cannon 3 upon which 
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1704. they advanced towards the city, and fei ned art 


engagement with the advanced guards of the be- 


ſiegers; who, ſeeming to be greatly alarmed, | 


ſtruck their tents, and withdrew the advanced 
guard, which they had poſted on that fide next 
the city. In ſhort, they did all that was neceſ- 
ſary to convince the beſieged that they were 
preparing for an action. The two armies then 
advanced towards each other, firſt diſcharging 
their cannon and then their ſmall-arms; and, 
after continuing a briſk fire for ſome time, the 
Ruſſians ſeem'd to give way, and tend towards 
the bridge, which was over the river, for their 


preſervation. 


Mr. Horn, being then convinced of the arrival 
of the Swedes, detached, in the heat of the com- 
bat, Colonel Morat with 150 horſe, and Colonel 
Loode with 800 foot, to ſuſtain the troops which 
he thought were come to his aſſiſtance, and con- 
cluded to be already victorious. Certain citizens, 
who believed they were rather going to reap the 
fruits of a conqueſt, than a battle, 1 . — fol- 


lowed the detachment, which ſoon fell into an 


ambuſcade, that lay in wait to receive them. 
The cavalry, being foremoſt, ſaved the infan- 
try, and were all cut to pieces, or taken 5 
ers; in the number of which were a Lieute 
nant-Colonel, two Captains, and ſome other Of- 
fficers. But Colonel Loode, who commanded tha; 
infantry, having diſcovered the ſnare betimes 
retired with all if to the city with his 80d 
men, without loſing one by the way; where h$j 
gave the Governor to underſtand what had hap 
pened, and that he had no ſuccours to expect. 
This diſappointment, however, did not abate hi 
courage; = reſalved to defend himſelf to thy 
laſt extremity, often making vigorous. allies tt 
= . incommod

mcommode the beſiegers, and burning, at times, 1704. 
all the houſes in the ſuburbs, as well as all the 
trees and buſhes that could afford them any 
cover. | 

This affair having thus anſwered the expecta- 
tions of the Czar z and that Prince being inform'd, 
on the other fide, that Major-General Schlippenbach 
was poſted between Reval and Narva, in a place 
called Leſna in Weyerland, with three regiments 
of Horſe and Dragoons, which amounted in all 
but to 1400, he commanded Colonel Renne with 
8000 to diſlodge them from that poſt. The 
Swedes at firſt retired ; but the Ruſſian Com- 
mander having overtaken them (June 16th) be- 
tween Wittena and Tillejogi, they were obliged to 
face about, and come to an engagement. | 

Schlippenbach defended himſelf with abundance 
of bravery ; but, as the Ruſſians were greatly ſu- 
perior in number, and he perceived they began 
to ſurround him, in order to cut off his retreat, 
he thought it neceſſary to prevent them, and 
retire without loſs of time : But, whatever efforts 
he made, he could not avoid. being totally de- 
feated z not above 200 horſe making their 
eſcape, and the reſt being all difperſed, killed, 
or taken priſoners, among which laſt was Colo- 
nel Fritz-Wachtmeiſter. Renne returned ſtrait to 
Narva, the journal of which ſiege we ſhall ſee 
hereafter. 8 | 

The King of Sweden, having now formed the 
plan of the campaign, prepared to open it forth- 
with. His troops quitted their winter-quarters, 
which they had held in the Biſhoprick of Warmia 
and Poliſh Pruſſia; and, for the better regula- 
tion of his march, his Majeſty took his rout 
from Heilſberg, thro? the city of Melſach, where 
the regiment of qu” was poſted, in order to 


make 
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make Elbing and the other quarters in his way, 
The Princes of Saxe-Gotha and Wirtemberg ac. 
companied him, and, finding all the regiments 
in good condition, he ordered the whole army 
to decamp forthwith. 

Count Piper, together with the Court and the 
Drabans, fark Fo e by Count Charles Wrangel, 
Colonel, during the abſence of Lieutenant- 
General Arwid Horn received orders to proceed 
ſtrait on to Poland, through the territories of 
Brandenbourg. Theſe troops marched the firſt 
day (June 12th, 4 leagues,) as far as Ottendorf, 
the 15th through the city of irtemberg to 
Schavaden (3 leagues,) the 14th to Butrin, a vil- 
lage on the frontiers of Brandenbourg (3 leagues,) 
the 15th, traverſing the ſaid frontier, through 
the city of 7Zanowa, towards the village of Schem- 
broffki (5% leagues,) where they reſted one day, 
the 16th; proceeding the 17th to Krzyvanowa 
(2 leagues,) and from thence the 18th to Praſ- 
. 

The regiment of Foot-Guards and that of 
Horſe took the ſame road, but the other troops 
different ones, which hindered them from join- 
ing all on the ſame ſide of the Viſtula. 

The King repaired to the head - quarters at 
Praſnicz, * having ordered the march of the 
whole army, and rid above an hundred leagues 
in a few days. From hence his Majeſty (June 
the 20th) advanced to (C⁊iecanowa (3 leagues,) 
the 21ſt to Novamiaſto (3 leagues,) whence he 
led the way the 22d to Zalkrotzin, a village upon 
the Viſtula, in order to chuſe a commodious 
place for paſſing over his troops. The ſame day 
the Court and the Drabans marched (4 leagues) 
to the village of Muttelin, where the Bug diſ- 
charges itſelf into the Yiſtula, At this 2 = 


— 
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King halted for ſome days, and, after all the 1704. 


e had paſſed over in prames, his Majeſty 
(June 25.) followed with the Drabans, and 
marched (2 leagues) to Tratzowa, four leagues 
from Warſaw. 

When General Horn had received advice of 

the King's approach, he ſet out to meet him, 
and communicate the preſent poſture of affairs, 
with whom his Majeſty repaired to Warſaw, 
where he gave audience to the Cardinal-Primate, 
to Prince Lubomirſti, Grand General, and many 
other Senators : with the Primate, m particular, 
he had a long conference on the perſon he re- 
commended to be elected King. 
All things were already ripe. for that auguſt 
ceremony. The Deputies of the Provinces and 
Palatinates of the Confederacy arrived at War- 
| ſaw the laſt month. The aſſembly was open'd 
June the 9th with a ſolemn maſs and a ſermon, 
after which they repaired to the field of election, 
where were preſent the Cardinal-Primate, the 
Grand General Lubomirſti, the Grand Treaſurer 
Sapie ba, the Palatines of Poſnania, Siradia, and 
Lancicia, together with his ſon z the Crown- 
Cup-Bearer, and the Grand Marſhal of the Con- 
federacy, with the Deputies. 

The Staroſt Bronizz, Marſhal of the Confede- 
racy, had been unanimouſly declared Marſhal of 
the Diet of Election, and the ſeſſion, after ſome 
debates, put off to the 16th, when ſeveral fo- 


_ reign Princes, already mention*d, were propoſed, 


but all as foon rejected; the Confederates being 
reſolved to give no ear to any but a Pigſte; and 
the greateſt part of them declaring in behalf of 
the young Palatine of Poſnania, whoſe election 
our Commilliries had orders to ſupport to the 
utmoſt, | 
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The Cardinal had feigned, till then, that he 
would not oppoſe him, waiting the concluſion of 
the marriage of young Towianſki with the daugh- 
ter of Prince Lubomirſ#i, and which the Palatine 
of Poſnania labour'd to accompliſh, in hope, by 
that means, to win Lubomirſti over to his party,

as believing himſelf already ſecure of the 


nal. 

But, notwithſtanding all this, as ſoon as theſe 
nuptials were ſolemnized at Yarſaw, his Emi- 
nence pulled off the maſk, and declared openly 
he had never any intentions of contributing any 
way to the elevation of the Palatine to the 
throne ; Tho? he had before propoſed him to 
Mr. Horn, who was ſo ſhocked at this double- 
dealing of the Cardinals, that he expreſſed him 
ſelf upon the occafion, at a conference held ſome 
days after, in the moſt pointed terms, which 


put an end to all farther harmony between 


them. | 
This, however, did not hinder the Cardinal 


from Jabouring 2 for Prince Lulomirſti; 


nor could the inſtances of Prince Sobieſti, who 
intereſted himſelf vigorouſly for the Palatine, nor 
the confiderable offers made by the laſt to Ma- 
dam Towianſki, couſin and intimate friend to 
that Prelate, nor, in ſhort, all the endeavours of 
others engage him to alter his ſentiments. 

As, moreover, the Marſhal of the Diet greatly 
inclined to fide with Lubomirſti and the Cardinal, 
he knew ſo well'how to manage matters with 
the adherents of that , that they ſtarted 
continual difficulties, and ſpun out ſeveral ſeſ- 
fions, without coming to any concluſion at all. 

It was at this juncture the King of Sweden ar- 


rived, and demanded inftantly their proceeding 


to the choice of a new King, recommending, Us 
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the ſame time, the Palatine of Poſnania to be 1704. 
exalted to the throne. Some days after which 
(June 29th) his Majeſty having drawn the ar- 
my to Blonia, nearer Warſaw, that neighbour- 
hood, and his peremptory declaration for the 
Palatine, ftruck a terror into the contrary party. 
The Cardinal then applied himſelf, by all ima- 
ginable means, to defer the election till the ar- 
nval of Prince Lubomirſti, brother of the Great 
General, and Chamberlain to the Crown, who 
was on the road with ſome thouſands of Poles; in 
hope that, if he was preſent at the election, he 
might be able to carry his point by a plurality of

Voices. | 
On the other hand, the Palatine's party, per- 
ceiving the intention of the Cardinal, made ſuch 
lively and effectual remonſtrances, that the 2d 
of July was fixed for the election, without ad- 
mitting the leaſt mention of any farther delay. 
In the interval, however, the Cardinal and Grand 
General were importuned inceſſantly to give up 
their pretenſions, and repair to the field of 
election, but without effect; they pretended in- 
diſpoſition, to excuſe themſelves, and demand- 
ed continually to have the nomination poſtponed 
to the Ath, becauſe, by that time, they expected 
the arrival of the Chamberlain. | | 
On Saturday, the day appointed for the elec- 
tion, the Biſhop of Poſuania, the Conſtables of 
Breſz, Cujava, Radzious, Czerſk, and Tnowlodaw, 
with all the Nobility, repair'd to Kolo, the field 
appointed for that ceremony, about g O clock in 
the afternoon. After which, the firſt ſtep that 
was taken was to ſend Deputies yet once more 
to 'the Cardinal, the Grand General, the Pala- 
tines of Poſnania, Siradia, Lancicia, and Podla- . 
(bia, with an invitation to join them. But the 
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1704. Cardinal continued ſtedfaſt to his firſt propoſal of 
deferring the election to the day following; 
Prince Labominſti, who was with the Cardinal, 
did the fame, and both e- ee on that con- 
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dition, to be preſent at the aſſembly. 

The Palatine of Lancicia and the Conſtable of 
Ploſto declared to the like purpoſe. Thoſe of 
Siradia and Podlachia excuſed themſelves on ac- 
count of their infirmities, and added, they would 
approve of all that ſhould be done. The Pala- 
tine of Poſnanis alone repaired to the aſſemby, 
followed by the Gentlemen of his party. 

After the ties had made their report, the 
Marſhal of the ion, in ſupport of the party 
of Lubomirſti, did not fail to repreſent how 
much precipitation was to be feared in a choice 
of ſuch importance; that there was yet much

On the contrary, thoſe, who fided with the 
Palatine of Poſnania, eaſily perceiving the drift | 
of their antagoniſts, refuted, in the ampleſt man- 
ner, the reaſons which had — = ed ; 5 
made it appear with orce, that, in the 
preſent ſituation of T they had not 
a moment to heſitate; that all delay was to be 
extremely feared ; that cuſtoms, perhaps very 
dubious in their natures, wars not hy bs Gecmer 
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laws; eſpecially in Poland, where the Republic 1704. 


had power over the laws themſelves, and could 
change them at pleaſure; that they did not con- 


ceive what end theſe. demurs could anſwer, un- 


leſs to ſet the whole realm in a flame; that, as 
to his Eminence and Prince Lubomir ſki, they had 
nothing to reproach themſelves with, having 
uſed all honeſt and fair means to reduce them to 
reaſon ; and laſtly, that they knew not what to 
make of their conduct, which appeared ſo much 
the more extraordinary to the Confederates, as 
it was viſibly contrary to their good intentions. 

Upon this the debate grew more and more 
vehement, and laſted even to ſun-ſet. As the 
Swediſh Commiſſaries had great reaſon to fear 
they would again poſtpone the eleftion till ano- 
ther time, they made their utmoſt efforts to win 
over their opponents, as well by the arguments 
they urged, as by their entteatics and exhorts 
ions, 


They were well ſupported by the Biſhop of 
Poſnania, who beſought the aſſembly to have no 
regard to the abſent, nor to the ſentiments of 
the Senators, who were for electing Prince James 
Sobieſet, becauſe his confinement put it out of his 
power to accept of the crown. Upon which 
certain perſons threw up their bonnets into the 
ar, and cried out, Vivat SrANISLAus Rex! 
But almoſt at the ſame inftant certain others, 
who were the Deputies from Podlachia, put in 
their proteſts to that election, by as loudly inter- 
poſing a Niepoſvolem. | | 
Mr. Feralfks, in particular, one of theſe oppo- 
nents, took occafion to ſay he would never con- 


. ſent to that election, at leaſt till the treaty was 


figned and concluded with Sweden; to which he 
added many other reaſons a” 
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1704. But all this ſerv'd only to excite great clamours 
1 aagainſt him, and to renew the acclamations in 
1 favour of the Palatine of Poſnania. At laſt the 
—_ Biſhop of that place, having firſt ſignified, that 
—— thoſe who would not give their voices had no- 
_ thing to do but to withdraw, proclaimed Sta- 
= niſlaus King of Poland according to the following 
—_ form: In nomine Domini nomino Regem Polonie

=_ The new King, at the ſame inftant mountin 
—_ on horſeback, during the inceſſant diſcharge o

1 into the air, was conducted about 9 o' clock at 
1 * towards the Cathedral, where the Biſhop 
of Poſnania confirmed him before the altar, as 
was cuſtomary, by repeating the Vivat three 
times; after which the Te Deum was ſung, and 
a prodigious multitude of people ſhouted forth 
—_ acclamations, as common upon ſuch occa · 
ions. f 
*Tis eaſy to judge how deafening theſe were 

to the ears of the Cardinal and Lubomirſti; who, 
ſeeing it would be fruitleſs now to oppoſe the 
_ election any longer, came immediately to ac- 
. knowledge the new King. A little after which 
= the Chamberlain Lubomirſti arrived at Praag 
with 60 Poliſb companies. He had already ſent, 
_ when ſome leagues off, an expreſs to Lieutenant- 
1 Colonel Claes Bonde, who was poſted in that 
_ place with an hundred horſe, to demand an 
—_ eſcort of ſome hundreds of men to guard him 
= | ſafe to Warſaw, a Saron party being continually 
at his heels. Bonde immediately repaired to him 
with the few he had, and conducted him in ſe- 
curity to his journey's end; where he had the 
mortification to be informed the election was 


over, 
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over, and that he had nothing to do but make 1704. 
his ſubmiſſion, according to the example of | 
others; which he did immediately, and paid his 
compliments to the new King ; as the Ladies, on 
the other hand, did to the new Queen. 

The King of Sweden, who had not ftirred out 
of Blonia, was, that night; about 11 o'clock, agre- 
ably ſurprized, by his Page Kinkowſtrom, with 
the news of the election of King Staniſſaus, who 
did not fail to notify it in form to his Swediſb 
Majefty the next morning, and inftantly receiv- 
ed in return a letter of felicitation, equally po- 
lite and affectionate : After which both the Kings 
mounted on horſeback to meet each other half 
way, where, having embraced with all the tokens 
of the moſt perfe& friendſhip, they entered into 
cloſe conference for ſeveral hours, none but 
Count Piper being preſent, to deliberate on the 

_- moſt effectual means to re-eſtabliſh the peace of 
Poland, and for ever remove their common ene- 
my, King Auguſtus. 8 © 

The Confederates had importunately demand- 


ed, a e before, and during the election, 
that the King of Sweden ſhould enter into alli- 


ance with them; and his Majeſty had not only 
promiſed it, but had already entered into a ne- 
gotiation with them, with aſſurance that, when 
the election ſnould be made, he would put the 
laſt hand to it. As, therefore, he was always ten- 
der of his word, he did not fail to nominate 
three Ambaſſadors immediately to treat with the 
new King and the Republic; which were Lieu- 
tenant- General Arwid Horn, as firſt in the Em- 
baſſy, the Secretary of State ¶achſſager, who had 
been long Refident in the Court of Poland, and 
Mr. de Palmberg, Vice-Preſident of the Tribunal

The Embaſſadors, being repair'd to the cloifter 
of the Carmelites in the ſuburbs of Leczna, on 
the fide of the new city, were there received 
and complimented by three Senators, which were 
the Palatine of Siradia, and the conſtables of 


Inowladiſlau and Ploſto, They were attended 


thither by the King's equipages, and a great 
number of the coaches of the Nobllity, that were 


ſent to accompany the Embaſſadors; which laſt 


were ſeated in the King's coach of ſtate, toge- 
ther with the Senators, who fat in the boot: 
And Mr. Albedhyl, Marſhal of the Embaſly, be- 
ing mounted on horſeback, before the coach, 
the proceſſion towards the palace, ac- 
companied by a great number of the Nobility, 
both in coaches and on horſeback. Before the 
rates of the city, a party of cavalry, belonging to 
the crown-army, were ranged in one line, and 
thoſe of the Grand in another, between 
which the Embaſſadors paſſed to the ſound of 
drums, trumpets, and other martial mufick. The 
ſtreets of the city were lined by the Grand Ge- 
neral's infantry, In the outer court of the palace 
the Cardinal's guard was drawn up. In the

where the Great- Treaſurer of Lithuania and Count 
Sapicha, who officiated as Chancellor, received 
them; and when the King, who was under a 
canopy of crimſon velvet, obſerved them en- 
tering, he advanced ſome paces towards them, 
nes) lately after returned to his place. The 
Embaſladors then ranged themſelves abreaſt op- 
poſite to his Majeſty, and put on their hats; 
after which General Horn, the firſt in the com- 
miſſion, began his ſpeech in Latin, and, at the 
conclufion, preſented his letters of credence to his 
Majeſty. Count Sapieba replied in Latin likewiſe 
to the General in behalf of the King. 

After the audience was over, the Embaſſadors 
repaired, together with the Senators, to the 

ueen's apartment, to whom Mr. de Horn made 
likewiſe a compliment in Latin, it being the lan- 
guage uſed in Poland, even to their Queens, upon 
a firſt audience. At their entrance their Excel- 
lencies or.

The ſuffragan of Gneſna, 
Chancellor to the Queen, returned her pry 
reply, which was in Latin, as well as the for- 
mer. 

The Embaſſadors then waited on Madam 
Royal, the mother of the King, but unattend- 
ed by the Senators, who received them at 
the entrance of her third a ent, the trea- 
ſurer Sapieha leading her by the hand; they 
were then conducted to three elbow-chairs, 
where being ſeated, they converſed for ſome time 
in French; and, when they took their leave, 
were received by the ſame Senators in the _ 
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which leads to the King's apartment, and con- 1704. 
ducted to the ſtair- foot, from whence they re- | 
trned with the ſame train as before. 

Immediately after this audience the conferen- 
tes began in the place appointed; and the foun- 
tations were laid of a ſolid and laſting peace and 
fri alliance between the realms of Sweden and 
poland. The Poliſh Commiſſaries being the Bi- 
hop of Poſnania, Prince Lubemir/&#i Grand-Ge- 
penal, the Palatines of Siradia and Podlachia, 
the Conſtable of InowladiNlau, Mr. Poninſti, De- 
ruty-Maſter of the Horſe, and ſeveral others, 
vho laboured in earneſt to put the laſt hand to 
the treaty.” | | | 

It was before remarked, that Major-General 
Lovenbaupt had marched with ſome thouſands 
of men into Lithuania to ſupport the Confede- 
ncy, and to render it agreeable to the Nobility, 
ind after what manner he afterwards returned 
wwards the frontiers of Courland. 

Count Sapieba, Grand-General of Lithuania 
then judged it neceſſary for his intereſts, inſt 
of following his Majeſty, o he had done till 
then, to march with his troops into that pro- 
vince, in order to join Lowenhaupt: Accordings 
hy he ſet out, while the King was yet in his 
vinter-quarters at Heilſberg; and paſs d through 
Priſſia in his way to Courland. But Prince i. 
towiſti had no ſooner received intelligence of 
dis motion, but he aſſembled all his troops to 
linder his junRion with the Saler; and, march- 
ng —_ and day with all poſſible diligence 
trough roads little frequented, he came within 
wo leagues of Supieba before he had the leaft 
notice of his march, | 

Notwithftanding which, as Count Lowenhaupt, 
who was well ſerved by his ſpies, had received 
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1704. mation of it time enough to reinforce Sapiehs 


with 600 horſe, #/iſniowiſki, tho? above 4000 


ſtrong, had not courage enough to make the at- 


tack, - but returned the way he came towards 
Birſen, to be within reach of Oginſti and the 
Muſcovites. By which means Count Lowenbaupt 
had opportunity to join Sapieba at his leiſure, in 
a place called Vobetnicti; and, having afterwards 
received a reinforcement of, certain infantry from 
Riga, reſolved to go in queſt of the enemy. 
But Wiſniowiſ#i and Oginſti apprehending this 


approach, kept themſelves carefully on their 


guard, and retired into Lithuania towards the 
city of Cauno. We purſued them however for 
ſeveral days, tho* to no purpoſe ; except that 
our fore-runners, now and then, fell in with their 
rear, of whom they killed ſeveral, made 50 or 
60 ptiſoners, and ſeized certain carriages, in 
which were ſome thouſands of Poliſb florins, 
with the Chancery of Oginſti, by which we diſ- 
covered his correſpondence with the Mu/covites; 
as will appear from the following letter, dated at 
Poniewies, from Count Lowenhaupt to Secretary 
Diepenbroock, who was then at Mzittau,

ONCE our march from Hobotniki, it has | 


8 been impoſſible for me to write to you, 
© having been ever ſince in purſuit” of the ere- 
* my's army, under the command of Meſſieurs 
* Wiſmowiſki and Oginſti : and never did hare 
make more to eſcape the hounds, than 


< theſe Gentlemen have done, through marſhes 
and roads almoſt impracticable, to avoid being 
© forced into an engagement with our troops, 
tho greatly inferior in number. Certain of our 
* fore-rynners have nevertheleſs made above 50 
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« of them priſoners, together with almoſt as 1704. 


many horſes, ſome carriages, and a ſum of 
about 10,000 Poliſb franks in money: Beſides 
which, we have ſeized the papers of Oginſti, 
among which are ſome of great conſequence, 
« eſpecially the copy of a private treaty between 
« Lithuania and the Czar againſt our Sovereign; 
and certain Muſcovite letters, of which we un- 
« derftand nothing, as having no body here to 
interpret them. 

At preſent the enemy is near Bir ſen, endea- 
« youring to perſuade the Muſcovites, their only 
© hope, to join them, which laſt were the day 
hes yeſterday making their terms with 
them, firſt ſcrutinizing into the number and 
© goodneſs of Miſnioiſti's infantry, and then 


* inſiſting on an oath from all the Generals, Offi- 


« cers, and even ſoldiers of the army, not to 
© deſert them on any emergency Whatever; as 
© if fear would not break through all the oaths 
that could be invented, or God had not power 
to render them fruitleſs. We are obliged to 
© wait their reſolves; and, if they venture to at- 
* tack us, I hope, through the Divine aſſiſtance, 
we ſhall be able to give a good account of 
them.

P. S. Great numbers of deferters flock to us 
daily; and the laſt comers give us to under- 
* ſtand, that the enemy expect every hour a new 
' reinforcement of Muſcouites: But that gives 
© us no apprehenfions; for the good God, in

Mr. de Lowenhaupt, believing it no longer of 
any importance to follow an enemy, who fled 
with ſuch precipitation to avoid the encounter, 
halted, to ſee if it would give them ſpirit to 
make the attack themſelves. But Oginſti had 
only made this tour from Cauno to Birſen to fo- 
licite fuccours from the Czar. Provoked at the 
triumph of the Sapiebas his enemies, he never 
once heſitated to draw into his country, already | 
ruined by his private quarrels, the forces of a 
Prince, which he would be obliged to ſubſiſt; 
tho* the reflection was fo natural, that the pro- 
vince muſt fuffer more from the Muſcovites than 
the Swedes, becauſe the laſt were ſo much fewer 
in number. 

During this interval, Count Sapieha convened 
an aſſembly of the Nobles at Poniemies, to induce 
them to accept the Confederacy of Warſaw ; and 
he had the pleaſure to fee many of them give 
their aſſent accordingly. 

Wiſniowife, on the other hand, did the fame 
in one of the cities of Lithuania, where he af- 
ſembled the Nobles to accede to the decree of 
the Diet of Lublin; having it principally in view 
to enfeeble the firſt aſſembly by this diviſion of 
the Nobikty : And his defien had ſuch fatal ſuc- 
ceſs, that, from this time, their animoſities aroſe 
even to a dreadful pitch of inhumanity; each 

rty in turn treating the ather with all imagi- 
nable cruelty, as often as opportunity offer'd, as 
will appear by the following example. ;

ſeereſy, through vaſt woods and places little 
known, towards Druga (30 leagues,) to ruin a 
magazine which the Muſcovites had eſtabliſhed 
there; which he ſucceeded in, and at the 
fame time ſurprized 500 Horſe and 200 Dra- 
goons, the greateſt part of whom were put to 
the ſword. | 

Mißniowiſti and Oginſti had, at laſt, finiſhed 
their bargain with the MAuſcovites, after uſing all 
manner of expedients to induce them to it; the 
laſt not caring to have any thing to do with: a 
nation, which abandoned its allies in the greateſt 
extremities, nay even in the heat of battle, as 
was evident from all their paſt conduct. The 
Lithuanians therefore were obliged upon oath to 
combat like men, and truſt to their heels for 
ſafety no more. DN | 


After having thus united their forces, they re- 


ſolved to lay fiege to Seelburg, an old caftle in 


the country of Semigalle, upon the frontiers of 


Courland, in which was a garriſon of Stwedes ; 
where being arrived to the number of 14 or 15 
thouſand: men of both nations, they continued 
—4 it ten days, and then prepared for an aſ- 
In the mean while the Counts Sapiebha and 
Lwentbaupt advanced to raiſe the fiege with all 
theit troops; and thoſe of Sapizha had the good 


fortune to take 300 carriages on the march, 


which had been ſent under a ſtrong eſcort from 
Birſep to the Lithuanian camp before Seelburg ; 
the plunder confiſting of an entire ſervice of 
plate, a ſum of filver coin, and a large quantity 
der and ball. 

The enemies were no ſooner advertiſed of the 
approach of our little army, and the advantage 

g 1 which 
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which we had obtained upon the road, but they 
raiſed the fiege, and retired in haſte beyond the 
frontier z inſomuch that, when our troops came 
before the place, they found no figns 78 
but the ladders and other neceſſaries of a ſiege, 
which they had left behind. Sapieba and Lower. 
haupt however followed the chace immediately, 
and, at a place called acobs-ſtadt, two leagues 
from Seelburg, obliged them to face about, and 
come to action. 

Mr. a Lowenbaupt attacked them firſt, after 
having ranged the troops of Sapicha behind him 
to cover his rear; when the Lithuanians, with- 
out once recollecting their oath, made off in- 
ſtantly with the utmoſt precipitation, leaving the 
Muſcovites to ſhaft for — elves as well as they 
could; who, having been joined that very day 
by a conſiderable reinforcement of Dragoons, 
and amounting in all to about 5000 men, ſtood 
their ground for ſome time with abundance of 
obſtinacy, but were at laſt obliged to give way, 
and abandon the field of battle, 'The troops of 
Sapieba then did wonders, in ſlaughtering thoſe 
who could not defend themſelves, which they 
continued to do till night nh a ſtop to the exe- 


cution; in which time enemy loft about 
3000 men. | | 

Mr. de Lowenhaupt took all their their 
cannon, together with their trophies, and a great 
number of priſoners, among which were ſeveral 
Swedes, whom the Han, > carried into ſlave- 


, and for ſome time led about with them. 
Oxinſk /, after this defeat, which he could not 
recover for a long time, ' repaired to the Czar, 
who was ſtill wholly taken up with the ſiege of 
Narva, which advanced every day, tho' the 
enemy had not yet begun to bombard that 44 
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In the mean while Vice-Admiral de Prom, 1704. 
whoſe fleet conſiſted of one ſhip of the line, five 
frigates, five brigantines, and a fire-ſhip, under- 
took to ruin the works which the enemy had 
raiſed in an iſland called Rutiſari, ſituated be- 
tween Ingria and Finland, about four leagues 
from Peterſburg.

many other veſſels, to cover the works as they

Advice of this. new enterprize of the Czar 
being ſoon ed to Sweden, and it being al- 
ready foreſeen of what dangerous conſequence 
thus fortreſs would prove to us, if an early at- 
tempt was not made to take poſſeſſion both of 
the ſtreight and the iſland itſelf; but, which is 
_ to be accounted for, no ſupply of forces 
vas lent to the Vice-Admiral, to enable him the 
mare effectually to execute a deſign of ſuch vaſt 
mportance.

them, and then routed them entirely, ſeizing 
upon all their cannon, and taking priſoners all 
that had eſcaped. the edge of the ſword.

Some time after this, the Czar having ſent out 
his parties on the fide of Wiborg to obſerve 
Mr. de Maidel, one of them conſiſting of 2000 
Horſe and 200 Horſe-Granadiers, made an at- 
tempt on that General's camp at prayer-time, in 
hope to take his troops unprovided.

The beſieged, on the other hand, 
had neglected nothing that could preſerve the 
place, and give his Majeſty time to ſend them 
fuccours, having even made ſome ſallies, tho“ 
with little fuccets. 

Fuly 13th the Ruſſians made their aſſault, and 
met with a reſiſtance as vigorous as the attack: 
But, in the end, the befieged being overpowered 
by numbers, and the enemy lodged under the 
very gates of the city, the Governor, Colonel

et more calamitous, as I had no other lodgings 
dy even for the reception of the poor wound- 
ed. This did not however prevent my givin 
orders for a fally from St. James's gate, Which 
was made at midnight, the 28th or 29th, under 
the conduct of Lieutenant- Colonel Brandt. 

We killed at firſt near 200 of the enemy, and 
made them give ground; but, as my orders 
were not punctually obeyed, it was not poſſible 
either to diſlodge them, or ruin their approaches, 
as I had imagined. Brandt there loſt his life, 
with two Captains, two Captain- Lieutenants, 
three Enſigns, and thirty Soldiers; and two Cap- 
tains were taken priſoners. 

The 29th, we buried the dead on both ſides; 
but they pour'd in their bombs all night long.

The 12th, the enemy drew out a ditch from 
the approaches of Tekelfer, as far as the Embach, 
by the help of which they advanced under a 
half moon, which had been raiſed before the 
cate of Ruſſia, and which was wholly ruined by 
their batteries. 

The 13th, they fired with incredible fury, and 
threw a great number of bombs. At half an 
hour after fix in the evening, I obſerved the 
enemy prepared to make an aſſault on the half- 
moan, which, as mentioned before, lay in ruins, 
and gave proper orders to give them a warm. re- 
ception. The combat was obſtinate and bloody, 
and the enemy had already made one entrance 
through the paliſadoes ; but a Lieutenant, who 
was poſted there, and who had ſcarce any pow- 
der left, was ſo well ſeconded by certain infan- 
try which I ſent to his aſſiſtance, that the enemy 
was repulſed, and thrown beneath the ramparts; 
J nevertheleſs, as they remounted continually with 

freſh troops, and continued the aſſault all night, 
ill fix o'clock next morning (the 14th) we were 
not able to make any farther reſiſtance, eſpecial- 
ly as we were worn out with fatigue 3 and eonſe- 
quently they penetrated as far as the gates of the 
aty, under which they made a lodgment.

ing his defire to win over a people, whom he

Nor did our young Guſtavus deceive the expec= 
tations that bad been formed of bim; but, on the 


_ contrary, made it appear they were perfectly . well 


founded : the progreſs, which he made in learning, 
being ſo rapid, that he was ſoon qualified to be ſent 
to the Univerſity of Upſal z where be applied him- 
ſelf with equal ardour and ſucceſs to all the ſciences 
that could adorn a Gentleman. Hiſtory and Lan- 
guages, both ancient and modern, were. his chief 
delight, the laſt of which. he learned with great 
affduity. To theſe he joined the ſtudy of Heraldry 
and Genealogy, as thinking the knowledge of them 
abſolutely neceſſary. He likewiſe judged, with 
great reaſon, that the Law of Nature and Na- 
tiens was another principal accompliſhment ; and 
A therefore 
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therefore apply'd, with a very uncommon ſolicitude, 
to render himſelf a maſter of both: In all which 
elegant ſtudies he became ſo early a proficient, that, 
in his twenty-ſecond year, be gave the. public the 
moſt convincing proofs of his great capacity, and 
the improvements it had received from letters, by a 
Latin harangue * on the birth-day of Charles XII. 
then but heir apparent; which did him great bo- 
nour, and was thought worthy of being printed. 


In the year 1693, he likewiſe maintained, with 
abundance of applauſe, the Rational Theſes on the 
Orders of Knighthood ©, according to the manner of 
the North; @ little work, ſcarce, and much in re- 
queſt among the learned, becauſe *tis there only that 
a deſcription of the ancient Military Orders of 
Sweden are to be found; it affords, befide, a grand 
Collection of Examples, to which is added the Plate, 
engraved by the famous antiquary Elie Brenner. 


Guſtavus Adlerfeld, having now finiſhed his 
academic ſtudies at home, began to think of extend- 
ing his knowledge by travel; for which end be ſet 
out from Stockholm, Au I, 1696, and, after 
kaving ſeen the Court of Denmark at Copenhagen, 
and that of Gottorp, then refiding at Kiel, be re- 
paired to Hamburgh, from thence to the ſhining 
Court of Berlin, which he viſited en paſſant, and 
proceeded on to Hall in Saxony, to ſtudy under the 
celebrated Thomaſius, where having reſided above 
4 twelve-month, he ſet out for the Hague, towards 
ibe end of the year 1697. LY |

country, he took the rout of Cologne, Hamburg, 
and Wiſmar, and arrived, at laſt, at Strahlſund, 
where he embarked on board the ſame yatcht with 
his late Serene Highneſs, then Duke- Regnant of 
Schleſwig-Holftein, brother-in-law of Charles XII. 
and Generaliſimo ef tbe Swediſh armies in Ger- 
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many, and with whom he landed at Tzelleborg 


the 4th of October. 


The 10th, the Duke being arrived at Carlſhaven, 
when the King was on the point of marching 
through that place with his army into Livonia, 
Mr. Adlerfeld had leave to wait upon his Serene 
Highneſs, wko introduced him himſelf to bis Ma- 
jeſty. The King honoured him with a moſt gracious 
reception, declared him immediately to be his Gen- 
tleman, and ordered him, at the ſame time, to fol- 
law the Court: But, as be had many affairs to ad- 

juſt, and the King's departure tvas too precipitate, 
he obtained his Majeſty's permiſſion to repair firſt to 


Stockholm, where he arrived the 26th, after an 


abſence of four years and ſome months. 


1t was eaſy to obſerve how greatly he was im- 
proved by his travels; which he had undertaken 
with no other view, but to enlarge his mind, and 
poliſh his manners, as well in the converſe of the 
great world, .as in the ſociety of men of genius. 


In the Fournal be has left of his Travels, be has 


not forgot to make mention of the favours he re- 


cerved at Paris from the Marſhal-Duke of Berwick, 


.zoho, not content with inviting him frequently into 


"bis parties of pleaſure, introduced bim likewiſe to 


the moſt illuſtrious families both of the Court and 
City. He never ſpoke of that Nobleman, but with 
the higheſt praiſes and acknowledgments ; who was, 
in truth, one of the moſt meritorious perſons of his 
age. He ſet likewiſe a due value on the advantages 
be received from the company of Mefſ. Deſpreaux, 


Caſſini, Ozanam, Jaillot, Perrault, teau,

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Theſe circumſtances of his life do contribute 
greatly to the honour of his character: For to be 
intimate with perſons of the firſt rank, both for 
merit and genius, argues the perſon ſo honoured to 
poſſeſs a large ſhare of his own. 


Having now adjuſted his affairs, he prepared to 
follow the army, but was prevented by fickneſs till 
the following year 1701, a little after the battle of 
Duna. In which interval,. as he was, at all times, 


an enemy to floth and idleneſs, he thought be could 


not employ himſelf better than in returning to. his 


favourite ſtudies, of Hiſtory and Genealogies. It 
was then, likewiſe, that he formed his deſign of 
writing an exact Fournal of the Campaigns of 
Charles XII. the firſt of which had been attended 
with ſuch fortunate and illuſtrious ſucceſs. This 
undertaking, though ſufficiently laborious, did not, 
however, interfere with the reſearches he bad al.

In return for all which fignal inſtances of his 
Majeſty's goodneſs, he endeavoured to diſtinguiſh, 
with the utmoſt exattneſs, whatever was worthy 
t9 be tranſmitted to poſtcrity, either of his own 
knowledge, or of what could be ſelected from the 
moſt faithful and confiſtent accounts of others. 


I the year 1704, ibe King, baving for a while 
ſuſpended the rapid progreſs of bis viftories, and 
being inclined to iudulge his army weth an interval 
of repeſe, gave leave to his Miniſters and Generals 
te invite their Ladies to Hielſherg in Pruſſia; of 
ewhich our author likewiſe took advantage, and, 
during his refidence at that city, married Madamoi.

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to the King's Entrance into Saxony : This ſhe 
finiſhed under the inſpection of the author, and, at 
her return to Wiſmar, publiſhed it at her own ex- 
pence. But, though that performance was greatly 
eftcemed*, and was really worthy the approbation 
of the public, it met with the fate commonly at- 
tendant on works publiſhed by the author, which 
almoſt always meet with a bad ſale, whatever their 
deſerts may be: Befide, a great number of copies, that 
were deſtined for Sweden, were loſt at ſea, and 
contributed not. a little to render it exceeding ſcarce 
in a very ſhort time.

When the King left Saxony, in order to return 
into Poland, Mr. Adlerfeld never quitted bis Ma- 
jeſty, whoſe favour he had now the honour to poſſeſs 
entirely; all which time he continued his Journal on 
the ſame plan he firſt began with; and with ſo rigid 
an exatineſs, that it appears from the manuſcript 
be even worked upon it the very night before the 
fatal battle of Pultowa, where be was killed with 
a camon-ball by the fide of bis Majeſty's litter. 


As the illuſtrious family of our author was re- 
markably diſtinguiſhed in the reign of Charles XII.

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Charles Adlerfeld, born in 1676, having firf 
finiſhed his ſtudies, repaired to the army, where he 
was made Gentleman of the Court; after which be 
attached himſelf ſolely to the ſervice of King Stani- 
ſlaus, upon the coronation of that Prince at War- 
ſaw in the year 1705 ; who firſt made him his 
Chamberiain, then Marſhal, and laſtly Grand- 
Marſhal of his Court : in acknowledgment of which 
fauours be rendered his Royal Maſter ſeveral im- 
portant ſervices, in ſundry negotiations, in which 
he was employed, eſpecially in France, till the year 
1720, when be was recalled by the preſent King of 
Sweden, who had alſo honoured him with the office 
F Grand- Manſbal of bis Court. He died in Swe- 
den in December 1722, greatly regretted by al 
thoſe who were acquainted with his fine accompliſh- 
ments. But no body was more ſenſible of his liſs 
than King Staniſlaus, who bad ever given him ſuch 
teſtimonies of his friendſhip and confidence, knowing 
bow well he d:ſerved them,. as are alone ſufficient 
to eternize bis memory; though it had not been fo 
notoricus, that be poſſeſſed in à very eminent degree 
every advantage both of mind and body, and that, 
bend all, he was well grounded in Religion, and

I remains for us to add a word or two, of the 
accurate portrait of Charles XII. and the ſeveral 
plans wherewith this work is enriched. In the 
year 1717, our Hero conſented to fit for his pilture, 
not being able to refit the preſſing ſolicitations and 
tender prayers of Madam Royal his fifter, now 
Queen of Sweden. At their interview at Wad- 
ſtena in Oſtrogothia, Kraft, à celebrated Painter, 
acquitted himſelf on this occaſion like a maſter : But 
the King was ſo diſpleaſed with the exact reſem- 
blance, that be cut out the face with bis pen-kniſe; 
notwithſtanding which, Kraft immediately ſo well 
reſtored it to its place, that the ſeam was hardly 
diſcernible, 


As the late Duke of Holſtein was then at Lun- 
den, he made it his buſineſs to procure a copy of 
this piece by the ſame band, which is in no reſpeft 
inferior to the original, ſtill preſerved in Sweden 
in the poſſeſſion of his Excellency Count Charles 
Gyllenbourg, Senator, and Prefident of the Chan- 
cery-Council. The Print before us is taken from
